‘offers more 


than you think

e Mention Scandinavian music to 
the average music lover and he will 
think first of two names: Edvard 
Grieg of Norway and Jean Sibelius 
of Finland. This is understandable, 
but the north country boasts more 
than two composers worthy of note. 
But let’s give them their due, these 
are certainly the two titans in the 
history of the art in Scandinavia. 

Who among us has not responded 
to the First Suite from Grieg’s 
music for Peer Gynt, the play by 
his great countryman, Henrik Ib- 
sen—music that is by turns naive 
and charming, passionate and dra- 
matic? And who, hearing the maj- 
esty and grandeur of Sibelius’s Fin- 
landia, can fail to identify with the 
national aspirations of a proud and 
defiant people? 

But what of the other composers 
of Scandinavian music? Among 
Grieg’s contemporaries and com- 
patriots, Johan Svendsen and Johan 
Halvorsen must be singled out as 
men of talent and imagination too 
little acknowledged outside of their 
native land. And in present-day 
Norway there flourishes a whole 
crop of important composers, chief 
among whom are Fartein Valen, 
Harald Saeverud and Klaus Egge. 

Four names loom large on the 
composing scene in Sweden: Hugo 
Alfven, Kurt Atterberg, Gosta Ny- 
stroem and Hilding Rosenberg. And 
Denmark has given us, among oth- 
ers, Hans Christian Lumbye, Knud- 
age Riisager, and a giant, Carl 
Nielsen. 

Johann Svendsen was an exact 
He was 
born in 1840, three years before 
Grieg, and he died in 1911, outliv- 
ing his more celebrated colleague 
by four years. 

Between 1871 and 1877 Svendsen 
composed a number of important 
orchestral works, but then he al- 


contemporary of Grieg’s. 


lowed his attentions to be diverted 


from composition to conducting. 


Grieg considered this a grievous 
loss to the over-all musical life of 
Norway. 

Svendsen’s most significant works 
are two symphonies, four Norwe- 
gian rhapsodies, Carnival in Paris 
and Festival Polonaise, all of them 
composed before the appearance of 
the first important orchestral scores 
by Brahms and Dvorak. 

In 1864, when Grieg was twenty- 
one, Johan Halvorsen was born. Af- 
ter studying the violin in Stockholm 
and Leipzig, Halvorsen returned to 
Norway and assumed several im- 
portant conducting posts. He was 
married to a niece of Grieg, a 
union symbolic of the strong influ- 
ence which the elder master ex- 
erted upon his own work through- 
out his lifetime. 

Halvorsen is chiefly remembered 
for a colorful orchestral piece, En- 
trance March of the Boyards, and 
an arrangement for violin and viola 
of the Passacaglia from Handel’s 
Harpsichord Suite in G Minor. 

The output of Valen, Saeverud, 
and Egge reflects many of the 
trends of 20th-century composition. 
Valen, who died in 1952 at the age 
of sixty-five, embraced atonalism 
without ever adopting the 12-tone 
method of composition. Though he 
stood apart from all nationalist de- 
velopments in Norway, he was suf- 
ficiently appreciated for his coun- 
trymen to form a Valen Society 
during the last year of his life. 

Saeverud was born in the city of 
Grieg’s birth, Bergen, in 1897 and 
began composing at a very early 
age. He has thus far produced 
seven symphonies, a cello concerto, 
an oboe concerto, and new _ inci- 
dental music for Ibsen’s Peer Gynt. 

Egge, a pupil of Valen’s in com- 
position, is also one of Norway’s 
best-known music critics. Much of 
his output makes use of Norwe- 
gian national melodies cast in tra- 
ditional classical forms. 
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The Dean of contemporary Swed- 
ish composers is the eighty-seven- 
year-old Hugo Alfven. He is also 
the only composer in this survey 
who has contributed a tune to the 
United States Hit Parade. This is 
the Swedish Rhapsody, first used 
as the background for a film on the 
Omnibus television program and 
then popularized in a recording by 
Percy Faith and his orchestra. 

There are actually three Swedish 
rhapsodies for orchestra by Alfven; 
it is the first of them, called Mid- 
summer Vigil, which got into the 
juke boxes. In addition, Alfven has 
written five symphonies, of which 
the most recent dates from 1952. 

Kurt Atterberg achieved inter- 
national renown in 1928 when his 
Sixth Symphony won the first prize 
in the Schubert centennial contest. 
He was awarded $10.000 by the 
Columbia Phonograph Company 
and his symphony was recorded 
by Sir Thomas Beecham and the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra. 

Success was turned to scandal 
some time later, however, when At- 
terberg declared that he had con- 
sciously imitated the styles of some 
composers on the jury (notably 
Glazunov, Al” no, and Nielsen) in 
an effort to court their favor. At- 
terberg’s seven other symphonies,

however, exhibit the same uninhib- 
ited romanticism that characterizes 
the winning score and most other 
Swedish music of the period. 

Gosta Nystroem (born in 1890) 
and Hilding Rosenberg (born in 
1892) are two Swedish composers 
who have gone in another direction. 
They both make use of ammunition 
from the arsenal of ultra-modern- 
ism, such as atonality, but neither 
is a slave to a method or a system. 

And so we come to Denmark, 
where music has flourished for cen- 
turies. Danes were waltzing and do- 
ing the polka to some utterly cap- 
tivating music by one of their own 
countrymen, Hans Christian Lum- 
bye, years before the music of Jo- 
hann Strauss the younger swept 
across the Continent. 

Lumbye is sometimes called 
“The Waltz King of the North,” 
and even today his music, with all 
its lighthearted sparkle. can be 
heard in Copenhagen’s famous Ti- 
voli Concert Hall, usually under 
Lumbye’s grandson. Tippe. 

Knudage 


Riisager (born in 


1897), a prolific producer of music 
of satirical bent, is a notable com- 
poser of contemporary Denmark. 
The master of them all, however, 
is Carl Nielsen who only now, 
nearly thirty years after his death, 


is coming to be recognized as one 
of the mightiest of 20th-century 
symphonists. 

Nielsen’s early music was rather 
strongly influenced by Brahms. His 
later works, however. disclose a 
strongly personal intellect and a 
mighty mastery of the symphonic 
medium. His orchestration is opu- 
lent and rich in color and he was 
endowed with one of the great me- 
lodic gifts of our time. The crown 
of his achievement are six superb 
symphonies, the last three of which 
are among the most brilliantly orig- 
inal in the whole literature. Nielsen 
also composed two operas: violin, 
flute. and clarinet concertos.

@ One overriding characteristic of useful Scandinavian 
objects is that so many of them qualify as timeless art. 
Why should this be so? 

The distinction between fine art and practiced art, 
a distinction that seems to exist in America, does not 
exist in Scandinavian countries. Their designing starts 
with the problem and attempts to solve it in the most 
direct way. If the solution is inspired enough, it will 
produce beauty naturally. This has been a characteristic 
of all great art of the past. The opposite way—setting 
out to create a beautiful object, hoping it will also be 
useful—has never been successful.

@ As any regular reader of Housr BEAUTIFUL 
must be quite aware, we are dedicated to the 
proposition that beauty and utility should not be 
separated, that they can be made features of 
the same object.

The first law of good design: 


| Exploit 
the nature 

of the material 
to its fullest 


® In judging the design worthiness of any object, 
the first consideration must be: How well has the 
material been used, technically and aesthetically, 
for the purpose to which it is being put? 

A bad design violates the nature of its material. 
And one material should not be made to look like 
another, even if it is technically possible, because 
the unique beauty of each will be lost. 

Scandinavian artists and designers are unusually 
sensitive to this basic law of beauty. Their under- , 
standing of what a material can legitimately be 
made to do comes from the fact that most of them 
are themselves skilled in the craft they design for, 
having served a suitably long apprenticeship. As 
a result, most Scandinavian design is worth study- 
ing, because it gives us good criteria by which to 
judge all objects. 

Study the objects on this page, for instance. They 
are prime examples of how beautiful design can 
result from a poetic exploitation of raw material. 
This kind of full exploitation produces a oneness— 
a joining of proportion, form, texture, coloring, 
and appropriateness for its purpose into an insep- 
arable whole. One example exploits the blown, 
molten, bubbly quality of glass. The bracelet freshly 
exploits the characteristics of silver. The eggshell- 
thin bowls bring out new fragility in age-old por- 
celain, while the vase utilizes fully the sturdy 
quality of stoneware and the possibilities inherent 
in glazing and surface ornamentation. The linen 
damask towel finds new patterning possible in 
machine weaving. 

Part of the exploitation of a material lies in 
harnessing its natural imperfections and turning 
them to account. Obviously it takes skill to con- 
trol and manipulate this natural tendency. The

glass vases are a case in point. The random dis- 
tribution of the ceramic glazes are another point. 

Another part of the act of exploitation lies in 
knowing how far to go or not to go. Any given 
material can be used with delicacy and great re- 
finement or, with equal validity, it can be made 
heavy and strong and thick. This is why different 
artist-designers get different effects out of the same 


basic material. But still these effects must always 


lie within the nature of the material and never 
violate its characteristics. This is fundamental. 

William Blake’s famous line, “Exuberance is 
Beauty,” has meaning in this connection. For the 
artist and designer who has deep insight into his 
material can make it blossom to its fullest, like 
a healthy flower. If he does not understand it, and 
has to labor with it, only distortion and ugliness 
can result. For designers’ names and sources of

A Danish designer with a genius for wedding lyricism to 


common sense ts the world’s greatest influence on furniture today

@ In 1949 Hans J. Wegner, a soft-eyed, soft- 
spoken young man from Odense threw a 
significant pebble into the pool of furniture 
design. He created a chair—“The Chair,” as 
it has since come to be known the world over. 
There was nothing startling or bizarre or ex- 
perimental about it. It was unwrapped with 
no fanfare. But it had grace and freshness 
and, above all, a certain quality of truth 
which was sensed, as if intuitively, by people 
who never looked twice at furniture before. 

Early in 1950, when The Chair was still 
unknown outside of Denmark, we observed 
with our own eyes how tourists in Den Per- 
manente in Copenhagen singled it out in this 
shop where all things are beautiful, how they 
stood and delighted in the sight of it. They

expressed wonder that wood uncoated by 
lacquer could be so smooth and satiny to the 
touch, how it could be molded so knowingly 
to conform to the human body. We heard 
people say that this was the kind of “modern” 
they liked, and there was lots of wistful 
American talk about the excellence of Euro- 
pean craftsmanship. Later that year, The 
Chair was brought to the American market 
by Albert Hagemayer of Watson and Boaler 
in Chicago and by Georg Jensen.

ings you can barely see. of chair seats and 
back legs that flow out of one continuous 
piece of wood. There is nothing that isn’t 
needed. Every lovely curve, every sculptured 
part has a practical purpose. As with most 
of the great simple things in the world 
these effortless-seeming solutions have been 
preceded by the most complicated thought 
processes, trial, error, and fresh starts, 
backed by knowledge and that famous in- 
finite capacity for taking pains. Genius is 
another word for it. 

There is another kind of humanity implicit 
in Wegner’s work, because it is designed 
out of Wegner’s intimate knowledge of how 
wood can be manipulated by skilled human 
hands. And no small part of his contribution 
to modern furniture design is that his work 
has drawn attention once more to the dignity 
and value of craftsmanship. Like most Scan- 
dinavian designers, he is a craftsman him- 
self, for in these sensible countries a de-

have mastered a craft before he can assume 
the title of Designer or Architect. 

Architect Wegner started his career as a 
cabinetmaker, working wood with his hands, 
learning from experience what he could ex- 
pect it to do. It is no wonder that his de- 
signs have validity, since they evolve out 
of his knowledge of his material. (Reflect 
on that. And also on the curious fact that 
there are some furniture designers in the 
U.S.A. who have never held a whittling knife 
in their hands and have barely seen the 
inside of the factories they design for.) 

Wegner is known and respected as a crafts- 
man by the cabinetmakers who do the cream 
of his work—the entirely hand-made pieces 
—in the small but eminent factory of Johan- 
nes Hansen. A total staff of 18 craftsmen 
work on each individual piece like jewelers 
or couturiers, molding the wood so that it 
seems almost fluid, creating the almost im- 
perceptible joinings, fitting in the hardware 
with the precision of diamond-setters. The 
only standard seems to be perfection. Even 
the backs of chests or the bottoms of chairs, 
any parts not usually exposed to sight, are so 
painstakingly finished that they are as beau- 


tiful in their own way as the visible parts. 





This, we believe, is the highest caliber of 
craftsmanship attainable in the world today. 
The loving care and pride in workmanship 
seems to come through almost tangibly, giv- 
ing the furniture the quality of fine art or, 
as it has been called, usable sculpture. 

The woods used are primarily Siamese teak 
and oak. The teak is usually designated for 
surfaces and facings, and then only the center 
cuts of the teak log are used, for this part

~most stable wood for solid wood construc- 
tion. Because of its strength, oak is likely to 
be used in supporting members. Woods are 
rarely given any finish other than innumer- 
able buffings and rubbings with oil or wax. 
Handmade pieces shown here are imported 
to the U.S.A. by Georg Jensen, New York, 
and Svend Wohlert, San Francisco. 

Some of Wegner’s designs which were pre- 
viously only handmade are now being fac- 
tory-made in quantity by mass-production 
methods, and naturally at lower cost. But 
since Danish factories are small and the 
standards of woodworking skills high, the 
quality of the work is excellent. Wegner pro- 
duction pieces are made in the factories of 
Andreas Tuck, Carl Hansen, C. M. Madsen, 
Getama, and A. P. Stolen. The production 
pieces shown here are imported by George 
Tanier. As a means of identifying a bona fide 
Weener design, both the designer’s name and 
the factory name are on each piece of 
furniture whether made by hand or factory.

Make your own rya rugs 


Rya rugs such as you see here and elsewhere in this 
issue are made by hand weavers who knot the pile 
row by row as the weaving proceeds. However, in 
both Sweden and Finland the non-weaver can buy 
the sturdy wool and a linen backing which has al- 
ready been woven and simply knot the shag into the 
backing with a big needle, using a wooden ruler for 
a gauge. Materials for making your own Swedish rya 
may be ordered through Margit Sjoberg, 167 East 
53rd St., New York 22, N.Y. For $1, she will send 
you a brochure showing in color more than 100 de- 
signs from which you may choose, together with a 
list of prices and sizes. The kits of materials can be 
ordered through her without the inconvenience of 
foreign exchange.

alone as an island of maturity, asking only 
for the best from its designers, not the 
newest. An informed public appreciates 
what perfection the shaving of half an inch 
may bring to an already well-established 
form. And even when the designers are de- 
veloping new forms, they can work pa- 
tiently out of their previous experience, so 
the result has a link with the past. By its 
intense interest in the frequent exhibitions 
and by their selective buying habits, a 
critical public keeps the designers on their 
toes. In response, the manufacturers move 
slowly, but surely, in new directions. Many 
firms let their designers create at the art 
level years before they expect commercial 
success. They recognize that new designs 
must accrue some public acceptance. None 
of the forms shown here is staggeringly 
new. but all show the beauty that evolves 


with experience and refinement.

New Forms that are not Bizarre

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@ Maturity in design does not lie simply in perfecting 
old forms. It must mean also the development of new 
forms, forms that break with the past but do it in so 
logical a way that they are immediately acceptable. You'll 
find nothing wildly experimental on this page, yet each 
of the objects offers a really new thought. 

Mastery of material is the key to the Scandinavian 
designer's success. Because of his craftsman’s background, 
he does not attempt to make his material—whether it be 
glass, ceramics, wood, or metal—into something it is 
not, simply for the sake of novelty. True creativity lies 
in the ability to present a new form with so sound and 
rational a basis that the instinctive reaction is to wonder 
why it wasn’t made that way before. And only a design 
that reveals some hitherto-unknown facet inherent in the 
material itself can give us this new-but-just-right feeling. 


Scandinavia’s craftsmen-designers have found the way. 


Kaj Franck, Finland’s imaginative designer in glass, pre- 
sents new ideas in decanters. Two have tiny decanters in 
the stoppers for a second flavor.

A new world-wide influence 


It is generally coneeded, even among

Why? We submit that consumers the world over, dis- 
illusioned by the design falsities constantly confronting 
them, have greeted, like a breath of fresh air, the essential 
probity which earmarks Scandinavian design. 

The very core of this is that the designer is himself a 
craftsman, designing not merely on paper, but truly out 
of the nature of his materials, which he knows intimately. 

Trained in a tradition of resourcefulness, he concentrates 
on filling a human need directly and beautifully. 

His own paying public at home, moreover, is a critical, 
knowing one. The Scandinavian consumer has an historical 
respect for rationality and an informed appreciation of 
craftsmanship, besides an intense interest in the frequent 
exhibitions which keep the designer’s work open to the 
appraisal of public and press. No one falls for anything 
simply because a “big name” designed it. A designer is a 
big name only so long as his work reflects his ability. The 
incomprehensible is not acclaimed on the say-so of a clique 
of self-appointed pundits.

@ Scandinavian design influences are now so 
intermingled with American that it takes a bit 
of perceptive experience to distinguish the 
pure from the mixed. Some furniture, for in- 
stance, is imported in toto; some is partially 
made abroad and assembled in American fac- 
tories; some is made here from designs created 
in Scandinavia.

@ The Scandinavian respect for arts and crafts is hard 
for a machine-conscious American to understand im- 
mediately, for we unfortunately tend to apply the words 
to handwork which lacks dignity and importance. But 
the Scandinavian lives out of a handmade tradition. 
Even his most important belongings fall into the arts 
and crafts category. His furniture. for instance—its 
design is considered an art. Much of it, especially 
“furniture for export,’ is made by cabinetmakers, not 
factories. And you cannot doubt that a craft has great 
honor in Scandinavia when you see the beauty skilled 
hands give the most mundane objects. 

The furniture on these two pages is the work of 
Danish designers who might be called masters of both 
arts and crafts. Only those who understand thoroughly 
both the engineering requirements of comfortable 
furniture and the capabilities of wood itself could 


create such sculptured, rational beauty as you see here.

© The light-hearted designs on these pages express a spirit 
of play as pure and uninhibited as the inventions of a child. 
But unlike children, the creators of this fun and fantasy 
are top-fiight Scandinavian artists. They can easily turn 
from a serious to an impish mood. Those captivating animals 
above are by Denmark’s late Kay Bojesen who was also 
one of the great Danish silver designers. See his serving 
dish on page 52 and his salad bowls on pages 53 and 79. 

Scandinavian designs in a gay, antic mood are not in- 
tended to be taken too seriously, nor serve too resolute a pur- 
pose. Fun often teases the functional, as witness the puckish 
designs, painted by Denmark’s Bjorn Wiinblad, on ceramic 
platter, mug, bowl and candlesticks, shown opposite. Humor 
is tossed over a shoulder. Playfulness is aimed at bringing 
grown-ups back to that wonderful nostalgic world of child- 
hood. Even toys stray from the nursery, are so cherished as 
home decorations they are kept out of the reach of children. 

A Scandinavian designer sees beauty and the pure makings 
of fun in almost everything he sees: in boar bristles, sheep 
shearings, blanks swept out of a glass factory. When he

with Scandinavia 


Cookbooks by the dozen can give you each country’s 


traditional recipes, but House Beautiful’s 


Party Editor tells you how to adapt a Scandinavian 


attitude to your own personal Culsine 


® Scandinavia is so food-conscious, the food is so dreamy 
and so full of ideas to take back to brighten up your cookery 
at home that I’m naturally up on Cloud Nine every time 
we go. 

The first time I went, though, I was in for a big surprise. 
I was prepared to go overboard on the smorgasbord, think- 
ing that everyone over there lived on a steady diet of smoked 
eel, herring salad, hot meat balls, and the other gorgeous 
items of delicatessen you find weighing down smorgasbord 
tables in American restaurants. 

I discovered instead that Scandinavian cooking is really 
about as cosmopolitan a cuisine as you can sample anywhere 
in the world. Sure, it has its own unique flavors and tradi- 
tions—herring, sour cream, boiled potatoes, and dill run 
through their menus like a theme song, and all four coun- 
tries have national specialties. But for the most part the 
food you eat in Scandinavian homes is worldly, strongly 
influenced by France, Germany, and England, with some 
Americanisms creeping into it via the home freezer and the 
ready-mix. One of the most popular newspaper columns in 
Stockholm has to do with foreign foods, and the gals over 


there can get as excited as you can over a new recipe for 


a curry or a paella. But since they’ve been trained from 
childhood in the principles of cooking and are seasoned 
judges of food, both in the raw and in the pot, they seem 
to be able to merge the outside influences with the tradi- 
tional ones to produce a kind of cookery that has a distinc- 


tive personality of its own. 


The smorgasbord is a Swedish tradition, a lavishly pre-

sented buffet of separate dishes that run through the cook- 
book from cold smoked fish to hot meats and desserts—five 
courses, garnished to the nines and all set out at once. 
The Finns, Norwegians, and Danes have their equivalents 
because all these countries share similar tastes. Sad to say, 
the traditional, full-fledged smorgasbord is getting rarer 
and rarer, for it runs into money, besides taking days of 
preparation. But for a big cocktail party or a buffet supper, 
you can't beat the concept of a smorgasbord. Even if the 
smorgasbord menu I’m about to suggest isn’t authentic down 
to the last chopped anchovy, you can still beguile your 
guests with its foreign accent, adapting the unique Nordic 
flavors and food combinations and spiking up the menu with 
some of the honest-to goodness Scandinavian foods that 
come in tins and jars.

@ Your dinner companion catches your eye, raises 
his glass, says “Skaal!” and, looking in your eyes, 
drinks. Then, still holding up his glass, he bows to 
you slightly before replacing it on the table. Mean- 
time, you reciprocate the toast simuitaneously. 
This is the mannerly and traditional skaal cere- 
mony (pronounced “skole’) which all four Scandi- 
navian countries. preserve. There’s an unexpected 
punctilio about this which invariably delights a 
stranger, particularly an American stranger who can 
hardly believe that there are people in this busy world 
who will take time out to salute each other formally. 
For no matter how gaily a skaal is offered, it is 
tinged with ‘seriousness. It’s a token of the dignity 


of human friendship. And it is not too much to say 
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that it is typical of the civilized concern for humanity 
that underlies most of what is Scandinavian, the 
very thing that strikes so sympathetic a note with 
Americans. 

Scandinavians seem to recognize that the disci- 
plines of courtesy oil the wheels of human relations, 
so they live by rather elaborate codes of etiquette. 
But their general good-humored good sense saves 
them from stufliness. 

The skaal ceremony, for instance, is fraught with 
polite nuances. If you are invited to a meal, you do 
not eat or drink until the host rises, glass in hand, 
makes a speech of welcome to his table, and skaals the 
company. During the meal the gentlemen skaal the

behind the design scenes. You can 
talk to designers, potters, cabinet- 
makers, silversmiths, glassblowers. 
(You really can, too, for almost 
everyone speaks English.) And, 
best of all, here’s how you can ac- 
quire home furnishings of major 
importance you might not be able 
to duplicate at home, and certainly 
not at Scandinavian prices. (See 
page 121 for information on cus- 
toms duties, shipping, etc.) 

This unique fiesta, evidence of 
the Nordic public’s attentiveness to 
the things they live with, is spon- 
sored by the arts and crafts soci- 
eties of each country. The purpose 
of these powerful groups is to fur- 
ther good design for everyday livy- 
ing both among independent crafts- 
men and in industry. And to give 
you some idea of the deep-rooted 
nature of their influence on popu- 
lar taste, the first of these societies 
was founded in Sweden in 1845, 
the others eventually following suit. 

For the record, their names are: 
National Association of Danish 
Arts and Crafts (Landsforeningen 
Dansk Kunsthaandvaerk), Palae- 
gade 4, Copenhagen; Industrial Art 
Society of Finland (Suomen Tai- 
deteollisuusyhdistys ) ,Temppelikatu 
15A, Helsinki; National Society of 
Norwegian Arts and Crafts and In- 
dustrial Design (Landsforeningen 
Norsk Brukskunst), Wegelands- 
veien 17, Oslo; Swedish Society of 
Industria] Design (Svenska Slojd- 
joreningen). Nybrogatan 7, Stock- 
holm. 

Each of these countries also 
maintains societies that foster 
handcrafts in the home and have 
shops not to be missed by anyone 
interested in fabrics, rugs, embroi- 
dery, and knitting. They are the 
Danish Handicrafts Guild (Sels- 
kabet til Haandarbejdts Fremme) ; 
Friends of Finnish Handicraft 
(Suomen Kasityon Ystavat) ; Nor- 
wegian Home Arts and Crafts As- 
sociation (Den Norske Husflidsfor- 
ening) ; Swedish Handicraft Indus- 
tries Association 
bundet). 

To savor such a trip to the full- 
est, House BEAUTIFUL suggests a 
25-day Design Cavalcade itinerary 
through Norway, Sweden, Finland, 
and Denmark. Since our editors 
have been virtually commuting to 


(Hemslojdsfor- 


Scandinavia for ten years and have 
been on hand for three Cavalcades, 
it is based on experiences we found 
particularly rewarding. We present 
it with days and dates synchronized 
with this year’s Cavalcade, but you 
can transpose or improvise as you 
will. It’s also elastic enough to 
serve as a guide for spring and 


summer travel. We are indebted to 
the Scandinavian Travel Commis- 
sion for helping us whip it up into 
practical shape. You can let your 
travel agent take it from here or 
you can follow it free lance. In any 
case, we urge you to reserve trans- 
portation and hotels immediately. 

We assume your presence in Ber- 
gen, Norway, on August 25, just as 
the Cavalcade starts in that coun- 
try. (Norwegian Cavalcade exhibits 
continue through Sept. 30.) You 
might leave New York via the Nor- 
wegian America Line’s M. S. “Oslo- 
fjord” on August 18, or by Sean- 
dinavian Airlines flights from New 
York to Bergen on August 24. Ice- 
landic Airlines flights could also 
be worked into this time table. 
(The Swedish American Jine’s 
M. S. “Stockholm” Viking Lane 
Cruise, leaving New York on Au- 
gust 26, will take its passengers 
to the Edinburgh Festiva] and then 
on for a sampling of the Design 
Cavalcade in Denmark, Norway, 
and Sweden.) 

For the return our schedule sug- 
gests the Norwegian America 
Line’s M. S. “Bergensfjord” legav- 
ing Copenhagen on September 20, 
or the Swedish American Line’s 
M. S. “Kungsholm” leaving Goth- 
enburg on September 21, or SAS 
and Icelandic flights from Copen- 
hagen on or about the 21st. 
August 25, 26. The seaport of 
Bergen, one of Norway’s oldest, 
prettiest, and busiest towns is a 
good first taste of Nordic tradition. 
You might make an evening tour 
to the ancient town of Fana, a 
morning and an afternoon car or 
bus trip to Edvard Grieg’s home 
in Troldhaugen and the curiously 
oriental 12th-century Fantoft stave 
church. Be sure to visit Bergen’s 
Art-Handicraft Museum of West 
Norway and the Husfliden shop of 
the Association of Home Arts and 
Crafts. See Theodore Olsen’s silver 
shop. Brandt’s is a good shop for 
Norway’s excellent furs. Have 
lunch at the restaurant on Mt. 
Floyen to view the rugged gran- 
deur of the landscape which sur- 
rounds the town and explains a 
lot about the Norwegian tempera- 
ment. Good hotels in Bergen are 
Orion, Norge, Bristol, Rosenkrantz, 
Neptun. 

August 27. Give yourself over to 
a three-day tour through speech- 
less-making scenery, driving by bus 
or car to Norheimsund on_ the 
Hardangerfjord. Lunch here, then 
go along the fjord to the resort of 
Ulvik, for a night at Brakanes 
Hotel. 

August 28. After a Norwegian 
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breakfast (everything from herring 
through ham and eggs to cheese) 
drive on to Voss to see some fine 
old Norwegian architecture, then 
down to Gudvangen on the Sogne- 
fjord. From here cruise through 
the fjord to Flaam. Stay overnight 
at the Fretheim Hotel. 

August 29. Via the famous Flaam 
Railway, climb 3000 feet up the 
mountain to Myrdal and the Ber- 
gen Railway train to Oslo—8 more 
hours of the most breathtaking 
scenery you've ever seen. 

Aug. 30, 31, Sept. 1. In Oslo, 
once you're settled in your hotel 
(Grand, Continental, Bristol, and 
Viking are good), let everything 
else wait until you’ve been out to 
Bigdoy to see the 
Gokstad and Oseberg Viking 
ships in the museum that’s been 
built to “fit” them. Don’t miss the 
open-air Folk Museum here, a col- 
lection of 150 antique houses as- 
sembled to show you how earlier 
Norway lived (with built-in beds, 
folding tables and other woodwork-

For an idea of Norway’s intense 
interest in pure art, see the Na- 
tional Gallery. Be sure to visit the 
Museum of Applied Art and the

a special Cavalcade exhibit of lat- 
est arts and crafts is shown. 

To see the best and shop, go to 
The Forum, Rosenkrantzgaie 7, a 
permanent sales exhibit of the Oslo 
Trades and Industry Association; 
Norway Designs, Startinsgate 28, 
for home furnishings: the silver

All Scandinavians are herring- 
happy, and don't say you don’t like 
herring until you've tried it in one 
of their delish sauces—dill, mus- 
tard, tomato, or wine. They also 
share a common genius for making 
boiled codfish and potatoes a de- 
lightful meal. Sour cream and dill 
are favorite flavors. If you read a 
Scandinavian recipe calling for 
pepper, be sure to use white pep- 
per, for that is their pet. And it 
is a definite flavor. Ginger, allspice, 
mustard, caraway seeds, paprika, 
fresh horseradish, curry, tarragon, 
and bay leaves are their main sea- 
soners. 

Almonds are in everything from 
meat to fruit. And when they 
thicken a sauce, they use potato 
flour. It makes a glisteny sauce 
with no lumps, no fuss, and very 
little cooking. I use Scandia pure 
potato starch flour, produced by 
Scandia Finer Foods Co., San Fran- 
cisco.

the total output of his designs is 
almost meager. But there is a con- 
sistent excellence in what he does 
produce. For just as in his con- 
versation he speaks only when he 
has something meaningful to say, 
he releases a design only when he 
feels that it is needed and when 
he has brought it as close to per- 
fection as his best efforts may make 
possible. 

That much abused word, integ- 
rity, applies aptly to this man, and 
his furniture reflects the personal 
values he seems to live by.

If his suc- 
cess has done anything, it seems 
to have made him more aware than 
ever of his responsibility as a de- — 
signer in the tradition of his late 
mentor, the great designer Kaare 


Klint. 


Revolt against imitation

@ That there is a vast difference between indoor and outdoor 
scale most terraces unhappily prove. A 15 by 20-foot area that 
would seem ample indoors can seem small and cramped out- 
doors, where the vast scale of trees and sky must be reck- 
oned with. These are facts that the landscape architect knows 
from experience. You'll notice that where space permits he will 
always design terraces on a grand scale. If you are designing 
your own, an excellent rule of thumb is to imagine the size of 
the largest living room you could possibly want, and then 
double it. This way you'll get the kind of space that you can 
really use and enjoy. 

Almost all of the garden we show here is used for terraces 
and has become useful space for outdoor living. Maintenance 
is thereby kept to a minimum. And, of course, there’s plenty 
of room for occasional large gatherings. To avoid monotony 
different levels have been used—the upper for sun and view, 
the lower for shade and seclusion. Variety is gained by the 
contrasting pavings of brick and concrete, built-in seats, walls

in water. A deep-growing mulch 
of straw, leaves, sawdust or other 
material is a great boon in a dry 
climate. By storing rains with such 
materials in my garden near New 
York City I have managed. in for- 
tunate years, to keep the place in 
production all season without wa- 
tering at all. 

There are liabilities in watering 
too much or too soon. The nutri- 
ents in the soil, artificial and nat- 
soluble in water, of 


ural, are 


course; the plant’s roots absorb 
their nourishment almost entirely 
in the form of a thin chemical 
soup. Hence, water flowing through 
the earth leaches them down into 
the subsoil and away. True, most 
of them dissolve only slowly; com- 
mercial fertilizers are so stabilized 
that they remain over weeks and 
months, but ultimately they feed 
plants or wash away. 

A soil can become waterlogged 
and stagnant. When it does. the 
plants rooted in it soon stop grow- 
ing. For land plants, unlike true 
water plants, need oxygen around 
their roots—so gardens need good 
drainage and flower pots must have 
holes in the bottom. 


Water must flow 

As long as water flows through 
the earth all is well, for flowing 
water contains oxygen, not in air 
bubbles only, but also in solution. 
Then the skies pour on rain. The 
earth becomes bogged, and _ the 
ground water ceases to flow. Its 
oxygen feeds away, and the water 
in the soil becomes stagnant. After 
a day or two the plants can feed 
no more. Eventually, if conditions 
do not improve, they starve to 
death in the midst of plenty. Re- 
member this: a wet spring has dan- 
gers, for, when it does not kill, it 
retards root growth. Everything ap- 
stand still, 
about what happens. If, now, there 


pears to and this is 
comes a summer drought. the dam- 
age may be quick and wholesale. 
This is one event in which it is 
necessary to be fast with the water- 
ing hose, but first let the plants 
show you their need by wilting. 
Even a dry spring, in our cli- 
mate, is better than a wet one. A 
spring a trifle on the dry side, with 
rains well spaced, is best. In such 
a season roots will grow incredibly. 
A mere carret in deep soil will 
send its roots down seven feet. A 
perennial in such a season grew a 
root system which, counting every 
hair, totaled 100 miles. These roots 
are down where the damp is stored. 
and summer drought can do little 
harm to herbage with such roots. 
Hence. the transcendent rule in 
watering is this: Never sprinkle 
your lawn, garden, or flower bed.

fit of a good jury system, which 
judges and criticizes their work for 
sale or for exhibitions. Juries are 
experienced, carefully chosen, seri- 
ous people, broadly versed in sub- 
jects they are judging, often crafts- 
men in their own right. Juries are 
not “loaded,” as so often happens 
here in America. 

Artists and designers in Scandi- 
navia work in a very favorable 
social climate. They have the stim- 
ulus (and honor) of important ex- 
hibitions, occurring at home and 
abroad. Exhibitions are taken far 
more seriously in Scandinavia than 
in the United States. ‘They have an 
alive, alert, critical lay audience, 
who will scrimp and save to own 
a piece by the artist they admire. 
Thus they have an unearned in- 
crement of honor, quite different 
from the celebrity-ism of the pub- 
licized name-designer in the United 
States. (In the U. S., being a celeb- 
rity does not mean that people 
honor you; they merely know your 
name and the subject you are asso- 
ciated with. Here, being a “big- 
name” designer does not imply 
that people choose or discriminate 
between you and your opposite 
number in your craft, trade, or pro- 
fession.) In Scandinavia, the name- 
designers have critical, discriminat- 
ing lay followers who can say that 
a designer’s work last year was 
better than his work this year. This 
has a most salutary effect. 

Scandinavian designing has not 
lost contact with its human appli- 
cation as it has tended to do in 
America. When that happens, it 
becomes “design for the sake of 
design.” In Scandinavia they are 


not designing in a vacuum—or 


solely for a professional audience. 


Time stimulates design 


Industry in Scandinavia knows 
the value of pure creativity, as 
opposed to commercial creativity. 


Consequently many of the big cor- - 


porations “keep” a stable of artists, 
literally, for the inspiration they 
may give—now or later. They do 
not mind if artists are ten years 
ahead of their time or if the things

e The difference in the height of 
two mountains can best be judged 
by viewing them from a distance. 
The difference in the depth of two 
compositions can best be judged 
by viewing them close up. The 
greater works of Beethoven afford 
a double experience: pleasure on 
first acquaintance, perhaps even 
love at first sound, but true appre- 
ciation of their quality can be 
acquired only when acquaintance 
has grown into such intimacy that 
one knows the music by heart.

thoven’s later Piano Concertos, 
such as the Fourth, to the First, the 
more one marvels at the creative 
miracle that brought forth the dif- 
ference in as short a period as four 
to five years. That is all the time 
which elapsed between the First 
and the Fourth. Never, of course, 
shall we know fully what happened 
to Beethoven’s mind in this period. 
Only a few external facts exist. We 
can guess that his growing deaf-

inward. Forced to renounce all 
ambition as a concert artist, he 
slanted his music less toward the 
virtuoso. We know, as well, that 
Beethoven underwent a severe men- 
tal crisis from which he emerged in 
an astonishing burst of creativity 
such as he was not again to repeat. 
At about that time, around 1805, 
Beethoven was engaged not only 
in composing the Fourth Piano 
Concerto but was also working on 
the score of Fidelio, the Fourth 
Symphony, Rasoumowsky quartets, 
and “Appassionata” Sonata. 

Yet there is nothing patently 
“revolutionary” about this Fourth 
Piano Concerto. It is not new for 
the sake of novelty; it is both 
new and old, using the familiar to 
say the unfamiliar, which is per- 
haps the characteristic of a truly 
revolutionary work of art. It marks, 
as Rubinstein said, “a turn to a 
new world of expressiveness.” 

Holding fast to the essential 
concerto principle the Fourth rep- 
resents a new kind of marriage be- 
tween the soloist and the orchestra. 
These two become truly as one: the 
give and take between them be- 
comes so interwoven that the seams 
are no longer visible. Now Bee- 
thoven thought of solo voices and 
ensemble as one, as he did in the 





Violin Concerto, which was to fol- 
low shortly but which even then’ 
must have been in his mind. There 
are innovations in the music which 
grow out of this new intimacy. 
Blocks, sections, episodes tend to 
disappear. Transitions become more 
gradual. The effect is a continuous 
design which results in sustained 
stimulation of our emotion. After 
listening we may not know pre- 
cisely what has happened, but we 
do know that something important 
and satisfying has happened. 

There is one novel touch in this 
music. At the beginning, instead of 
setting the stage for the soloist as 
was the custom in the classical con- 
certo, the piano alone voices the 
theme. The chief actor speaks first 
—we can imagine the astonishment 
of the first audiences on hearing the 
piano without preparation. The or- 
chestra then enters and restates 
the first theme. This orchestra is 
a small one. Trumpets or drums are 
not used in the first movement. — 
The development of the first theme 
by the orchestra is short and mod- 
est, and soon guides us to a second 
theme. Both themes are of such 
beauty that they could make a 
believer out of an atheist.

trouble with this concerto is fur- 
ther indicated by the fact that he 
not only wrote an explicit cadenza 
for the first movement but that he 
instructed the soloist to make no 
pause between the second and the 
third movements—again an innovya- 
tion. Perhaps he feared that ap- 
plause at this particular moment 
would disrupt the beatific mood so 
carefully created in the second 
movement. 

We have said that Beethoven re- 
nounced his career as a perform- 
ing artist. Yet we know that he 
performed the Fourth Concerto 
himself during one of the increas- 
ingly rare intervals when he could 
hear. The performance took place 
late in 1808. From a contemporary 
account of that program we are 
told that Beethoven played im- 
pulsively and “in the fastest pos- 
sible tempi.” Reading between the 
lines we may guess that Beethoven 
did not play too well. Immediately 
after the concert Beethoven asked 
a friend, Ries, to play the concerto 
for a subsequent occasion, giving 
him only five days in which to

The glazed gable of the bedroom wing lets in the 
full splendor of summer, The window shapes are 
modern, but so carefully proportioned that they 
fit into the unobtrusively traditional lines of house. 











@ At first glance this house may appear to 
be traditional, but actually it is much less 
so than many houses that are labeled 
modern and rigidly adhere to ready-made 
formulas. 

If it appears traditional, it is because 
it was shaped by the enduring values of all 
good residential architecture. It is fitted 
to its particular site and to its climate. 
The unpretentious design comes directly 
from an unforced solution to the problem. 
It has the sure quality of being unaffect- 
edly homelike. 

For the architect. George W. W. Brew- 
ster, the chief problem in building on top 
of the hill was to secure full advantage of 
the panorama. The site had been chosen by 
the owners. Mr. and Mrs. Clarence J. Mor- 
row. because it was their favorite view- 
watching spot. From this hil!top near Lun- 
enbure on the southern coast of Nova 
Scotia, you can see far out over the many 


islands in the bay. (Please turn the page) 





The spectacular view from this hilltop on the southern coast 
of Nova Seotia led the owners, Mr. and Mrs, Clarence J. 
Morrow, to select it as the site for their house. The simple, 
understated architecture fits naturally into this setting. It has 
true style, derived not from rigid adherence to a ready-made 
formula, but from a direct approach to the problem at hand. 


The detached garden building in the foreground has, in addi- 
tion to storage space, a greenhouse for flower growing and 
a sereened porch with a fireplace for barbecues. The owners 
plan to build a swimming pool nearby for added summer fun. 











A black slate fireplace island with identical copper hoods on 
each side separates the living and dining areas and opens 
through to both. This long room is like a colonnaded perch, 
closed to the entrance court but open to the panorama of the 
bay. The very heavy mullions, in addition to framing the view, 
act as vertical elements to oppose and _ stabilize the extreme 
horizontality of the landscape. They also give a greater feeling of 
security and shelter to the occupants who might otherwise feel 
unprotected living in a location so open to the elements. 





To see how important architecture is to landscape beauty, cover the 


left half of the above picture and view it without any foreground 
“framing” element. Compare this with the various interior views 
from the house shown on this page and see how the structure of 
the openings, the planes of the ceiling and floor (even the fur- 
niture) serve to focus your attention upon the surrounding land- 
seape, making you more aware of it and adding significance to it.

Architecture can be a frame to give 
added depth and meaning 


to the beauty of the landscape 


Before starting the house, Brewster visited 
the site and studied the region. But except 
for the simple fishermen’s shacks built of 
wood with clapboard walls and shingle 
roofs, no local architecture suggested a 
point of departure or a direction to follow 
in the design. The most important con- 
sideration was to take advantage of the 
truly magnificent view without letting it 
overpower or dominate the interior of the 
house. 

If you study the various photographs of 
the interior shown on these pages, you can 
see how well the problem was solved. The 
Morrows, instead of being exposed to the 
view, are presented with it in a delightful 
series of framed vistas. 

No attempt was made to have all of the 
view visible from any one particular room, 
although each of the rooms has its share. 
For better appreciation it is savored in 
smaller portions instead of being swallowed 
whole in one gulp. 

The architecture, in addition, stresses 
strong verticals, using the heavy mullions 
of the windows visually to stabilize the 
insistent horizontal direction of the land- 
scape. This sense of visual stability is 


' most important, since it gives a feeling of

Located off the entrance hall, the pleasant study is used both as an 
office and as an intimate sitting room. Through its large floor-to-ceiling 
windows you can look out toward the seacoast town of Lunenburg. The 
handsome diagonal walnut paneling is mitered over the slate fireplace. 
Walnut is also used for the double doors that close off the bar equipment. 


Glazed doors and large windows open two sides of the master bedroom to 
the magnificent view. Doors open to area planned for a future swimming 
pool. Notice how the ventilating sashes are placed low on the windows so 
that they don’t obstruct vision. They are hinged at the bottom to tilt 
in and deflect the air, thereby reducing drafts and keeping out rain. 
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A corner of the entrance courtyard is paved with flagstones 
in an irregular shape that contrasts effectively with the 
precise architecture of the house. See how the front door is 
earefully positioned in the almost severe windowless wall.

You aren’t conscious of style (in the 
sense of outworn labels like modern and 
traditional) when you look at this house. 
Quiet, restful, and unassuming, the plan is 
a reflection of the requirements and inter- 
ests of the owners. Since the more favored 
views are to the south and to the east, the 
three main elements are grouped by the 
architect with studied casualness to form 
the south and east sides of the entrance 
court. Each element serves a different func- 
tion: bedrooms and_ study, living-dining, 
service. 

Except for the entrances, the house is 
closed and windowless on the courtyard 
side. This shuts out a view of parked cars 
and also shields the house from northwest- 
ern winds in winter.

The simplicity and straight-forwardness 
of its design, the choice of materials, and 
the manner in which they are used, makes 
this a house that is pleasant to live in and 
one that is also easily maintained. 

li contains the best in mechanical equip- 
ment, but one is never aware of it. Even 
ihe kitchen manages to remain more do- 
mestic than mechanical in character. The 
mechanics of the house are played down in 
favor of its qualities as an environment in 
which to live. It has its own pump and 
water system because of its isolated posi- 
lion. In the garden house is a stand-by 
power plant ready for use in emergencies 
such as breaks in the local distribution 
system or power failures. 

In the same manner that its mechanics 
are understated, this house has an element 
ol reticence about its design which is some- 
what dece plive. It looks so simple and easy

preserved the patina of time. Its simple form and 
flavor was kept by making all changes and additions 
in a style that harmonizes with the original construc- 
tion, and by using old and weathered materials 
wherever it was possible. 

The barn loft on the upper level, now used for the 
living room and the bedrooms, is essentially the same 
big space that it always was. It has been made livable 
by finishing the interior, adding doors and windows. 
and opening the walls next to the terrace. 

The lower level, where you usually enter, has also 
been changed very little. The rough stone walls were 
left exposed and the space has been kept intact, except 
for its general separation, by a four-sided stone fire- 
place, into sitting and dining-cooking areas. 

In contrast to the barn-like character of the build- 
ing itself, the interior has been furnished with a 
comfortable luxury that the spare and weather-beaten 
exterior has not prepared you to expect. And although

out of place (they were carefully selected for textures, 
colors, and forms in harmony with the old barn), they 
do give an entirely un-barnlike atmosphere to the in- 
terior. Their selection was guided by an entirely dif- 
ferent concept from that generally associated with 
living in a barn. 

The secret of success in this venture is the ability 
to see with a fresh eye. This did not mean discarding 
the old in favor of the new, simply for its own sake, 
but rather developing a contemporary feeling in keep- 


ing with the original simplicity. 





Unlike the great, spacious living room up- 
stairs, the sitting room on the lower level, 
is low-ceilinged and intimate.

@ Why does the deck shown in the drawings 
above cost $1.400 less than a paved terrace 
of the same size and on the same slope? 
(Slope is 6 feet in 20.) The major factor is 
the cost of the retaining wall, estimated at 
$2.800. more than the entire cost of the deck. 
As the site becomes steeper, the cost of 
the retaining wall and fill to make a ter- 
race increases enormously. But to build a 
deck, the only extra cost (relatively small) 
is for higher and stronger underpinnings. 
There is almost no hillside too steep for a 
deck. By contrast, if the slope were very 
slight, a paved terrace might cost less than 
a deck.

Make-them-yourself infusions 
of herbs, peels, or spices in vodka

® Here is an idea that is blazing new to America, if not 
the world. The infusion in vodka of herbs (fresh or dried), 
spices, or fruit peels to use in drinks and as flavorings. 
Delightful to see, whiff, and taste, they are conversation 
pieces for your kitchen, bar, or dining room. 

In Russia and Poland blades of buffalo grass are tradi- 
tionally placed in vodka to impart a delicate sweet-as-hay 
perfume and a tint like sunlight captured under glass. 
Pepper was often added to the spirits, served with caviar. 
In the great households of Imperial days each family had 
its specially flavored vodinka, often gold or silver flecked. 
(Vodka means “little water” in Russian; vodinka is an even 
more affectionate diminutive. ) 

For some time HousE BEAUTIFUL’s editors have been ex- 
perimenting. A few months ago we were able to enlist the 
poetic imagination and the technical skill of one of the 
country’s most eminent oenologists, Dr. Frank Gallizio, con- 
sulting chemist to Heublein, makers of Smirnoff vodka. 

In his laboratories and in our own kitchens, more than 


50 different ingredients were sampled. We have chosen 


21 of the best—the most usable, the loveliest in color 
and pattern, the most appealing in flavor and aroma. Not 
all ingredients are equally successful. One must be care- 
ful not to use too much of anything, just enough to impart 
a subtle bouquet and a delicate shade. The leaves, branches.

@ In early August when there’s not much in bloom and 


you see the vibrant color of a big clematis in full dis- 


play, it is easy to understand their reputation as a 

summer flower. But to think of them only as one-season 

plants is to sell them short and deny yourself some 

delightful flowering vines in spring and fall. They 
| bloom, according to variety, from May until October 
| and come in a surprising range of colors. (On page 
111 we list some of the best for each season. ) 

Some of them are so large and colorful, with the 
fragile beauty of hothouse blooms, that they look 
hard to grow. Nothing could be further from the truth. 
They have the persistence of the buttercup (to which 
they are related), are tough and dependable, and, with 
a winter mulch, will thrive in our coldest gardens. 

Flowers, of course, are not all that clematis has to 
offer. The attractive foliage retains its fresh green color 
through the hottest part of summer. 

The vines can be planted in fall or spring. Fall 
planting is successful even in New England where it 
often is not for other plants. And fall planting has 
the advantage of promising some bloom the following 
summer whereas spring planting means waiting a full 
year in most parts of the country. 

Success with clematis starts before planting and 
continues with periodic but light care every year. A 
formula was written out for me years ago by someone 
who seemed to have a magic touch for growing them.

The Big News in Slipcovers 





Would you believe that a slipcover could look so 
much like upholstery? This cover is held by Velcro 
tape sewed to bottom edge. It grips tape stapled to 
chair frame. Bancare-finished cotton by Everfast.

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@ A remarkable new “touch-closing’”’ nylon’ 
tape now gives slipcovers smooth, 
metal-less closures and helps anchor them 
in place so they won't slip or sag. 

@ New drip-dry, stain- and crease-resistant 
fabrics keep them looking well groomed 


longer and make them easy to clean. 


@ At long last, here they are—trim, non-slipping, 
non-sagging slipcovers that fit with the snugness of 
upholstery yet are easy to manage and easy to clean. 

The materials that make this possible are drip-dry, 
soil- and wrinkle-resistant cotton fabrics used in con- 


junction with an astonishing new fastening device 


called Velcro. This fastener consists solely of two flat 


and flexible nylon tapes which adhere to each other 
when pressed together—a performance hard to believe 
until you see it with your own eyes. (We show details 
on page 83.) Since the tape is buttonless, metal-less, 
snagless, and can easily be sewed on each side of a 
slipcover opening, closures are trim and flat. Tape 
never puckers, goes smoothly over curves and can be 
cut or mitered at corners. You can also simplify up- 
keep by making the skirt of a slipcover detachable, 
applied to the slipcover proper by Velcro. When the 
skirt is soiled by heel marks, peel it off and wash it. 
Hang it to drip-dry with the pleats hanging down, then 
finger-press the skirt back on the cover. No ironing is 
necessary, for the fabric irons itself. 

On page 83 see how the gripping power of Velcro 
makes sure slipcovers won't skid out of shape. Small 
strips of tape in strategic places, one hand-sewed to 
the upholstery, the other stitched to the underseam of 
the slipcover, create a slipless anchorage. 

Sounds wonderful, doesn’t it? But bear in mind that 
perfect cutting and fitting of a slipcover are of course 
as important as ever. So is the choice of fabric, which, 
like these many-virtued drip-dries, must have firmness, 


tensile strength, and ability to retain its freshness. 
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A new fabric, a new fastener, and some new ideas 
combine successfully in this neatly fitted slipcover. 
The sticks-to-itself Velcro tape fastener (the edging 
strip below and right) holds the skirt on, lets it 
come off easily to be washed, drip-dried. Wide open- 
ings of back and cushion make putiing-on simple 
but precise. For non-slip fitting, points that may sag 
are anchored to chair with tape. (Turn page for 
details on how this is done.) Fabric, *‘Pam-Pam” 
by Everfast, of Everglaze ““Bancare” cotton. Table 
from Kean Associates; basket from  Bonniers.

Velcro fasteners stick together and peel apart al- 
most like adhesive tape, yet they are pure nylon fab- 
ric. Soft, supple, easy to sew, they are naturals 
for slipcoyer closures, but other uses are endless. 





What is this thing called Velcro? 


George de Mestral, the inventor of this hard-to-be- 
lieve, touch-and-close fastening device, was inspired 
by the tenacity of the burdock burr. It’s a simple 
system of two strips of woven Dupont nylon tape, 
one rather rough-surfaced with a myriad of minute 
hooks of stiff nylon yarn, the other a_ velvet-like 
texture into which the hooks mesh. (See the tapes 
magnified above.) These soft, flexible tapes solve 
any problem involving fabric closure or anchorage, 
ean be washed or dry-cleaned without losing their 
effectiveness. Tapes should be kept closed in wash- 
ing to prevent clogging by lint. They can be sewed, 
stapled, or bonded to many surfaces, but should al- 
ways be sewed on preshrunk fabrics, for Velcro 
doesn’t shrink and might therefore pucker in wash- 
ing. If ironed, the iron should not be hotter than 
250°. It comes in 12 colors in widths from %%” to 2”, 
the greater the width, the greater the strength of the 
closure. Fasteners from Velero Sales Corp. Inc. 






Color marks spots where slipcover may | 
sag. For a sure anchorage, sew 3” Velcro 
strips on upholstery at these points, and 
matching tape on underside of slipcovers. 
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To make an armless chair look up- 
holstered, put hooked Velcro tape 
\ at top and base of back. Matching 
velvety tapes on slipcover latch 
on. Bottom tabs fold to grip Vel- 
cro piece tacked under seat frame.

Slipcover pictured above exhibits two of the commonest causes 
of the unkempt look—slipcover corners that have slipped out 
of tine with their cushion, and box pleats that have ballooned 
out.of shape. Diagram at top shows how you can keep a cushion 


cover on the beam by placing corresponding strips of Velcro 
on sofa corners and on the underside of the slipcover. Diagram 
directly above shows how to keep box pleats organized: vel- 
vet-faced Velcro strips sewed under each pleat adhere to a 
single hooked strip sewed on the fabric between the pleats.

@ How do these differ from hundreds of other outdoor bar- 
becue grills? Check their common characteristics, and you'll 
learn the qualifications for a broiler grill on which meat can 
be cooked to taste its best—and be best for you. 

Their most important distinction is a design that prevents 
fat from falling into the fire to flame up and burn. It is burn- 
ing fat that coats meat with a greasy, sooty smoke that not 
only has an acrid tar-like flavor, but is suspected of contain- 
ing cancer-producing hydrocarbons. This subject was dis- 
cussed in detail from a medical and gastronomical viewpoint 
in a House BEAUTIFUL article, “The Last Word on Meat 
Cooking” (August, 1958).

dren can’t enter into. Naturally 
when the small ones start a cake or 
a painting, we help them. When 
their attention lags, we finish the 
project. But lately with the bigger 
boys, we’ve started to learn from 
them.

Then when we see what they’ve 
made, we feel genuinely rewarded 
for having launched them with what 
little we know.” 

When it comes to extra-curricu- 
lar pursuits, grandparents can en- 
rich and augment children’s cul- 
tural diets far beyond the limits of 
youngish parents. In many families 
the children are far more open- 
minded about their grandparents’ 
taste than that of their own parents.

In the last analysis, if you ask 
the grandchildren why they really 
like their favorite grandparents, 
they will tell you “It’s because 
grandparents are so much fun.” 
And that’s quite true. Grandpa 
Gates was born with a twinkle in 
his eye and a talent for pranks. 
Having four fellow conspirators 
has only served to sharpen his wit 
and outdo his past record. 

In the course of an ordinary day 
he’s apt to put on a half-dozen 
different hats.

Mounting equipment is simple. 
You will need a shallow pan. An 
1i” x 16” aluminum jelly-roll pan 
is fine for moderate-size mountings, 
a hotel-size pan for larger com- 
positions.

Have a number of pieces of the 
least expensive grade of glass cut 
to fit the bottom of the pan.

Wormwood 
is the essential flavoring of absinthe 
and all the vermouths as well as 
Pernod, even the pastiches of the 
south of France contain this de- 
lightful flavoring. Any of the popu- 
lar wormwoods that grow in herb 
gardens may be used to make this 
infusion, but Dr. Gallizio suggests 
that the type called absinthium 
pontica is most appropriate. Select 
dried or fresh wormwood—small 
twigs complete with leaves and 
flowers. A branch 5 or 6 inches 
long is sufficient to flavor a fifth of 
vodka. “A single day of immer- 
sion,’ to quote Dr. Gallizio, “‘is 
sufficient to produce an evanescent 
bouquet and a pleasing green color. 

This absinthe-like vodka may be 
used in any of the classic vodka 
drinks except perhaps the Bloody | 
Mary, but it is particularly good 
served by itself on the rocks with 
only a slice of orange. 

Fines herbes vodka is made by 
adding a combination of fresh or 
dried herbs—1 spray of each herb 
or 1 teaspoon of dried herb: tar- 
ragon, chervil, chives, etc. Use this 
in Bloody Marys, Bullshots, or in 
salad dressings, soups, sauces, or 
omelets. 

Borage vodka is used in Pimm’s 
Cups, spritzers, wine cups, or 
Bloody Marys. Make it by adding 
a few fresh or dried sprays of 
borage with flowers. 

These vodka infusions will keep 
for many weeks, although the fresh 
herbs and peels will gradually lose 
their color. The color of the vodka, 
however, will intensify with time. 

Perhaps the most startling and 
talk-provoking of all vodinkas is 
made by adding half a dozen black 
peppercorns (Java, Telicherry, or 
the Pili Pili of Africa) to a fifth 
of vodka along with a piece of gold 
or silver leaf about three inches 
square. 

Add a single leaf of gold or 
silver to a fifth of vodka and shake 
to break it into glittering bits. Al- 
ways shake the bottle again before 
serving for the gold and 
sink prosaically to the bottom when 


silver 


it settles. The Russians serve it in 


tiny glasses—fiercely cold—with 


caviar, of course!

Why vinyl is so perfect for floors 


Vinyl—like nylon—is a modern man-made substance. Its 
qualities make it ideal for floors. Vinyl is beautifully smooth, 
extremely tough, and isn’t harmed by grease, cleansers, per- 
fumes and other things that get spilled around the home. The 
Armstrong research people have pioneered new ways to use 
these and other traits of vinyl to make vinyl floors extraordi- 
narily practical and long wearing. 


New designs and colorings 


It’s the unique looks of expertly designed vinyi floors that are 
causing the biggest stir—stimulating exciting new decorating 
ideas. Vinyl has an intrinsic beauty all its own: a subtlety, a 
mellowness, a patina. Its mood can be bright and gay, or 
quiet and unobtrusive. Vinyl can be crystal-clear or, with a 
touch of coloring, translucent. Add more coloring, and it 
becomes opaque. The Armstrong designers use vinyl in these 
different forms—and sometimes with glittering metallic par- 
ticles, too—to give certain floors a real three-dimensional 
effect. It’s fascinating. 


What makes one vinyl floor different from another? 


One difference is in how the vinyl is used. Another is the extent 
to which it is mixed with other substances. Price depends on 
the same considerations. Pure vinyl is very costly, so the 
higher the vinyl content, the more expensive the floor. Some 
Armstrong Vinyl Floors are made almost completely of pure 
vinyl. Naturally, they’re the easiest to care for and the most 
luxurious looking. In some, the vinyl is mixed with other, less 
costly, materials to keep down price without too greatly 
compromising the decorative and practical advantages of 
vinyl. And sometimes a protective layer of vinyl is used to 
seal in the natural beauty of other non-vinyl materials such 
as cork. Armstrong makes every kind of vinyl floor. That’s 
why we can tell you all about the different kinds—and why 
we don’t have to play favorites. 


How much care do vinyl floors really need? 


All sorts of claims, such as “‘no scrubbing and no waxing,” 
have been made for vinyl floors and floor coverings. But, in 
our opinion, vinyl! floors do need occasional washing and wax- 
ing if you want them always to look their best. It’s true that 
good-quality vinyl floors are easy to care for. They need less 
frequent waxing instance. And when they are waxed, only 
a very thin co ‘eds to be applied.

Where to use vinyl floors 


Your selection of vinyl floors will depend a great deal on the 
subfloor and the kind of room. The subfloor is the surface 
(wood, concrete, plywood) over which your new floor will be 
installed. When the subfloor is in the basement, it’s below grade. 
When it’s downstairs in a basementless (or slab-construction) 
house, it’s on grade. And the subfloor is above grade if it’s upstairs 
or over a basement or crawl space. Armstrong vinyl tiles can 
be installed anywhere—upstairs or down. Until recently you 
couldn’t use sheet vinyl floors on grade or below grade. Now 
you can. Armstrong has developed a special backing, known 
as Hydrocord, for some styles of sheet vinyl Corlon, which 
makes them completely resistant to the alkaline moisture in 
concrete, on and below grade. As for the kind of room, only 
you can decide where you want to use vinyl floors. All 
Armstrong Vinyl Floors are perfect from both decorative and 
practical points of view for any room. 


Sheet vinyl floors or vinyl tile? 


Vinyl tile is preferred by do-it-yourselfers, because it’s easy to 
handle. It also makes an excellent floor when it’s installed by 
professional flooring craftsmen. When you consider a sheet 
vinyl floor, you’ll find that one of its biggest advantages is that 
it can be put down with a minimum of seams. Because joints 
and seams make work for the housewife by catching dust and 
dirt, it’s wise to avoid them if you can. 


Do-it-yourself or professional installation? 


Having the craftsman from your flooring store install your new 
floor gives you a number of advantages. First off, you’re sure 
of a professional result. What’s more, you can get custom 
effects that enhance the beauty of your floor and give your 
home a completely individual look. And the professional 
craftsman can join seams so skillfully they’re virtually invisible 
—with no place for dust to hide. On the other hand, there are 
vinyl floors in this Guide that are specially made for the easiest 
possible do-it-yourself job. 


Now—the matter of money 


Vinyl floors vary in price. Some are downright inexpensive— 
Armstrong Excelon Tile, for instance, installed by a do-it- 
yourselfer in a 10’ x 15’ area, would cost only about $40.00. 
Some are frankly expensive—Armstrong Opalesq Vinyl Tile 
in that same 10’ x 15’ area, installed by a professional crafts- 
man, might cost around $375.00.

What's the difference between a rug 


and a carpet? 


For convenience these two words are often used inter- 
changeably. Technically they haven’t the same meaning. 
A rug is a floor covering made in one piece, often with 
its own delineating border, and usually not intended 
to cover an entire floor area. 

A carpet is floor covering made in strips, intended 
to cover an entire floor and is often attached to the 
floor. Carpet is woven in widths from 27” to 18’, wide 
widths being known as broadloom. Strips can be 
seamed or taped together and thus cover great areas. 
A piece of carpet can, of course, be used as a rug. 

A room-size rug is one that comes to within a foot 
or so of the edge of a room, leaving a marginal strip 
of floor exposed. Nine by twelve is a common size, but 
there are standard sizes as large as 12’ x 15’. 

An area rug is one that does not cover the entire 
floor but is usually used to define an area of a room 
according to its function. Most frequently an area rug 
is small or middle-size, but its size is comparative, 
depending upon that of a room. In a great room a 
12’ x 15’ might be considered an area rug. 

An accent rug is one bold in color or design, or both, 
usually of small or medium size, and used to create a 
dominant note in an otherwise muted or solid-colored 
room. It might also be used as an area rug. 

An art rug is generally hand-crafted and fine enough 
to be treated as a work of art. Often it is placed so 
furniture does not encroach upon it, so it may be ad- 
mired like a picture on the floor. Usually patterned, it 
may be modern or traditional, such as a fine oriental or 
an 18th-century needlepoint. Try making one yourself.

@ There was a day—and we are happy to say that it’s 
gone by—when rugs were strewn about the floor with 
artful abandon in an attempt to produce an effect of 
affluence. Beauty, it was said, was their excuse for being 
and, if they had a function, it was scarcely more than 
the covering of a worn spot in the varnish. 

Today, smaller-than-room-size rugs have come into their 
own as area rugs. They are being used increasingly as 
functional and integral parts of the room. At the same 
time, full advantage is being taken of their appearance, 
since they are set off against the floor to show up as 
importantly as possible. Their primary purpose, however, 
is to divide the room according to its activities, such as 
conversation groups, traffic Janes, work or dining areas. 

There are other advantages. You can easily re-arrange 
them, for one thing, so your decorative scheme can be 
revised when the fancy strikes you. Color schemes can be 
altered quite simply (after all, a small rug can be re- 
placed without breaking the budget). They are easy to 
clean and can be turned to minimize tracking. And even 
with a single area rug, you have an appealing visual 
contrast between the surfaces of floor and rug. (Usually 
contrasts in depth of tone should be slight except in 
large rooms. Small rooms look larger if floor and rugs 
are nearly the same shade.) With more than one rug. 
many subtle variations in shape, size, texture, pattern

The use of area rugs calls for careful planning since 
their effects are architectural as well as decorative. 
As we have said, the room must be considered as a whole. 
Although your first concern is the creation of a pleasing 
design on the floor that will function as a room-divider, 
this design must integrate with all the other architectural 
elements of the room. 

To achieve a composition of rug (or rugs) and floor 
that is pleasing to the eye, you must keep both surfaces 
in mind. The shape of the floor around the rug is as 
important as the shape of the rug itseli—and sometimes 
even more so. There is no law that prescribes rectangles. 
You can use circles or any other shapes that define an 
area best. But be cautious of free-form or fried-egg 
shapes. If you must have them, let a competent decorator 
plan them. Forms should never be startling just for the 
sake of being “modern.” They must be the logical out- 
growth of function, not a superimposed stylistic trick 


or an “amusing” fad that will (Please turn to page 197)

@ Wall-to-wall carpeting was once the style mark 
of the luxury home. This is obviously no longer 
true, since some development builders include car- 
peting with the price of their houses. In fact, wall- 
to-wall carpeting has become such a cliché in some 
circles that people arbitrarily dismiss it as being 
“out of style.” 

This argument over style should not obscure the 
fact that wall-to-wall carpeting has some very real 
advantages—and some very real problems. It is 
these down-to-earth facts that should influence your 
decision, not the vagaries of a style trend. 

Wall-to-wall carpeting means a floor covering 
cut to fit the exact dimensions of a room or rooms 
and permanently installed by tacking or other 
methods. From this simple definition come its major 
advantages and disadvantages. Because it covers 
every inch of the floor, it eliminates the margin 
around the rug—an extra pattern element you may 
not want (more about pattern problems, page 111). 
Thus it brings a unity and continuity—a sense of 
quiet—to the room or rooms that it covers. At the 
same time its single color and texture make the 
space look larger. 

On the other hand, being permanently installed, 
it cannot easily be taken up for cleaning (though 
it is occasionally done—see below). On-the-floor 
cleaning, of course, is never 100% successful. And

jogs and angles of a room, it cannot be turned to 
equalize the worn spots created by traffic patterns 
or occasional fading in sunlit areas. 

These are the major arguments and your decision 
will almost certainly be reached by balancing one 
against the other. If you have small rooms, already 
cut up by halls and jogs, you may well decide to 
accept the disadvantages to achieve the unity over- 
all carpeting will bring. If your rooms are larger, 
with a built-in serenity of their own, you may want 
to use room-size or area rugs to achieve other 
purposes. 

Special factors can become important in individ- 
ual situations. With small children in a house, wall- 
to-wall carpeting does make the floor warmer for 
play, and falls are cushioned. Firmly installed car- 
petings are a bit safer, too, since they cannot slip 
and there are no rug edges to trip over. Carpeting, 
like draperies and other soft materials, cuts down on 
sounds reflected within a room and so produces a 
quieter atmosphere. However, if you plan to move 
eventually, you must remember that carpeting can 
rarely be put to the same use in another situation— 
the best you can usually get are some pieces cut 
and bound, to be used as rugs. 

It is hard, if not impossible, to compare the cost 
of room-size rugs with wall-to-wall carpeting. Both 
come in such a variety of patterns, fibers, and tex- 
tures that material at both ends of the price scale 
is available. The installation cost of wall-to-wall 
carpeting normally makes it more expensive than 
the same material cut and bound as a rug. But since 
wall-to-wall carpets are often used to cover floors in 
poor condition, the cost of refinishing the floor is 
saved. This may equalize the price. 

The fact that a wall-to-wall carpet is rigidly fixed 
in position is its biggest disadvantage and deserves 
further discussion. Cleaning a carpet thoroughly 
when it remains on the floor is the first problem. 
Though home methods have improved (see our 
story on pages 126-127) and professional on-the- 
floor cleaners can do even better, the truth is that 


neither of these techniques can equal the cleaning a 


rug gets when it is sent out to a modern plant. Nor is 
the floor underneath ever cleaned if the carpet is 
kept in position. 

Thus, it is best if wall-to-wall carpets are actually 
untacked and sent -out the way other rugs are. 


However, this raises an additional problem—shrink- 


age. A small percent of shrinkage does not matter 
with a room-size or area rug, but even an inch 
or two can make a_ wall-to-wall carpet difficult, 
if not impossible, to re-lay. Some carpeting is 


pre-shrunk to avoid this (Please turn to page 206) 
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Here is an optical trick that gives 
the illusion of wall-to-wali ear- 
peting. An over-all texture blends 
rug and tile into a single surface. 
The rug, in a motiled design of 
blues, greens and beiges, covers 
all but a three-inch strip of the 
tile, which has a spattered pattern 
of similar colors. Rug can easily 
be taken up for cleaning or for a 
cool summer floor of tile alone.

Wall-to-wall is a point of view 


To the eye there is often very little difference 
between wall-to-wall and almost-to-the-wall carpet- 
ing. The narrow border of flooring can be used in 
pleasing contrast to the carpet or can be matched 
in color (or even in texture and pattern) so as to 
be completely inconspicuous. Tiles offer many pos- 
sibilities for matching. Woods can sometimes be 
stained or bleached to carpet tone. The advantages 
you get are many. You can take up the carpet for 
summer, roll it back for thorough house cleaning, 
send it out to the cleaners without fear of shrink- 
age. If rumpling or shifting is a problem, a good 


underlay will help anchor it as firmly as possible.

Preserve th at fresh ne

@ Proper care is as closely related to the beauty and 
durability of floor coverings as their basic structure. 
Their greatest enemy is dirt, most of which home clean- 
ing methods can get rid of, as long as it remains on or 
near the surface. Once it has worked its way deep into 
the pile, however, it is beyond reach of all but a pro- 
fessional rug cleaner. 

The key to the problem is to eliminate dirt and dust 
as quickly as they appear. The amount involved may sur- 
prise you. A research study completed last year, cover- 
ing large cities across the country, revealed that approxi- 
mately 108 pounds of dirt are carried into the average 
six-room house during any given 12-month period. More 
than 80 per cent of this eventually reaches floors and their 
coverings. Only a regular cleaning schedule can success- 
fully combat this amount of dirt. - 

That daily once-over-lightly with carpet sweeper, elec- 
tric broom, or vacuum cleaner provides an easy way to 
dispose of loose dirt, lint, and thread. Thorough vacuum- 
ing at least once—preferably twice—a week, not only 
brushes and freshens carpeting, but helps prevent gritty 
dirt from sifting down through the tufts. Permitted to 
reach the base of a rug, grit acts like tiny chopping 
knives, cutting at the fibers and the backing. Thorough 
vacuuming on a regular schedule can prevent this. You 
cannot over-vacuum rugs and carpets. Occasionally check 
your cleaner to make certain that all the surfaces which 
touch floor coverings are smooth and free of nicks, so 
that fibers cannot be snagged and broken. 

However conscientious you may be about vacuuming, 
soiled areas will develop from time to time. Smudge, 
greasy film, soot, and other surface soil usually show 
up along patterns of traffic. As long as soil has not become 
too deeply imbedded, such areas can be surface-cleaned 
or brightened with a good rug cleaner. Remember to use 


a light hand or you may distort the pile, making such 


areas more noticeable after cleaning than before. 

In addition to area cleaning, all-over surface clean- 
ing every six months will greatly improve the appear- 
ance ol rugs and carpets and extend the period be- 
tween professional cleanings. (Please turn to page 168)

COMMON STAINS AND HOW TO REMOVE THEM 


Beverages (alcohol, coffee, tea, soft drinks) : 
Moisten with wet cloth and blot. Repeat sey- 
eral times. Then use Formula 1. If necessary, 
follow with Formula 2. 

Blood: Blot: thoroughly. Then sponge re- 
peatedly with cool water. Blot again and use 
Formula 1. If yellowish stain remains, better 
call your professional rug cleaner. 

Butter, fats, grease, and oil: Blot thor- 
oughly (do not rub) with tissues. Dampen 
cloth with Formula 3 and wipe spot from edge 
to center. 

Chewing gum: Apply Formula 3 on and 
around the gum. Let stay 3 to 4 minutes. Lift 
off gum with spatula. If not loosened, repeat. 
Cosmetics: Apply Formula 3, then For- 
mula 1. 

Egg, gelatin, mucilage: Apply Formula 1. 
If stain remains. apply Formula 2. Sponge 
with water and blot. 

Foodstuffs (general): Scrape off solids. 
Sponge with water. Apply Formula 1. If stain 
remains when dry, apply a few drops of For- 
mula 3 with dropper. 

Fruits and fruit juices: Sponge lightly with 
damp cloth. Follow with Formula 1. 
Furniture stains: Spots from wood dyes 
and stains from furniture legs are difficult to 
remove. Consult professional rug cleaner. 
Ice cream, milk, desserts: Sponge with 
water. Follow with Formula 1. 

Ink: An ink stain is easily extended over a 
large area of carpet. Unless stain is small, do 
not try to remove it. Never use milk; it may 
only set stain. For small stain. blot and then 
saturate with Formula 3. blotting up imme- 
diately. Repeat procedure as long as tissues 
show evidence of stain. Follow with few drops 
of Formula 1, blotting immediately. Repeat 
this procedure several times. If stain remains. 
consult professional rug cleaner. For ball- 
point ink stains use Formula 3. 

Iodine: Apply a few drops of white vinegar 
to stain. Mix 1 teaspoon of hypo crystals 
(from drug store) with glass of warm water. 
Apply this a drop or two at a time and care- 
fully sponge with cloth. Repeat if necessary. 
Follow by sponging with water, blotting re- 


maining moisture. 


Medicine (general) : Sponge with wet cloth. 
Apply one drop of Formula 1] to stain and 
immediately blot with cloth. If any stain 
transfers to cloth, continue with Formula 1. 
If not, try same procedure with Formula 2. If 
stain does not respond, inquire of physician 
or druggist the chemical contents of medicine 
and call professional rug cleaner. 
Mercurochrome: Stains can seldom be re- 
moved. Consult professional rug cleaner. 
Nail polish, household cement, dope: 
Such products may damage rugs or carpets 
made of synthetic fibers or blends. Home 
treatments with agents such as _ nail-polish 
remover or thinner, may also be damaging. 
Apply chemically pure amyl acetate directly 
to stain with eye dropper. After a few min- 
utes, sponge with clean cloth. 

Paint, varnish, or shellac: On small stains 
apply turpentine or thinner as recommended 
on the can. Sponge from edge toward center 
of stain. Follow by applying Formula 3. 

Pet accidents: Such stains are among the 
most serious, as fibers and dyes are often sen- 
sitive to strong alkaline solutions and will un- 
dergo change in color as spot dries. Immediate 
treatment is most important. Blot thoroughly. 
then repeatedly sponge areas with water, and 
blot. Apply Formula 2, and allow to dry thor- 
oughly. Apply Formula 1. When this has 
dried. follow again with Formula 2. Where 
color change has taken place, no further treat- 
ment can restore it. 

Rust: Removal is no job for an amateur. 
Call a professional rug cleaner. 

Shoe polish: li paste polish. scrape off sur- 
face soil. Apply Formula 3 with eye dropper 
and blot with cloth. Repeat as long as stain 
is transferred to cloth. If not completely suc- 
cessful, follow with Formula 1. 

“Sweet” stains (candy. chocolate. sugar) : 
Scrape off surface soil. Sponge with wet cloth. 
Follow with Formula 1. 

Wax: Scrape off as much as possible. Apply 
Formula 3, and sponge with cloth. 
“Mystery” stains: Trying to remove an 
unknown stain may set it and make it impos- 
sible even for a professional rug cleaner to 


remove,

soapless detergent, 
such as Lux Liquid, 
Ivory Liquid, Joy, or 
other such synthetic 
detergents.

Dark and light floors 
have almost completely opposite 


emotional and visual effects 


The room above was designed 

by Decorator Nancy Chase to be 

a serene and spacious background 
for living. The soft, light 

colors used are instrumental 

in achieving this feeling. 

By changing only the floor color 
an entirely different effect 

is created. In retouched 
photograph (right) the open, airy 
quality of the room almost 
disappears.

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colors have unexpected virtues 


They can act as tranquilizers, giving your room 
an air of restful calm. But amazingly, they are surprisingly practical. 


They can also be an effective background for your furnishings. 


@ Dark floors or light? The difference between the two may 
be surprising. as the pictures on the opposite page graph- 
ically illustrate. The contrast in mood can be almost as 
great as the contrast in tone. Pale colors suggest limitless 
horizons. They open a room, giving it a sense of air and 
light, and thus of greater space. Dark colors, conversely, 
seem to shrink space, making large rooms appear smaller. 
Light floors also have the entirely physical advantage of 
reflecting light, creating a measurable glow that softens 
harsh shadows and lessens eye strain. 

But this is not the only practical consideration. If you 
have ever brushed a smudge of dust from a navy blue suit, 
you are well aware that dust and dirt show up strongly on 
dark surfaces. Dark floor coverings are no exception. They 
can be handsome, but they can also require constant house- 
keeping. On the other hand, light tones (especially of 
neutral colors) often have an astonishing ability to cam- 
ouflage dust marks. (We are not suggesting that dust and 
dirt be allowed to stay on your rugs or carpets for any 
length of time.) A foot print that would show up like a 


beacon on a deep color may be (Please turn the page)

With texture or pattern added, these benefits are 
multiplied. But textures and patterns must be muted or the 
tranquilizing effects of the light color will be dissipated. 

If used discreetly, they can add visual interest and _ still 
form a self-effacing background for the furnishings of your , 
room. 

A soft light background is always desirable when your 
furnishings or architecture are important or arresting in 
design. Dark woods, complicated shapes, intricate detail 
are given special emphasis when silhouetted against a light 
floor covering. And if your furnishings are strongly pat- 
terned, the soothing tranquility of a plain floor is a welcome 
contrast. One of the less important but delightful qualities 
of the light floor is the way in which furniture shadows 
(especially those of intricate shape) are revealed, producing

Consistency is the keynote to success 


@ Even if you don’t have open planning, any room in your 
house can be seen from one or more other rooms. You may 
think of them separately, but your eye sees them as part of 
a continuous whole. Learning to think of the way they look 
together is the key to good decorating. 

Since the floors are possibly the most conspicuous element 
in your house, you must be particularly canny in planning 
them. Their color (or colors) is the logical starting point 
for establishing the color schemes of your rooms. Once you 
have decided on a basic color, you can introduce changes 
in it with the help of texture and pattern. But use bold 
pattern sparingly. The best thing is to let it stand out amid 
simple solid colors that are taken from it.

When a blend of fibers is used. the percentage of each 
fiber must be stated on the label. If reprocessed yarns are 
used instead of ‘virgin fiber, this must also be on the label.

with different characteristics, and yet all looking so like 
wool that an untrained eye cannot tell the difference. 

The most unnerving part of carpet buying is that you 
have probably not had enough practical experience with 
synthetic carpet fibers to judge them with confidence. They 
are all so relatively new—infants as compared with wool— 
that they seem like unknown quantities. You have the 
nervous feeling that you must make this big investment 
on someone else’s say-so instead of by the personal trial- 
and-error knowledge you usually apply when you buy , 
familiar materials. 

Indeed, you do have to take the word of your dealer 
and the carpet manufacturers to learn what fibers have 
been used (good manufacturers put this information on 
labels on the back of the carpet). This is one reason why 
you should do your carpet dealings with reputable firms. 

But even then, what does it mean to you to be told 
that a carpet is 100% acrylic or nylon or rayon? And 
when it comes to the blends of fibers, in our opinion the 
most ingenious use of fibers but nevertheless the most be- 
wildering, do you know what questions to ask when you 
learn that a carpet is wool-and-nylon or rayon-wool-nylon 
or rayon-and-acetate or whatever? 

Youre not buying fiber names when you buy carpeting. 
You’re buying resilience, abrasion-resistance, easy clean- 
ability, resistance to soiling, tracking, pilling, fading. 
These are the crucial characteristics that a carpet should 
have. And they are determined by: the fibers that are woven 
or tufted into them. 

All fibers have these properties in varying degrees. 
None is perfection on every count. But they all have 
something worth while to offer. They vary in price, too. 
Your best assurance of making a sane and practical choice 
is to learn what each fiber can or cannot do, where it 
excels, where it falls down. Balance this knowledge against 
the kind of use you expect the carpet to take. Then choose 
the carpet that gives you what you need for the price you 
can afford to pay. 

Those mysterious blends become comprehensible when 
you realize that they are made so the best qualities of each 
fiber can be realized, while its weaknesses are made 
negligible. In a blend of wool and (Please turn to page 177)

@ If you hand-make a rug, you can plan it so that 
it delivers just the right punch and excitement to har- 
monize with its surroundings. Even its exact size and 
shape become very important to the total effect. If it 
stands apart where nothing competes with it, as in the 
stair-landing below, it can be positively bold without 
becoming wearisome. 

Fortunately this is just the kind of rug that is fun to 
plan and make. Perhaps you can design it yourself, key- 
ing it to wallpaper or fabrics in design and color. Or 
you can use stamped designs, adapting them in color and 
size to fit your need. 

The same design can look quite different (as shown in 
the three color schemes opposite), depending on whether 
it is contrasty as the blue one is, or closely related as are 
the brown and green ones. A repeat pattern has added 
versatility—several units, made separately, can be used 
together to form a much larger rug or even one of ir- 
regular shape, such as a U-shape to go around a bed.

If you want to achieve new culinary triumphs, 
try this centuries-old method 


called “Jeng” by the Chinese 


By F. T. CHENG

® Although it is useful, simple, and practical, cooking by 
steam is unknown to the West. The Chinese, owing to their 
instinctive love of the enjoyment of life and their culinary 
inclination, if not genius, must have discovered or invented 
this way of cooking almost at the dawn of the creation of 
their cuisine, and have since employed it as one of the 
principal forms of cooking both in banquets and in their 
home cooking. 

Since a great feature of Chinese cooking is variety, in a 
well-arranged banquet, the menu generally consists of dishes 
of suitable proportion, which represent most, if not all, the 
principal forms of cooking, such as roasting, grilling, bak- 
ing, low-oil-quick-stir-frying, double-sauce-pan cooking, stew- 
ing, deep-frying. As cooking by steam is one of the principal 
forms and a very good one too, its omission would be con- 
spicuous by its absence. 

Chinese cooking can be very complicated and yet also very 
simple, for cooking is an art, which often at its best has 
its triumphs in simplicity. This may be said of the Chinese 
way of cooking by steam, which is simple in preparation, 


unique in kind, and most effective in preserving in the max- 


imum degree the original taste of the thing cooked. This no 
doubt accounts for its popularity in home cooking. Now, let 
its virtues be explained one by one: 


It is simple in preparation. All that one has to do is to 
have the thing concerned (for example, a lobster) first 
cleaned ana then put on a plate. The plate is then put into

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How to cook fish in 


a whirling sea of steam 


For stove-top steaming, as done for centuries by the Chinese 
in bamboo steamers (like the one above), you can use uten- 
sils like ours (below). Use a covered pan that will hold a 
platter. Set platter on a dish to keep it above boiling water. 
Almost any fish, whole or cut, fresh or frozen (thawed) can 
be steamed. Before steaming, sprinkle on (a two-pounder) : 
2 scallions, chopped fine; 6 slices green ginger and 5 
shredded, dried mushrooms (soaked first to soften) ; 2 table- 
spoons peanut oil; 2 teaspoons each, sherry and soy sauce; 

salt; pepper. Start fish cooking 


in steam. It’s cooked when test-

Shellfish steamed this way 
offers new taste delights 


To cook whole lobsters or crabs in a volume of steam, use 
the same kind of utensils and method we give for steaming 
fish on the opposite page. Wash the shellfish thoroughly, 
and put on platter with it a slice of green ginger and two 
or three whole scallions—seasoners to be removed after 
they have released their pungent flavor. Put platter on a 
dish in a pan with about two inches of water already boiling. 
Cover and continue to cook, confined in steam. If water boils 
low, add more. Lobsters will be ready soon after they have 
turned a fiery red; crabs, a pinky-white. Whichever you 
steam, remember that the shellfish, as well as its serving 
platter, absorbs intense heat, and it will continue to cook 
after you remoye it. To enjoy the food’s fullest flavor, eat it 
while it is piping hot. For a delicious sauce to serve with 
steamed crabs, mix finely-chopped green ginger with vinegar. 





Steamed custard with shrimp 


is a culinary masterpiece 


This custard owes its surprises to a salty taste and to delli- 
cious chunks of shrimp, lobster, or other shellfish. The 
utensils you'll need are a covered fire-proof dish for custard 
and a covered pan with about two inches of water in it for 
steaming. Ingredients needed (for four servings) : 6 eggs and 
one-half eggshell of water for each; 3 teaspoons peanut or 
other vegetable oil; one-half teaspoon soy sauce; a dash of 
pepper; 1 scallion, finely-chopped; a slice of green ginger, 
minced fine; 1 teaspoon sherry; and 6 shrimps, fresh (or 
if frozen, thawed), cleaned and sliced in half, lengthwise; 
or their equivalent in small pieces of lobster. Beat eggs and 
water together, mix in seasonings, and add seafood. Pour 
into dish, and cover. Set dish in a pan of steaming (but 
never boiling) water, and cover pan. Cook over low flame 


until test-straw comes up clean. 
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Steamed meat gives 


something new to western palates 


Steaming meat—fillet of beef, lean leg of lamb, loin of 
pork or chicken breasts—adds a distinct new taste to 
familiar cuts. Slice meat thinly across vein. Moisten slices 
in soy sauce, with a little cornstarch added. Soy flavors 
meat, starch helps to hold in juices. With one pound 
of meat, mix one-quarter pound fresh mushrooms, cut 
the same size as the meat slices. Place on platter, and, 
as directed for cooking fish and shellfish in a volume of 
steam, set on a stand in a pan made ready with about 
two inches of boiling water. Cover and cock, but except 
for the pork, never 100%. All meat except pork (it must 
be well done) should still be a little pinkish when re- 
moved, as it continues to cook in the hot platter.

It’s a scenic banquet .. . a treasury of antiquity ... the heart 
of gastronomy ... the mother country of modern art ...a land of fétes 


and festivals . . . and a perfect goal for the off-season traveler 











@ A region of the greatest diversity of life and 
scene—that’s Provence. Yet it’s hardly larger than 
Vermont, stretching from the foothills of the Alps 
to the Rhone, and from Montélimar to the sea. 
Freed of the heat and of the hot breath of mass 
tourism, it is at its best in the clear light of fall 
and winter. Calm, moderate, ripe, pastoral, and 
intensely civilized, it restores the appetite for life, 
for re-creation. 

Summer is the time of the five great Provencal 
festivals of music and drama (Aix, Avignon, Men- 
ton, Orange, Nimes)—but fall and winter are the 
times of life as it is lived, of uncrowded hotels, and 
of itineraries unfettered by long lists of advance 
reservations. By mid-September the tourist rush 
falls off, and from the end of September until 
Easter the traveler is more or less alone with the 


local people (who are in turn acting more like 


Provence, called the “kingdom of the sun,” is one of the 

rarer travel adventures, a sort of quintessence of everything a 
voyager hopes to find. This fertile, gold-smiling land, 

whose life and lightness was inspiration to Van Gogh, Cézanne, Matisse, 
Renoir, Gauguin, Dufy, spreads its diversity before you in 

everything from bouillabaisse to Roman ruins. It’s at its best 

in the clear light of fall and winter, when the tourists have gone 

and its unhurried, civilized “‘real’’ life resumes. 


their own relaxed selves again). It is then that 
the magical space-and-light effects of this mar- 
velous landscape take hold: where distances are 
short and yet there is a liberating sense of spacious- 
ness, of clarity and of solitude. 

Still remote from the world of mass living and 
standardization, Provence lives by the grape, the 
garlic. and the olive. Its people are shepherds, 
fishermen, and small farmers, deeply rooted in 
their soil and in their rich tradition. Two thousand 
years ago it was the garden spot of the Roman 
Empire. Today it is, if anything, even more alive 
with trees and flowers and orchards. Its hills are 
lavender and myrtle and thyme. Fig, eucalyptus, 
mulberry, and umbrella pine, mimosa, and Spanish 
broom—all things flourish together, as in one of 
Breughel’s paintings of earthly paradises.

when the water therein is actually 
hard boiling. In ten minutes or so, 
depending on the size or weight of 
the thing being cooked, the dish is 
ready. Nothing can be more simple 
than that. 

It is unique in kind. Cooking by 
steam aflords a taste distinct from 
that derived from any other form 
of cooking and is peculiar to the 
Chinese cuisine. 

It is most effective in preserving 
in the maximum degree the orig- 
inal taste of the thing cooked. 
Nature has its own secrets or mys- 
teries as well as its own reasons 
for creating anything in the uni- 
verse, so much so that in creating 
anything edible it invariably en- 
dows it with a taste that belongs 
to it exclusively, however slightly 
it may differ from others or even 
those of the same family. For in- 
stance, the meat of the red salmon 
differs in from that of the 
white salmon, that of the wild duck

This distinct taste is highly appre- 
ciated by the connoisseur, -who

or less the same family would taste 
the same or almost the same, and 
this would stun his fine palate. In- 
cidentally, this serves as a lesson 
for not using the same kind of 
sauce of a dominating flavor, such 
as tomato, curry, or sweet and sour 
sauce, or the like, in cooking sey- 
eral dishes in one meal; for that 
would make all of them taste very 
much alike and this would be bad 
cooking. 

Cooking by steam, however, is 
the very form of cooking that will 
preserve the original taste. Very 
little. if any, of the natural flavor 
of the thing cooked is lost in the 
juice, and no sauce is used that 
would tamper with nature, except 
in some cases where certain de- 
sirable ingredients may be used for 
enhancing the original taste as de- 
scribed below. 


First of all, a few immutable 


principles about steam-cooking 
should be stated and followed in 
all cases: 

i. Have a cooking utensil big 
enough to hold comfortably, with 
a stand, the dish containing the 
food to be cooked and to hold suffi- 
cient water capable of producing a 


big volume of steam when neces- 
sary. 

2. Put in the dish only when the 
water in the utensil is actually 
hard boiling. 

3d. Right after the dish has been 
put in, turn the heat to the maxi- 
imum for cooking sea food, to me- 
dium, for cooking meat, and to less 
than medium for cooking anything 
with eggs such as the custard de- 
scribed later. 

4. A few minutes or so after the 
dish has been put in, take the lid 
off the utensil for a second to see 
how well the food is cooking. It 
should be neither overdone nor un- 
derdone. 

5. Serve the food the moment that

Meat, however, re- 
quires only a medium heat, because 
its texture is coarser than that of 
the sea food and, if steamed over 
too intense heat, would taste coarse. 
Lastly, dishes cooked with eggs 
in the form of custard need only 
such heat as will keep the water 
boiling. Otherwise wrinkles form 
on the surface of the custard. 
Here are some instances of steam 
cooking that may be suggested. 
It can never be over-emphasized 
that recipes are not like doctors’

It has been said that this steam 
cooking is very popular with the 
Chinese in home cooking on ac- 
count of its simplicity. But, from 
the Chinese point of view, there is 
another reason which may be said 
to be dietetic and js based on cen- 
turies of experience rather than on 
scientific research. The Chinese, in 
their daily home cooking, seldom 
resort to frying, roasting. grilling 
or the like. and when a Chinese is 
ill or in convalescence, he especial- 
ly avoids eating anything cooked in 
these ways.

opinion, or rather according to cen- 
turies of experience, these forms of

sible to the Chinese, but a puzzle to 
Westerners. An eminent Chinese 
doctor of long Western training 


says that the nearest equivalent to 


the expression in Western language 
terms is “indigestion.” 
This can hardly satisfy the aver- 


age Chinese, who thinks that he | 


knows better by experience, for to 
him indigestion means inability to 
convert food into absorbable form, 


for instance, the result of swallow- | 


ing food without chewing it well or 
eating what by nature is difficult 
te digest. But what is called “reh 
chih” is something quite different. 
However, though the term is un- 
translatable, it can be explained as 
“an acute or accumulated disa- 
creeable effect, particularly harm- 
ful to a person during illness or in 
delicate health, resulting from eat- 
ing things cooked through direct 
contact with the fire or in deep- or 
low-oil frying.” 

And for this reason, an added 
popularity is accorded by the Chin- 
ese to cooking by steam. As food 
and its preparation have something 
to do with the health of a nation, 
this dietetic preference of the 
Chinese for steam-cooking is inter- 
esting, particularly since the Chin- 
ese generally look younger than 
their age and have comparatively 
fewer cases of obesity, high blood 
pressure, and heart disease.

The hooked method. which Amer- 
ica adopted as its own in early days

e The Romantic Movement began 
before Beethoven’s death and in 
the decades after—that is to say 
in the middle part of the 19th 
Century—it engulfed men’s minds 
and poured into their hearts such 
fullness and such warm strength 
that it inundated all art. Every art- 
ist fell under its spell. 

Dress and manners, speech and 
philosophy were influenced by it. 
It postulated that not only reason, 
intellect, and wit, which were 
honored traits of the 18th Cen- 
tury, were important, but it recog- 
nized the claims of passion and 
emotion as well. We must not be 
guided by reason alone, everybody 
told everybody else. We must make 
room for the sense of mystery, must 
acknowledge the indefinable and 
savor the incomprehensible. Rea- 
son toppled from its throne. Senti- 
ment succeeded. Clear eyes became 
moist and hearts overflowed. 

Those who walked the road of 
Romance had their choice of pur- 
suing two divergent paths. Either 
they ambled in the woods and fields 
on a clear spring day. looked up 
at the blue sky, heard the song of 
the lark, and determined that life 
was good; or they walked in shad- 
owy ways and knew that love was 
destined to be unrequited, that life 
was a burden, and surcease found 
only in the grave. But they agreed 
sentiment was all. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to add 


that the people who read _ this 


poetry, heard this music, or 
looked at these paintings could do 
so, and could sigh feelingly, with- 
out such sighs interfering in the 
least with their efforts to drive a 
shrewd bargain or develop indus- 
try by paying the lowest possible 
wages. 

The Romantic Movement found 
particularly apt expression in mu- 
sic, which is the most romantic of 
all the arts. In music it favored the 
concerto, which is the most roman- 
tic form of music. It features, as 
you will remember, the egregious 
individual against the society of 
the orchestra, and this is essen- 
tially a romantic conception,

Berlioz was a Romanticist with 
wild mane and Byronic extrava- 
ance. His Harold in Italy, deriv- 
ng ostensibly from Byron’s Childe 
Jarold, is sometimes called a tone 
oem, but it is in point of fact a 
oncerto for viola and orchestra. 

The chronology of the works just 
nentioned is inexact. But it is un- 
mportant. The point is that Ro- 
nance permeated the soil of mu- 
ic. The garden proliferated, bring- 
ng forth even more perfumed and 
ntensely colored flowers. Until, of 
curse, the excesses committed by 
he lesser men caused a reaction. 

But that reaction is more to be 
bserved among composers than 
mong audiences. It is significant 
hat even today the concertos that 
udiences like best of all (by and 
arge and always excepting Bee- 
hoven) are the Romantic concer- 
os. Even today, with all the strug- 
le the 20th-century composers 
ave waged against it, the listener 
emains captivated by concertos a 
undred years old which sing out 
ith unembarrassed sentiment. 
‘he latest of the towering Roman- 
ics was Rachmaninoff who was in- 
luenced by Tchaikovsky. Rach- 
naninoff, himself a great pianist, 


wrote four concertos for the piano 
as well as the Rhapsody on a 
Theme by Paganini, which is a 
concerto as well. Indisputably both 
Tchaikovsky’s Piano Concerto No. 
One and Rachmaninoff’s Concerto 
No. Two are the favorites of mod- 
ern audiences.

A good carpet wool meas- 
ures up well on almost all major 
counts—resilience, resistance to 
abrasion and soil, and cleanability. 
Its well-known shortcoming is that 
moths like it, but now moth-preven- 
tive treatments during carpet man- 
ufacture cope with this pretty satis- 
factorily.

The word to the wise. however, is 
that the virtues noted above belong 
to good wool carpeting. This is con- 
structed of yarns that have been 
blended from a variety of imported 
wools. They come from different 
species of sheep in many parts of 
the world. each chosen for a par- 
ticular characteristic—like tough- 
ness, resilience, easy dye-ability. 
You will of course not get the full 
benefits of wool if inferior, limp 
wool or reprocessed wool is used. 
And even with good wool you can 
get a poor wool carpet if the maker 
has skimped on the amount of ma- 
terial used. 

Good wool is not inexpensive. If 
you have a choice between a cheap, 
poorly made wool carpet and a 
well-made synthetic of 
price, the synthetic is generally a 
preferable buy. 

And this brings up a test for 


similar 


fiber quantity which you should 
apply to any carpet, no matter what 
it’s made of. A good wearing sur- 
face is not so much a matter of 
deep pile as it is of close tufting. 
When you put a carpet in a 180° 
fold. it should not “grin,” mean- 
ing that its tufts should be so close 
together that the carpet backing 
cannot easily be seen. 


Cotton 


Cotton’s great assets are the ease 
with which it takes color and its 
low price. It can give you lots of 
colorful style and service for your 
money as long as you don’t try to 
make it do the work of tougher, 
more resilient materials. As anyone 
who has lived with a braided rag 
rug can attest, a cotton rug can be 
durable, particularly in flat con- 
and if its are 


structions yarns 


tightly twisted. It is not a very 
resilient fiber, doesn’t bounce back, 
so a plushlike pile will present the 
problem of tracking and matting if 
you subject it to constant traffic. 


The deep, shaggy piles, which look 


disordered by design, camouflage 
this. But the fuzzy fibers of cotton 
tend to trap soil and show it. Some 
cotton rugs are treated in manufac- 
ture to lessen this. Tweedy mix- | 
tures of color are another dodge 
for covering up soil. On the credit” 
side, cotton takes plant cleaning 
beautifully. Moral is to use cotton” 
where traffic is light and chances— 
of soiling are minimal.

Rayon 

We are assured by the technol- 
ogists that you can’t judge present-_ 
day rayon carpeting by rayon’s 
questionable performances in the 
past. A lot has been done to im- 
prove carpet rayon and—most im- 
portant—to use it in appropri- 
ate constructions and applications 
where its good points shine and its 
lesser qualities don’t create prob- 
lems. American Viscose, for exam- 
ple. has developed a rayon carpet 
fiber called Avisco “Super-L” which 
is an improvement in some major 
respects on regular carpet rayon. 

Regular rayon’s big advantages 
are its range of bright. clear cdlors, 
its resistance to most household | 
stains, and its low cost. which gives — 
you style at a price. Its fibers are 
smooth, as most synthetic fibers are 
but indented, so they tend to pick 
up soil. Again, like most synthetic 
fibers, it has a luster. By some op- 
tical phenomenon lustrous fibers 
show up soil more than dull ones. 
This is overcome to some degree in-

Good clear color and the fact 
nat it’s the most resilient of the 
yw-cost fibers are acetate’s chief 
laims to fame. It fends off soiling 
retty well, too, especially if it’s 
een given a delustering, and 
leans easily. Its major shortcom- 
1g is brittleness, which puts a 
00% acetate carpet out of the 
unning if you’re looking for some- 
1ing that must take much abrasive 
‘ear. Carpet with twisted loop pile 
onstruction has the best chance of 
etaining its good appearance. Ace- 
ute is not affected by mildew, 
1oths, or most stains, but does 
velt in acetone, which is the base 
f some nail-polish removers. It’s 
fiber that takes happily to blend- 
1g with other fibers. Blended with 
ylon, for instance, it gives you the 
dvantage of its luxurious loftiness 
upported by nylon’s abrasion-re- 
istance and durability, at compar- 
tively low price. 

Celanese has developed an ace- 
ite fiber called “Celaire,” with a 
ermanent heat-set twist which im- 
roves acetate’s resiliency. As an 
ssurance of quality to the con- 
umer, manufacturers who make 
arpets of this fiber are required 
» submit their goods for tests on 
ile weight, soilage. color fastness, 
brasion-resistance, and texture re- 
sntion after shampooing before 
ney can use the “Celaire” label. 


lylon 


If you study one of these tech- 
ical “comparative property” 
harts that evaluate the behavior 
f one fiber as opposed to another, 


nylon outstrips all other fibers in 
abrasion-resistance, toughness, and 
reluctance to wear out. In cut-pile 
carpets it can’t quite match wool’s 
well-known resilience and bounce- 
back after crushing. However, its 
resilience is excellent when the 
fiber is used in tight loop carpets. 
Hardly any stain will actually de- 
stroy the fiber, but soil does show 
up when lustrous fibers are used. 
That is one reason why a lot of 
technical attention has been paid 
to processes for delustering nylon, 
and with good success. It spot- 
cleans and plant-cleans very well. 
It is non-allergenic and unattrac- 
tive to moths and, like all syn- 
thetics except rayon, isn’t attacked 
by mildew (but bear in mind that 
the backing of a carpet may mil- 
dew if not dried after wet stain- 
ing). You can see why nylon de- 
serves prime consideration if your 
carpeting needs involve an area 
that is subject to lots of traffic 
and if you want to invest in long- 
term durability. It is about the 
equivalent of good wool in price. 
Blends of 30% nylon and 70% 
wool have been found very satis- 
factory and are good demonstra- 
tions of two fibers supporting and 
enhancing each other’s perform- 
ance. Fortunately nylon is blend- 
able with less costly rayon and 
acetate, too, so that even on a 
budget you can enjoy some of its 
major benefits. But remember that 
the greater quantity of nylon in a 
blend, the better the durability. 
This induces us to issue a warn- 
ing word. Of all the synthetics 
nylon has enjoyed the most glam- 
orous reputation and probably en- 
dured the greatest abuse at the 
hands of unscrupulous manufac- 
turers anxious to cash in on the 
magic name. Carpets have been 
called nylon that had so little 
nylon in them the fiber’s presence 
was hardly detectable. But nylon’s 
name probably suffered most from

The advantages are that filament 
; stronger than staple, and carpet 
oven with one continuous filament 
as no loose. short ends to work 
ut on the carpet surface as it 
walked on.

ade of staple. And the filament, 
>xtured though it appears. is ac- 
ally still a smooth fiber to which 
oil doesn’t cling readily. 

Bulking and texturizing of fila- 
nent are still relatively new, for 
lament yarns require different 
arpet-making machinery.

In general 


The dyeing and color fastness of 
synthetics, which used to be a prob- 
lem in their early days, is now con- 
sidered by the industry to have 
been solved. All fibers are different 
in their ability to take color but 
types of dyes have been developed 
to take care of each individual 
case. Solution-dyed fibers, meaning 
those that are colored as the fiber 
is actually made instead of being 
given a dye bath later, tend to keep 
their color longer, but they do not 
offer a broad range of color. The 
most frequently solution-dyed fibers 
are rayon (like Avisco’s ‘“Color- 
spun”) and acetate (“Chrom- 
spun” and “Celaperm”), although 
both of these fibers dye exception- 
ally well with usual methods. 

Many synthetics, especially those 
that are moisture-resistant, and 
even wool itself have the curious 
facility of creating static elec- 
tricity. This is usually most ob- 


vious when a rug or carpet is new, | 


and on cold, dry days when the 
humidity is low. Static is not 
usual in the presence of moisture, 
and it varies with individuals. 

Besides being annoying, static 
tends to attract dust. We are told 
static is less likely in loop-pile than 
in cut-pile carpets. Anti-static 
agents can be sprayed on a car- 
pet during cleaning but are not 
completely satisfactory. The ex- 
perts say that home application of 
anti-statics is not recommended be- 
cause few of us can spread the 
spray evenly. Some carpet fibers 
are now being treated with anti- 
stat during dyeing. The most effec- 
tive solution to date seems to be to 
step up the humidity of a room. 
It is said that house plants are an 
aid to this.

northern regions, it must have a 
cool resting period to form flower 
buds, but it is grown commercially 
in Alabama only twenty miles from 
the Gulf. 

In New England, plants brought 
io this country after Perry entered 
Japan still thrive in old gardens 
and show the natural adaptability 
of the shrubs to this country. 

Basic soil, too, seems a minor 
matter of concern as long as it is 
well drained. Though there may 
be an advantage to neutral or 
slightly acid soil, the essentials are 
good drainage and fertility. 

Bear in mind that the tree peony 
is an extremely long-lived shrub. 
When you plant one, you are, in 
the words of the late Professor A. 
P. Saunders, “planting for all time, 
or at least, all of your time.” 

Prepare the planting hole so that 
the roots will have a foot or more 
of nourishing soil to penetrate as 
vears go by. A liberal lacing of 
humus (leaf mould is ideal, but 
peat does nicely), especially in 
sandy soil, and a complete fertilizer 
should be mixed into the soil that 
is to fill the planting hole. A hand- 
ful of lime may be needed in acid- 
soil areas. Contrary to much ad- 
vice, manure can be mixed into the 
soil below the root level at planting 
time. 

Although tree peonies have been 
successfully planted during every 
month of the year, by far the best 
time is during the brief dormant 
period in early fall. Growers ship 
them from late August through 
October so that the roots can be 
planted in time to develop good 
growth before cold weather. The 


plants begin to bloom in spring 
about two weeks ahead of the her- 
baceous kinds, with some of the 
newer and _ later-flowering kinds 
overlapping them by a week or so. 
The flowers last longer, of course, 
if the sun doesn’t beat down on 
them day after day. Peony fanciers 
sometimes adapt the Japanese prac- 
tice of shading choice blooms with 
parasols during hot weather. 

One of the most significant dis- 
coyeries in tree peony culture was 
made by Harold Wolfe. an amateur 
gardener, who, upon seeing his first 
memorable flower. was so impressed 
he dedicated himself to making 
the plant available to all. Wolfe 
found that, established recommen- 
dations notwithstanding. tree pe- 
onies should be planted deeply, 
with the crown of the plant four to 
six inches below the surface of the 
ground. The best depth depends 
somewhat on the size of the plant 
and the texture of the soil—the 
deeper planting is particularly ad- 
vyantageous in sandy soils and 
where high summer temperatures 
bake the surface for long periods. 

Deep planting stimulates the de- 
velopment of an extensive root sys- 
tem. below-ground buds on the 
scion (the section of a desirable 
plant which is grafted onto a vig- 
orous root) and consequently, 
much more rapid growth above 
ground. When plants have been 
deeply set, they can take all man- 
ner of surface abuse, even burning 
or cutting off at the ground, and 
still send up new shoots.

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TREE PEONIES ARE NO LONGER A GAMBLE 
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Illinois, garden a deep mulch of 
coffee grounds, even 
stones, brought a strongly favor- 
able response from the plants. 
With the soil kept relatively cool 
and moisture conserved, tree peo- 
nies could be grown in full sun as 
well as in light shade. 

The only precaution needed was 
to mix ammonium nitrate into the 
sawdust, at the rate of one tea- 
spoon per bushel, when the mulch 
was later worked into the soil. 
This made up for the temporary 
tie-up of nitrogen while the saw- 
dust decayed. 

Where summers are not as hot 
and dry as in the Midwest, mulches 
may not be needed, although they 
have been proved unquestionably 
conducive to good root growth. In 
humid areas or locations with less 
than ideal air circulation, a mulch 
may complicate disease control by 
harboring spores of the fungi. 
However, spraying the insulating 
layer with ferbam usually takes 
care of this. If mice or other small 
pests are a problem in the garden, 
a mulch may increase their men- 
ace, which must be weighed against 
its advantages. More and more, 
gardeners are voting for the 
mulches. In any event, a mulch the 
first winter after planting is desir- 
able to prevent heaving by frost. 

Another solution to the root pro- 
tection problem is a natural cover 
of low vegetation. This has aesthet- 
ic advantages too, for what could 
be more attractive than a well- 
grown peony with its foliage dis- 
played against a dark green carpet 
of vinca or pachysandra? Or, in 
the partial shade which encour- 
ages taller growth, gnarled peony 
branches pushing through a light 
undercover of dwarf shrubs, as 
they did in the wild? However, 
when tree roots occupy the same 
soil, peonies fare poorly, so judg- 
ment is needed when a semi-shady 
site is being considered. 

There once seemed good reason 
for keeping tree peonies isolated in 
sunny, cleanly cultivated plots. 
Botrytis and the other dramatic 
blights, which overnight may de- 
stroy the growth of several years, 
thrive in close, moist situations. But 
the gardener at last has a potent 
weapon for them in ferbam. When 
used as directed (three applica- 
tions’ at intervals of two weeks), it 
will prevent infestation. With the 
protection of this chemical more 
new shoots, and consequently more 
flowers, are able to develop. 


sawdust, 


If plants have been seriously at- 


tacked, the entire ground area 


around them should be sprayed 
heavily in late fall after old leaves 
and debris have been gathered and 
burned. It does no harm either to 
spray both plant and soil when set- 
ting out new peonies. If this seems 
a bother, remember that your ef- 
forts will be bountifully repaid. 

Fortunately, insects are seldom 
troublesome. One that does crop up 
from time to time is the small car- 
penter bee. The female of this in- 
sect bores its way through the 
center of woody stems to make a 
cache for its eggs. Since it enters 
only through breaks or cuts in the 
stems, it is a simple matter to 
block its passage with a carpet tack 
stuck in any openings if there is 
reason to suspect its presence. 

The subject of pruning the woody — 
stems was once covered in one 
word: never. But when Wolfe cut 
back several young plants to the 
ground in fall as an experiment, 
he found that the drastic action 
paid off handsomely in new shoots 
the next spring. Growth came more 
easily from the base than from the 
old woody branches. He has since 
used this technique to encoyrage 
lower and faster development of 
young plants. 

Except for young plants, Wolfe 
cuts back only vigorous but un- 
gainly shrubs that can stand the 
shock. He never cuts back nicely 
shaped specimens. With those he 
occasionally removes a new shoot 
to keep the stems from becoming 
an unsightly forest. 

The moundlike habit of a plant 
which has been cut back often 
gives it greater value in carrying 
out a garden design, and although | 
cutting may sacrifice bloom the 
next year, it is not unusual for the 
hybrids to flower generously on 
new stems. 





How to buy tree peonies 


Although tree peony stocks are | 
not at a peak, price may still deter-— 
mine which plants you start out | 
with. Whatever your budget, it pays | 
to buy only nursery-grown plants 
from a reliable grower. If the low 
prices of young imported plants 
tempt you, be absolutely certain 
that they have been grown at least | 
a year in this country. The mor-— 
tality rate for young plants is high | 
the first year after shipping. 

Responsible growers sell plants | 
only after they have flowered at 
least once in the nursery. This may | 
take seven years or longer with | 
plants raised from seed, and at | 
least one nursery dealing in seed- | 
grown plants of the Japanese type 
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' 
prefers to sell only ten-year-old 
‘plants. Naturally, the older it is, 
‘the more a tree peony costs. 

Two- to three-year-old plants are 
at the lower end of the grafted- 
plant price scale. They seldom 
flower the first year after planting. 
Plants four or five years old usu- 
ally do, and larger plants almost 
always do. However, peonies grow 
slowly and the best flowers don’t 
begin to appear until after the 
plant has become well established. 
_ Special catalog offers sometimes 
give the person unfamiliar with 
tree peonies an opportunity to buy 
named plants by color at lower 
prices than would be necessary if 
particular varieties were specified. 
Quality of such plants varies with 
the reputation of the grower, but 
this is usually a good way to begin. 
With more experience, the best way 
to choose new plants is to see them 
in flower. This may be in nurseries, 
private collections which are often 
opened to the public for a day or 
two during the peak of bloom, or 
the several display gardens across 
the country. 

In the gardens where some of 
the old. heavy-headed, bomblike 
“Chinese” and “European” kinds 
are still grown, you will quickly 
note the superiority of those that 
came directly from Japan, without 
development in Europe. 

The original single tree peony 
grew in China, but early improve- 
ments occurred largely in Japan. 
When tree peonies reached Europe 
at a much later date, a frenzy of 
development began there, and the 
resulting varieties are called Euro- 


pean hybrids. When Americans be- 
came interested, they imported 
plants from both Europe and direct 
from Japan. The latter, which we 
speak of as the Japanese peonies, 
are still single or semi-deuble. 
Because the flowers are held proud- 
ly upright, at or above the level of 
the foliage, they make a better dis- 
play than the nodding doubles. 
Also, the over-doubled flowers are 
not sufficiently functional to close 
at night and thus fade much sooner. 
Another disadvantage of the heavy 
European hybrids in this country 
is that they frequently burst into 
premature growth on warm days in 
late winter, only to be frozen later. 

Professor Saunders began 
resulting in more refined and 
upstanding hybrids.

A clear polyethylene coaster that 
fits under tub-type planters is com- 
pletely concealed but protects car- 
pet from moisture. 


Guard carpeting against parched 
air, a prevalent heating-season sit- 
uation. If the air in your room is 
not at the correct relative humidity, 
it draws moisture from textile 
fibers just as it does from wood 
surfaces. The result can be dam- 
aging to carpet fibers and even 
shorten carpet life. 


This brush is called a “pilater.” 
Its plastic teeth keep carpet pile 
brushed upright. Used periodically, 
it lengthens wear expectancy by 
directing the impact of foot traffic 
on tuft ends instead of on sides. 





Good underlay pads make rugs 
and carpets more comfortable un- 
derfoot, sometimes help anchor 
them to the floor, but. most impor- 
tant of all, they serve as a buffer 
against wear and actually prolong 
carpet life. There are more types 
available today than ever before. 
In addition to the 100% hair. hair 
and felt, and slab rubber types, 
there are molded and flat latex, 
foam latex (flat or rippled), and 
polyurathene foam. Foot comfort 
and rug thickness should govern 
your choice. Before buying carpet, 
try it with a piece of the underlay 
you have in mind to make sure the 
team is right for your comfort pref- 
erence. A good rule of thumb is a 
thin pad for a thick carpet and a 
thick pad for a thin one. Resilience 
and buoyancy are a very good thing 
if not overdone. 


Imperfect casters on furniture 
can almost chew up carpet pile. 
Those on beds moved daily for 
making are especially apt to pro- 
duce wear. The safest thing is to 
replace any casters on furniture 
you buy with the best available. 
Only plastic wheels are safe for 
surfaces. There 
kinds ranging from light-duty crys- 


nap are many 
tal polystyrene for serving carts to 
super-duty wheels molded of high- 
impact phenolics used for pianos. 
Rubber wheels, although best on 
hard floors, can leave marks on car- 


peting, and also impede the casters’ 
swivel action on rugs, causing fric- 
tion and twisting out the pile. Free 
swivel action is absolutely neces- 
sary on pile surfaces. 


For heavy furniture that is fre- 
quently moved, don’t settle for a 
wheel that is less than two inches 
in diameter and one inch in tread 
width. You can best protect your 
carpet investment by using casters 
having ball bearings that operate 





on two levels (above). You pay 
about $4.50 for a set of four of this 
type compared to a possible $1.50 
for the conventional type of ball- 
bearing casters. Price is your safest 
guide in buying. For maximum ef- 
ficiency 
caster 


you can use the piano 
(below) that distributes 
weight over the broadest possible 
area. These are especially suitable 
for glideway beds. Any frequently 
moved beds should have casters. 
But when making beds each day, 
try to path slightly, 
however, to protect the carpeting 
in this area.

distances and the trunk roads that 
carry so many tourists through it 
in their race from Paris to the sea, 
Provence remains almost virgin 
travel ground. With its density of 
old hill towns knit together by an 
excellent system of back roads, it 
is an inexhaustible delight for the 
walker or for the driver who likes 
to improvise. The towns are small 
and unspoiled, the inns plentiful 
and good, the air of the countryside 
is an aromatic honey-colored ele- 
ment peopled with innumerable rel- 
ics of Rome. the Middle Ages, and 
the Renaissance. 

Provence cannot be seen in three 
days on the way to Cannes or Nice. 
It should be seen whole, as a com- 
position, a work of art—unique, 
strong, and full. In its luminous, 
mystical plains and mountain 
strongholds. on hilltops and along 
its lush shore, the art and craft of 
twenty-five centuries endure, with 
2 wholeness and continuity un- 
equaled elsewhere in Europe. 

Long before France was France, 
Provence was a center of force and 
culture. Its Greek and Roman cities 
were powers in the Mediterranean 
world; its fortified towns—now 
nalf-forgotten hill villages—were 
the cores of great feudal king- 
doms; its Mediaeval center, Avig- 
non, was the cultural and religious 
heart of the western world. Aix, 
with its elegant mansions of rose- 
pink stone, was one of the great 
cities of southern Europe in the 
17th and 18th Centuries. Today it 
is the loveliest city of France after 
Paris. And even before the Greeks 
came to settle, around 600 B.C.. 
there was a vigorous Ligurian-Cel- 
tic civilization here. whose sculp- 
ture and artifacts (now in the mua- 
seums of Aix and Marseille) have 
been found in excavations at Ent- 
remont. in the hills near Aix. 

The riches endure. Almost every 
village has its Roman remains, its 
ruined fortress, its chateau (many 
as splendid as those of the Loire 
Valley. and more numerous). Many 
p0thers have fine old houses con- 
verted to museums full of arts and 
nandcrafts, folklore and archaeo- 
logical finds. In all of these treas- 
ures Provence is richer than the 
rest of France. richer in fact than 
any comparable area of Europe.

carefree off-season traveler that 
rarest of travel pleasures, the op- 
portunity to move around im- 
promptu from one miniature world 
to another, yet to find* himself at 
all times deep in the atmosphere of 
another world, tasting one good 
slice of the local life after another. 

Almost every important town has 
one or more of these characterful 
inns in or near it. Across the 
Rhéne from Avignon stand the 
massive feudal strongholds and the 
Renaissance palaces of Villeneuve, 
and in the maze of this picturesque 
old town is an ancient priory which 
has become an inn in the true local 
style, with paneled rooms full of 
Provencal antiques and a sheltered 
courtyard where one may eat mag- 
nificently (H6étel Le Prieuré in Vil- 
leneuve-les-Avignons). One can re- 
peat this experience—with varia- 
tions—in Arles, at the Jules César, 
once a 17th-century convent, whose 
sidewalk restaurant has a lovely 
Carmelite chapel for background; 
in Aix at the Roy Renée, or the 
Thermes Sextius, where there are 
Roman baths on the grounds; in 
Saint-Rémy, at the Hotel Les An- 
tiques, an 18th-century house with 
painted ceilings, the original mir- 
rors, etc.; and in Nimes, at two 
modest comfortable places—the 
Imperator and the Cheval Blanc— 
which stand, respectively, near one 
of the loveliest gardens in France 
and facing a Roman arena more 
impressive than the one in Rome. 
A dozen other towns. all the way 
from Digne in its bowl of wooded 
mountains to the chic of the Rivi- 
era at Saint-Tropez or Antibes, can 
offer comparable delights of bed 
and_ board. 

An even greater pleasure than a 
hotel in a Mediaeval town is an inn 
perched high in a hill village or 
lost deep in a countryside full of 
ruins, seeming very far from it all, 
yet actually within a few miles of 
towns, cafés, museums, etc. These, 
too, are plentiful; some luxurious, 
some modest, some very simple, 
but all very close to the local life 
and its tradition of good living.

The second best entrée to Pro- 
vengal interiors lies in the museum- 
houses. In an astonishing number 
of towns (and even of villages), 
one finds these surprisingly rich 
(yet gratifyingly small) museums, 
so unpretentious and so close to 
the original spirit of the venerable 
mansions and castles that house 
them. Paintings, costume, folklore 
materials, furniture, archaeological 
artifacts, handerafts, etc., in hand- 
some settings that range all the 
way from Aix, one of France’s 
great museum towns, to the soli- 
tary manor house called Le Mas- 
Soubeyran, lost in the mountains of 
the Cevennes near Anduze, a 17th= 
century center of Protestant resist- 
ance with even its kitchen pre- 
served intact. 

Motorists driving south from 
Paris should plan to stop over in 
the important textile center of 
Lyon, which is celebrating its 
2000th anniversary year. This is a 
city renowned for its restaurants, 
and so rich in museums as to rival 
Paris itself. The Beaux Arts is one 
of Europe’s great museums. The 
Museum of Decorative Arts, in dn 
18th-century hotel, is packed with 
fine furniture, tapestries, objects 
d’art, lace, costumes, silverware 
and faience. The Museum of Tex- 
tiles, in another elegant hétel par- 
ticulier, holds the most remarkable 
collection of its kind in the world: 
Coptic, Byzantine, and Sassanide 
materials; Mohammedan design 
from Egypt, Persia, Sicily; samples 
of the finest materials woven in 
Lyon from the 16th Century to the 
present, etc. And there are seven 
other museums, on the same high 
level.

@ Plant a ground cover at the base of a tree and you benefit 
the gardener, the garden, and the tree itself: You save work by 
eliminating the tedious chores of hand-trimming grass around 
the trunk and mowing where surface roots make the ground 
uneven. You add beauty at ground level to match or contrast 
with the foliage or flowers of the tree. And you start a living 
mulch to keep soil open for water and air, limit weed growth, 
and reduce surface evaporation. 

If you use low evergreen ground covers like vinca, ivy, or 
pachysandra, about all the care they need is an annual top 
shearing or trimming at the edges. Flowering plants, like pan- 
sies or alyssum, require more attention but, in the long run, 
can also be counted as labor-savers under a tree. Your nursery- 
man will recommend plants vigorous enough to compete with 


tree roots without taking too much of their nutriment. 





Base planting dramatizes small trees by setting them off 
sharply against a plain background.

e In England they consider the 
asparagus bed a lifetime invest- 
ment. But, for all the agreement on 
its longevity and its peerless posi- 
tion among vegetables, there is lit- 
tle unanimity among the experts as 
to the best way to grow it. 

The genus Asparagus has many 
species, possibly as many as 150. 
Some are woody shrubs; some are 
vines like the twining and lovely 
asparagus fern of the florist. A. 
sprengeri is an easy and satisfac- 
tory house plant; if its seed is sown 
in February, it will flower in fra- 
grant pink in June and gleam with 
red berries at Christmas. The flor- 
ist’s “smilax” is Asparagus aspara- 
goides in botanical language. Some, 
_ like our domestic species, A. Offici- 
nalis, have reduced their leaves to 
rudiments; those ethereal fronds 
are stems which have adapted 
_ themselves to the duties of leaves. 
All the experts agree it will grow 
in most soils, including the salt 
and alkali soils of the West. As it 
is a long-lived perennial, it is best 
to plant it in a sunny spot behind 
things where it can grow undis- 
turbed. The delicate fronds may 
| grow eight feet tall, and make a 
| fine background for any garden. 
| The fat roots may delve eight feet 
into the subsoil, in time, and spread 

so wide that rows should be five 
feet apart and five feet from any 
other planting. Let that be dedi- 
cated earth after the first year; 
short-season crops can be grown 
there the first year. If you have 
ever tasted asparagus right from 
the garden, you will agree that the 
word “dedicated” is but slight ex- 
aggeration. Asparagus loses 
natural sweet flavor almost as fast 
as corn. If you must pick it before 
the pot is boiling, stash it into the 
refrigerator at once. The best way

or greenhouse, or by mail order. 
The first question is this: How 
deep do you set the roots? 
Choose your depth, anywhere be- 
tween one inch and fifteen, and I 
will find an authority for it. How- 
ever, this afternoon I consulted 
what I imagine is the best of all 
authorities, the practice of aspara- 





gus on its own. I know a place 
where asparagus has volunteered 
from seed broadcast by a nearby 
cultivated bed. I dug up a couple 
of roots. The crowns were three 
inches below the surface in sandy 


| loam on top of a little slope. 


Suppose, then, that we dig our 
trench three inches deep. It must 
be a foot wide so that the roots 
may be spread adequately. I see 
no reason for digging down to place 
the fertilizer, for the fat roots 
spread horizontally over a wide 








area. However, do not allow chemi- 
cal fertilizer or fresh manure to 
touch the roots at planting, for they 
may burn the roots and cause a 
little set-back. 

I had long thought that it was 
necessary to own a manure pile in 
order to grow asparagus with suc- 
cess, but in a bulletin from one of 
the most famed of agricultural ex- 
tension services I found this state- 
ment addressed to home gardeners: 
“The asparagus bed should be ferti- 
lized the same as the rest of the 
garden.” Nothing more, nothing 
less. 

In another bulletin from the 
same service addressed to truck 
farmers I found the recommenda- 
tion to prepare the land in advance 
with “cover crops and manure” and, 
before planting, to put in a pound 
of 8-16-16 fertilizer for each seven 
crowns. The latter advised also a 
pH of 6.0 to 6.8 “at all times,” and 
also before each cutting season a 
rather heavy treatment with a 10- 
10-10 fertilizer and, after cutting, 
a light dose of nitrogen. Others 
commend a 5-8-7 or 6-10-4 formula, 
so I think you might as well use 
whatever complete fertilizer you 
have around the barn. 

Some say that the annual feeding 
should be done before cutting, some 
after, so why don’t we agree to 
give half before cutting and half 
afterward. If use chemicals. 
this means two hefty handfuls for 
each plant at each application.

enthusiastic gardener, Inez Robb, 
in ecstasy. The same goes for com- 
post, old sawdust, leaves that have 
decayed over winter, and other rot- 
ting things. A handful of bone 
meal along with a pint, say, of 
wood ashes per plant could only 
build increment for next harvest. 


Ruth Stout, in How To Have a 
Green Thumb Without an Aching 
Back, describes a bed that requires 
neither fertilizer nor manure. She 
planted her bed in the days of the 
deep trench, but she has since 
conyerted to the all-organic sect. 
She keeps it under a deep mulch, 
six or eight inches of straw, hay, 
or leaves, and adds only lime when 
it is needed. This is her prescrip- 
tion for all of her garden and her 
only prescription. The mulch, con- 
tinually decaying, continually re- 
plenished, provides all the richness 
the soil needs, she avows. 


Asparagus needs lime, and the 
pH mentioned above, 6.0 to 6.8, 
would be satisfactory. If you do not 
garden in the alkali regions of the 
West or in hardwater country, bet- 
ter throw some lime into your as- 
paragus bed. Or, better still, have 
the soil tested by your county agent 
and do what the man recommends. 

Some say that asparagus does 
not need as much water as the 
majority of garden crops, but this 
is not unanimous. However, all the 
experts agree that it must have 
good drainage. 


OW FAR apart should the roots 


-& be placed? I would give mine 


| eighteen inches, but a little more 


or less won’t hurt. How many roots 
should you buy? I choose a dozen 
for each deserving person, unless 
you wish to freeze or can some of 
it. For some reason, home-grown 
vegetables properly frozen seem 
much superior to the grocery’s froz- 
en truck. Some writers recommend 
the Raritan or Viking varieties, and 


| most like the Washington family, 


which consists of Mary, Martha, 
and Waltham Washington. All of 
these strains resist the serious dis- 


| ease of asparagus, rust. 


The roots are reliably hardy 
against winter, though a sharp frost 
will damage the young spears. In- 
deed, the roots require an annual 
period of dormancy; in the South- 
west where gardens live by irriga- 
tion and winters are mild, the gar- 
dener must bring on this dormancy 
by withholding water. In frostproof 


| Florida and Louisiana asparagus 


is not a practical crop, for these 
regions have neither drought nor 


winter, and the roots cannot get 
their proper rest. Asparagus can be 
planted in the fall over a good part 
of the country, or in the deeper 
South in winter. 


Whether you buy one-year-olds 
or grow them from seed (which 
seems to me an unnecessary labor), 
not until their third spring, after 
their second birthday, so to speak, 
is it wise to harvest any of the 
spears, and then for only two 
weeks. The next year and there- 
after the harvest may continue for 
eight weeks. These limits are es- 
sential. The delicate fronds must 
be allowed to mature each summer 
in order to store food for the next 
year’s growth. The spears are best 
at six inches to a foot tall. 


FTER the cherry trees bloom, 
keep the asparagus bed under 
daily shoots 
really shoot. The old-fashioned as- 
paragus knife is useful for cutting 
dandelions out of the lawn, but not 
for asparagus. Once we spent half 
an hour of craftsman-careful labor 
cutting a mess of asparagus; now 
we simply break off the shoots at 
a suitable length, and gather the 
day’s harvest in five minutes. 
Some gardeners allow the stems 
to stand all winter, some cut them 
down and leave them on the patch 
as a mulch, and some delinquent 
ones burn them. The winter mulch 
is an idea, but it is better if it is 
heavier than stems alone provide. 
Two species of asparagus beetle 
sometimes cause trouble, one bluish 
black, with a sort of Piet Mondrian 
marking in red and yellow. The 
other is bright orange with black 
spots. They lay black eggs on the 
tops, standing them on end in rows. 
Both the adults and the overstuffed 
worms, done in wet Ivy-League 
gray, devour the foliage. Rotenone 
is the tried eradicator for these. 
However, it is easy to knock the 
larva off the tops of the plants, and 
they never gain strength to climb 
back. If you can let chickens run 
in the patch, you have at hand the 
most profitable bug-destroying sys- 


surveillance—the 


tem. If you employ chickens, how- 
ever, don’t use an insecticide. 

Growing good asparagus comes 
down to one important matter: 
Keep the roots well fed. This is a 
hungry crop. The planting is just a 
trifle more burdensome than plant- 
ing other crops, but after that, for 
the next twelve or, maybe, fifty 
years, you may enjoy the finest of 
spring vegetables while Lady Na- 
ture does the work.

problem; other carpeting is laid 
originally with a loose fit to make 
re-laying after cleaning easier. A 
reliable carpet cleaner can take 
extra precautions to prevent, shrink- 
age, but it still remains a possible 
source of trouble. 

Even if you are lucky enough to 
have a high-class carpet cleaning 
specialist who measures it. tacks it 
to a frame the same size. washes 
and rinses it thoroughly, and power 
dries it, there may still be a mini- 
mum of shrinkage in your carpet. 
So what do you do then? 

If you have not bought extra car- 
pet for such an emergency, you 
can be in trouble. We think it is 
wiser to have a little surplus on 
hand—not only the scraps left from 
the initial laying, but a little extra 
yardage—saved for the numerous 
emergencies that arise over the 
seven to fifteen years carpeting 
lasts. Then, when you finally de- 
cide you have to send the carpet 
out to be professionally washed, 
send the extra pieces to be washed, 
too, so the nap and sheen will be 
the same. Later, when you find you 
have an inch or two of shrinkage, 
you can cut this surplus into filler 
strips to bridge the gap. 

Some carpets have more stretch 
than others—from the tension used 
in the original weaving. Also, if 
the carpet was stretched to its max- 
imum with a power-kicker when 
first laid, it will have no hidden 
slack waiting to be brought out in 
the laying after washing. In better- 
grade carpets, the full strength of 
a power-kicker may bring back as 
much as two or three inches of a 
shrunken rug. 

The catch is: You can’t be sure 
ahead of time about any of this. So 
we say, be ready with a little extra 


on hand for piecing and ‘filling 
should the necessity arise. © 

How would you go about piecing 
the carpet? With carpet tape and 
a carpet glue these strips must first 
be butted to the old carpet before 
it is re-laid. Raw edges of old car- 
pet and the new carpet should be 
latexed to keep them from ravel- 
ing. The free side of the new strip 
is then affixed to the tackless strip 
on which the original carpet was 
fastened. If the carpet has some 
texture and depth of pile, the seams 
should not be apparent. Care must 
also be taken to see that the direc- 
tion of the weave for both old and 
new carpeting is the same, other; 
wise there will be a noticeable 
difference. 

As great a problem as cleaning 
is the problem of tracking. Unless 
you have a perfectly square room. 
you just can’t turn a wall-to-wall 
carpet to compensate for a path 
that’s been walked across it or to 
hide the worn spots at the doorway 
and in front of the couch. You may 
also find that carpet colors have 
faded in areas exposed to strong 
sunlight coming through modern 
window walls. 

One way to make a tacked-down 
rug more mobile is to use a basic 
rectangle and to have the jogs in 
the room made up as_ separate 
pieces to be taped on. Simply un- 
tape the jogs when you want to 
turn the rectangle around. Another 
trick is to change your furniture’ 
arrangement occasionally to form 
new traffic lanes, thus equalizing 
the wear on the carpet. 

With these facts of wall-to-wall 
life in mind, you'll be in a better 
position to judge whether. in your 
particular case, its benefits out- 
weigh its disadvantages.

The dilemma until now. For yéars, people 
selecting a high-fidelity system faced this 
problem: Should they accept inferior sound 
reproduction in a console they liked?

IVE NEVER SEEN” 


“I have a son that I have never seen, whose language I do not 
speak and who does not understand mine. 


Today, and every summer day, tourists from many lands throng 
the town of Delphi in Greece. They come to view those scenes made 
sacred through literature and history.

These 
children know no real home. They never have enough to eat. They 
have no proper clothes. They share but little love. They have no 
medical attention. There is no provision for their education. They 
have no future as we understand that term. 


There is in our country an organization known as The Foster 
Parents’ Plan. Through this Plan you may adopt one of these 
children. You may make yourself responsible for the health and 
education of one these little ones. You may become a father or a 
mother in reality. You may know the joy and satisfaction a child’s 
letters bring. You can know that somewhere in the world a child’s 
prayers, on your behalf, rise like sweet incense to the Infinite. And 
you can see in your own life how they are answered.”

A Richer

@® Last spring. when Frank Lloyd Wright was nearing the 
completion of his 90th year of life and his 70th year in 
the practice of architecture, he suddenly died. His office 
had a great abundance of work, about 20 million dollars 
worth, for 33 clients. Which is to say that plenty of 
people understood what he had been telling and showing 
the world about possibilities for better living through 
the means of a new architecture. 

The death of a great genius causes those who are left 
behind to stop short and try to assess what has been lost, 
as well as what has been left behind as the man’s heritage 
to us and to posterity. 

The purpose of this issue of House BEAUTIFUL is to 
evaluate what we all have gained from the creative genius 
as well as the fighting power of this remarkable man. 
For he was as much a crusading social thinker as he was 
a designer. And 100 years from now he will undoubtedly 
loom like a Titan on the 20th-century scene.

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The Essence of 
Frank Lloyd Wright's 


Contribution

@ Millions of words have been written about 
Frank Lloyd Wright, in dozens of languages used 
wherever books are published. Wright’s own books 
have’ been translated into 7 other languages. 

Yet, despite such an outpouring of words by 
him and others, he is hard to encompass. The 
personal character of the man, his 70 years of 
high creative production, and his many and 
diverse activities in all phases of life are so beyond 
ordinary terms of human measurement that most 
writers and observers have dealt with only a 
fraction of him. He was always overflowing the 
boundaries of categories to which critics and 
commentators had assigned him. 

In short, he would not classify. He was too 
big, too prolific in so many areas to be analyzed 
and assigned to academic pigeonholes, no matter 
how numerous the number of pigeonholes. 

One reason he could not be classified was be- 
cause he did not, himself, distinguish between 
artistic impulse, social motive, and_ technical 
soundness. To Wright they were indivisible. He 
always acted, spoke, and designed out of a total 
grasp of the situation. (Many men grasp only 
what is least important in the situation.) He 
could not look at anything, whether it was a 
spoon or a city, without seeing it in the biggest 
possible lrame of reference -meaning in the 


frame of 20th-century tec hnologies and our demo- 





cratic socia coals. Ile Saw the oneness of every- 
thing: man in relation to his universe. He saw 
the whole, but he also saw the parts—all the 


parts, down to the littlest things, such as why 





an ordinary sidewalk had cracked. 


So to him architecture and a democratic culture 
were indivisible. Without an environment which 
would let each individual man grow and develop 
the greatest potential within him, democracy 
would be nothing but a hollow political term. 
Wright considered architecture as a powerful 
tool for aiding and encouraging man to achieve 
personal heights never before reached in the 
history of mankind. 

The flowering of mankind was his goal and 
architecture was his tool. And he used the broad- 
est definition of the word “architecture.” 

How broad was his meaning of the term is best 


explained in a letter he recently wrote to a four- 


teen-year-old boy who had written asking for Mr. 
Wright’s definition of “architect.” 
Dear Mr. Philip, 


My definition of Architect: 


arch = chief or highest (i.e. archbishop, archetype = 
Master)

Along with his buildn 2s nd his books, one of his most 


fruitful accomplishments is the school he conducted as part 


of his establishment, which he called Taliesin (pronounced 
tahly-es-sin). Here, since 1932, more than 500 men and 
women have studied not only architecture but the bigger 
art of being a full, rounded, disciplined person. They re- 
ceive a very personal kind of education—more personal 
than they can find anywhere else in America, probably. To 
learn architecture is obviously the main reason people 
come to Taliesin, but what they learn in addition is like 
a cross-section of Wright’s own life. 

They are expected to learn, to do adequately with their 
own hands all the construction trades that are involved 
with modern building. because they will need to know these 
skills when they design and supervise the construction of a

@ A man who is repeatedly called a genius for a good 
part of his lifetime could become hopelessly spoiled 
and a captive of his own reputation. Frank Lloyd 
Wright undoubtedly heard, but he lived so completely 
by his own standards that he did not even accept the 
world’s definition of the word. 

“I am not really a genius,” he once said. “I just 
have longer antennae than other people.” 

To hundreds of thousands of present-day Americans, 
who knew him only through the newspapers and his nu- 
merous appearances on television, Frank Lloyd Wright 
was the personification of architecture as well as an 
incorrigible genius. They held an affection for him 
generally reserved for their sports heroes and enter- 
tainment idols. To them he was a somewhat foolhardy 
spirit who had dared the gods for reasons which they 
were not prepared to understand or to appreciate. But 
they did appreciate his having dared. To them he 
represented their idea of an American. He was the 
person who many of them, in their innermost hearts, 
would have desired to be and were not: an iconoclast.

@frank Lloyd Wright’s most important contribution to 
architecture is the one always sensed and enjoyed by the 
people in one of his buildings but seldom understood. 
They feel that there is a different quality in his work, 
but they do not know what it is, Essentially it is what 
he referred to as “a true liberation of life and light 
within walls.” 

Architects readily acknowledge that he helped to 
liberate architecture, in that he helped to free it from 
its bondage to the past, and that he has, from his own 
daring example, given encouragement to others to work 
with new materials, new techniques and new structural 
forms. 

But he has also shown that it is possible to build a 
sense of liberation into a building. This “liberation” 
is not so much in the material form of the building as 


it is in the effect it has as an environment upon those 


living in it. 
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The exterior form of the house, with its broad-eaved, low- 
peaked roofs, says shelter to those approaching it. It 
suggests an inviting atmosphere of intimate privacy. It 
is snuggled close to the ground on the uphill side (seen 
in view from street, photo below) to keep it nearer to the 
ground on the downhill side, seen in the sketch above. 









The carport, at left of photo, is near the level of the street 


and above the general floor level of 


the house. From it 


steps lead to a paved terrace separated by a masonry sereen 


(in lower photos) into the entrance and living areas.

The outdoer entrance area, which guests 
enter down steps at the right, provides 
a covered connection between the carport 
and the enclosed area of the house. The 
entrance to the outdoor living area is 
near the center of the picture. See how 
the masonry piers and the planting in 
the openings is an effective screen be- 
tween these adjoining outdoor areas, yet 
it does not inhospitably say “‘stay out.” 


On the living terrace, although in the 
out-of-doors, one has a sense of being 
protected, but not shut in. The large 
live oak around which the house was 
planned forms a non-restricting shelter 
overhead, and the screen, seen from the 
opposite site in the photo above, with its 
openness and interweaving of plants and

One sees this view as he goes from the 
public entrance area to the private liv- 
ing area of the terrace.

In the plan one can see numerous exam- 
ples of the ways in which spaces, both 
inside and outside, are interwoven and 
interpenetrated to become one continu- 
ous space, how a space may have a sense 
of pushing or pulling in relation to an 
adjoining space setting up a dynamic in- 
teraction between them.

Architect Aaron Green, in designing this house for 
Mr. and Mrs. M. W. Bartholomew, has used some of the 
techniques of planning and building which Mr. Wright 
discovered and developed in his desire to give this liber- 
ating quality to building. You will also find some of 
these techniques incorporated in the other houses in 
this issue. 

These techniques developed out of a desire to make of 
a house something more than the defensive device which 
our ancestors had known and needed. In general the out- 
side was something hostile against which one surrounded 
himself with a protective shell. Houses, as they had de- 
veloped through the centuries, had become, in essence, 
a collection of these protective shells. But walls which 
shut out enemies and wild animals also shut in their 
occupants. And, before the extensive manufacture of glass,

Wright’s more human approach to shelter was

Space created inside is what mattered most to Frank 
Lloyd Wright. In the meeting room of the Unitarian 
church in Madison, below, a great soaring roof rises 
over the speaker’s rostrum and choir balcony in 
a form similar to hands in prayer. Upward sweep 
toward open end of room creates an expansive in- 
terior space that instills repose and optimism in 
contrast to the usual awesome church interior. Roof 


extends beyond to cut out sky glare, letting natural 
scene be present as the background for worship. 





® The big difference between the Wrightian point of view 
and all other schools of thought (whether Modern or Tradi- 
tional) lies in what is considered the main goal. Modernists 
and Traditionalists both put the appearance of the outside 
of the building, as seen from the street, as the number one 
consideration. 

Wright believed that the interior space should be the 
prime consideration, and to make it interesting, poetic, and 
uplifting should be the basis for the whole design. Whether 
it is a living room, church, or office, Wright felt that the 
inside space could be formed in such a way as to create an 
atmosphere that could lift everyday human activities and 
give significance, delight, and dignity to the life the struc- 
ture sheltered. 

This difference, seemingly slight to a layman, is a dis- 
tance as far as north and south poles. The other Modernists 
and Traditionalists start with the “look” of the building 
rather than how it works, feels, and lives. They take a form 
and fit man’s activities into it. Wright starts with the 
desire to make a great circumstance (Please turn the page)

In a Wright interior the eye is never stopped 
by a dead end.

The three-dimensional quality of space distinguishes Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
work. Engineering skill like the reinforced concrete structure of the Florida 
Southern College Chapel, below, is not used as a tour de force or relied on 
as a satisfactory end in itself, but as a means to gain the desired atmosphere. 
In this room concrete has been exploited to the fullest in cantilevered slabs 
and masonry walls, the blocks pierced for colored glass insets. 





Hollow glass tubes line the framework of this circular domed 
skylight. Random lengths of tubing are connected with small 
glass inserts adding a dewdrop glitter to the design. The arch 


of the dome itself is also consiructed of circular elements. 


The whole geometric abstraction is a shimmering decoration 


for the space below, endlessly varying according to the light 
of the sky. As seen below, at three different times of day,

@ A poet who wrote his sonnets in syllables of stone— 
that was Frank Lloyd Wright. He was no foe of the fune- 
tional. Indeed, he insisted that a building always work well. 
But with a poet’s insight he perceived that man’s greatest 
need is spiritual—to feel himself one with the universe, 
in closer contact with beauty, truth, and the mysterious, 
abiding forces that are all about him. 

Wright knew, as Alfred North Whitehead has said, that 
“the soul suffers claustrophobia,’ that every human being 
feels there is more in him than his situation allows to 
come out. So Wright thought we should live in surroundings 
that more nearly reflect our own private, wonderful esti- 
mate of ourselyes—many-faceted and deep, responding won- 
drously to the multitude of life’s stimuli of mood, people, 
light, health, and seasons, music, the news—yes, all the 
experiences of life. 

To Wright, architecture’s great goal was to surround man 
in his daily life with opportunities for this break-through. 
Wood and stone, steel and glass must direct the eye to 
sights and sensations that invite the soul. A soaring roof 
line can elevate the heart; a vista opening to sunlit space or 
to Nature’s restful green can restore the spirit. 

This is perhaps Wright’s greatest legacy. It’s the principle 
that created this cottage of only 842 square feet, the home 
of John H. Howe, a member of Taliesin Associated Architects. 
Working closely with Wright for 27 years, he has grasped

In Wrightian houses, 
light is a new, 
delightful dimension 


It is almost as if Wright rediscovered 
the fabulous, constantly changing 
beauty of light. In the home of Mrs. 
J. G. Ashman, Midland, Mich., de- 
signed by Wright-trained Alden Dow, 
sunbeams, dappled shadows, or moody 
mistiness surround even mundane 
chores with a quality of enchantment. 
Glass-glazed roof of long gallery (left) 
brings in summertime light filtered 
through leafy trees outside.

The poetry of space enclosed yet open, of transparent walls 
that free rather than confine, of height that elevates the 
spirit yet never dwarfs man—these Wrightian concepts 
are all inherent in the Wayfarer’s Chapel, Palos Verdes, 
Calif. It is the design of Lloyd Wright, one of his father’s 
most sensitive students. High on a promontory overlook- 


Wright, like all poets, was exhorting his fellow men to realize 
their own mysterious greatness as sentient living creatures. He 
was saying that the sheltering space in which you live can— 
and should—reveal to you what a wondrous, rich and reassuring 
experience it can be to be a human being. If his message was 
sometimes misunderstood and misinterpreted, it was because 
architecture had never previously been presented as a medium 
for freeing the individual and for putting man into personal, 
intimate contact with his universe.

Wrights Way with Little Things

@ A great many people pay lip service to the idea that you 
should make your home and your life a work of art. 

But nobody ever developed this precept as fully as did 
Frank Lloyd Wright. He applied his discriminating eye and 
mind to the smallest things. as well as the biggest. He 
sought out beauty in all categories—from automobiles and 
plows to ancient Chinese bronzes or clothes. It was just as 
important for him to have a beautifully arranged breakfast 
table as it was to build a beautiful building. 

He undertook to get beauty into life by two means: choos- 
ing beautiful objects in the first place and then arranging 
them for use in a beautiful way. This meant that everything 
to be used must be beautiful: that quality and discrimination 
must not stop at the kitchen door. Everything must count, be- 
ginning with the necessities. To him, making a good arrange- 
ment of the salt, pepper and sugar containers on the dinner 
table was as interesting a proposition and as worthy of your 
attention as creating a building. All to be seen must satisfy. 


He believed in organizing the (Please turn to page 316) 


Mr. Wright, at the age of 86, standing in front of the living- 
room entrance at Taliesin North. Jaunty, straight as a sapling, 
he belied his age in all respects. Behind him you can see pierced 
and carved wood Chinese panels set into the glazed foyer. This 
is very typical of the way he made architectural use of art 
antiquities, putting them to work as they were originally used. 
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Desk arrangement above, which puts fine old objects to useful modern werk, 
is typical of the way Wright brought beauty to the daily necessities. A 
museum-caliber bronze Chinese cup holds pencils. Old Japanese smoking set 
holds address book, foreign dictionaries, stamp box. Modern Japanese 
lacquer boxes (hexagons) hold paper clips, rubber bands, measuring tapes, 
etc. But above all, please note the recurring hexagon motif: as painted pattern 
in the far round bowls and as three-dimensional solid hexagons in the fore- 
ground. Such a little trick! Yet it gives cohesiveness and unity to a mis- 
cellany of objects, binding them all together into an integrated whole. 


Mr. Wright had a gift for taking things that had to be and making them 
contribute as an easy, natural part of that situation. When he threw pillows 
and a blanket on a couch he made them look so inviting that you wanted to 
go immediately and lie down. It was a studied, deft touch—not a thoughtless 
one. But it was not “for effect.” Rather it was to make a casual and attrac- 
live convenience out of what was going to be there anyway. His arrangements 
were not to show off, but to make the situation inviting by making it 
irresistible. He was not saying, “‘Look at me, how clever I am!” Rather 
he was saying, ““Come, rest yourself in this pleasant situation.”

in materials 


@ Every building material, man-made or natural, has within 
its nature its own peculiar beauty. In natural materials, 
like stone and wood, this beauty is easy to see and many ways 
to take advantage of their natural qualities are fairly ob- 
vious. On the other hand, some of our modern building mate- 
rials which have tremendous latent possibilities have hard- 
ly been explored beyond the realm of engineering technic. 
This intellectual investigation and understanding is cer- 
tainly a necessary first step. But we are surrounded with 
well-built examples of modern construction that are fre- 
quently ugly and at best inoffensive. 

To go beyond practicality to something more deeply satis- 
fying requires sympathy and insight on the part of the de- 
signer—not a matter of added expense. Loveliness results 
when imagination is applied with genuine loving interest. 
Wright proved that the elements in a building, like orches- 
tration in great music, can be made powerful contributors, 
each in its own way, to the beauty of the total environment. 


All the photographs on these two pages are illustrations of 
Frank Lloyd Wright’s work in concrete. These are only a very 
few among his many and varied poetic developments of this 
material. Below, the flowing continuity of reinforced concrete 
is combined with biock masonry with serene fluidity. Residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. David Wright.

The Campus of Florida Southern College, de- 
signed in 1936, is a complex of detached build- 
ings connected by covered esplanades, all of 
poured concrete and block masonry. Designed 
to be built without highly skilled laber, they 
demonstrate the variety that can be achieved 
in form and enrichment within a consistent 
grammar.

This building, designed by Alfred Browning Parker, shows that he 
understood Frank Lloyd Wright’s attitude about materials. Here 
he has used concrete, appropriately and imaginatively, and raised 
it above the average and ordinary usage of this common material. 
By the use of pierced concrete block, he has made it into a lacy 


filigree, reminiscent of a trellis, yet capable of being glazed. 





Constructed entirely of poured concrete and specially 


east block units, the building has a serene and inviting 
appearance. Long uninterrupted horizonta! lines give 
it a graceful simplicity and quiet repose in the landscape. 
In contrast to plain surfaces, walls of pierced block form 
big areas of over-all pattern. The grille-like openwork of 
these glazed walls creates a veiled, intriguing mystery. 
Block walls are reinforced with steel bars both vertically 
and horizontally, and reinforcing channels are filled with 
poured concrete. The result is a warp-and-weft fabric 
strong enough to bear the weight of a concrete reof.

Ethereal rainbow tints flood ornamental richness through the 
interior.

‘mellow glow that spreads a quiet tapestry of soft color and 
pattern inside. The long narrow proportion of the block units 
gives a predominantly horizontal stratification to these walls, 
visuaily dramatizing the length of the long uninterrupted 
areas. Patterning of block ends, resulting in an irregular 
profile at the vertical joints, adds to horizontal look. Such 
a building obviously is air-conditioned year round. 





In this delightful setting there is a beauty that 
has nothing to do with cost, high or low. It isn’t 
due to rare, expensive, or exotic materials. It is 
the rewarding result of real understanding, applied 
by the designer, to create a beautiful circumstance 
by capitalizing on common and easily used materials.

@ The level of success of any building depends on the architect’s 
ability to develop a big concept so completely that even the 
smallest part contributes to the over-all. When this attention 
and care extend from the form and stracture of the building 
down to the smallest hardware item, the result is harmony with 
many levels of interest. When all the parts are aesthetically 
related to the bigger whole, instead of being a collection of 
miscellaneous unrelated features, the whole then becomes greater 
than the sum of its parts. 

The nature of this refinement is inevitably suggested by the 
general plan and structural pattern. Like the growth pattern 
of a plant, a theme can be developed and consistently embroi- 
dered to create an integrated whole without the distraction of 
unrelated—therefore jarring—notes. 

This full development of one theme permits a great depth of 
detail and embellishment without risk of a restless or confusing 
result. It is a matter of keeping the parts subordinate to, and 
consistent with, the whole, so they contribute appropriately in 


form and color without demanding special attention to themselves.

Litthke unobyious touches that do not 
call special attention to themselves 
nonetheless contribute to the success 
of the whole ensemble.

This room was designed with an 
underlying consistency, like measures 
in music. [t all stems from multiples 


or divisions of an 8-inch square 
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The serene impression of this room comes 

from the affinity each part has for all of 

the others. The textural richness of these 

eoncrete block walls, achieved by varying 
projections of the square and triangular units, forms a 
geometric bas-relief that is extended and amplified, by 
repetition and variation, in the forms of the built-in 
eabinets, furniture, and accessories. The eight-inch di- 
mension of the block units establishes a diagenal unit 
system that is consistently maintained in all the dimen- 
sions in the room, from the basic floor plan down to 
small details like the fireplace grate, the couch pillows, 
and the window opening. Even the round vase is cast 
to the angle of the block courses and to line up in height 
with the wall blocks. 

Like measures in music, this underlying consistency, 
in multiples and divisions of the unit, brings variety 
within unity to the room. Without being obvious or 
rigid like 2 monotonous drumbeat, it establishes an over- 
all rhythm—or unseen framework—within which all 
the parts fall together without discord. 

The pattern of the carpet (see right) is hooked on 
the bias in an abstraction based on the triangle theme, 
worked within the same unit system—a flat-lying design 
that provides warm color and pattern without distraction. 
Nesting cofiee tables also play their part in the total 
design.

The Open Plan 


—a way to eain spaciousness 


By GUY HENLE 


@ By destroying the organization of space into “boxes beside boxes 
or inside boxes called rooms,” Wright gave us the Open Plan. In 
doing so, he laid bare one of the many contradictory elements in 
the nature of man: the emotional desire for liberating space vs. 
the primitive need for shelter and privacy. But so great was Wright's 
understanding that his open-plan houses provided both. “I declared 
the whole lower floor as one room,” he said, “then I screened vari- 
ous portions of the big room for certain domestic purposes like 
cooking, dining, and reading.” Thus, his was an open plan, but on 
a human scale, using architectural devices to shape the space into 
useful segments. Others, unsuccessfully embracing the idea, devel- 
oped vast areas in which there was neither shelter nor privacy, 
only a sense of exposure. The house on these pages, designed by a 
former Wright student, illustrates well the Wrightian approach to 
the open plan. There are no walls or doors from the living room to 


the dining room or from the dining room (Please turn to page 298 
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Even the master bedroom can join 


the central living space 


In most open-plan houses the partition-free area does 
not touch the bedrooms. Here, because he placed the 
master bedroom adjacent to the main living space, Archi- 
tect Jones was able to join it visually to this central 
core. A four-foot-high wall opening, over ten feet wide, 
has a folding screen that glides back to reveal the 
living room. The screen is open in the photograph 
(above left) and you can look through to the TV set on 
the far wall, a distance of 48 feet. The continuation of 
the deep-grooved ceiling ties the two rooms even closer 
together. When privacy is desired, the screen is closed 
(above right). At left, a view toward the bedroom.

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Wright’s skill with orna- 
ment shows best when he 
had the chance to elaborate 
the minor and less signifi- 
eant details of a house into 
a rich brocade of design. 
This detail of the rug

tally but in the third dimen- 
sion.

Notice how, even though 
design is complex, it still 
“lies flat.”’

@ Many puritanical men have been the offspring of prof- 
ligate parents. And so many modern architects, their 
philosophy and theories conceived in an orgy of ornament 
at the turn of this century (when architecture in general 
was in a somewhat decadent state), have drawn away from 
any natural display of feeling. To them ornament is a 
mortal sin. Dry austerity is their desired ultimate. 

But Frank Lloyd Wright, fully conscious of the excesses 
of his predecessors and protesting against them, was not 
inclined to do penance for their sins, or to deny his work 
the marks of a joyful spirit. 

While other architects were being self-righteously pure 


and uncontaminated, Frank Lloyd Wright was whole-

heartedly being his exuberant self, a vigorous being with 
the human desire to carry his work to its full expression 
—including the qualifying patterns of ornament. He was 
tempted at times to excesses and fully aware of the tempta- 
tion. Ornament could be misused and overdone. It could 
be meaningless and without content, just as manners, the 
stylized bloom of human contact and social life, can be- 
come hollow form and pretense. 

But to him a building without its complement of orna- 
ment was like a face stripped of its features, an anony- 
mous skull. To him, ornament on a building was as natu- 
ral as plumage to a bird, blossoms to a plant, or music 
and poetry to the human spirit. (Please turn to page 292)

@ It is a Wrightian principle that if you confuse the bound- 
aries of a space and make the planes irregular so the 
eye is not sure where they are, you have made the space big- 
ger optically, to say nothing of more interesting. The 
limits of the confines are the limits of the eye, so don’t 
let the eye be too sure about what it sees. In other words, 
confuse the boundaries. Do not let them be obvious. 

This room in a city brownstone started with three better- 
than-average features: more than ordinary height, a nice 
fireplace and nearly a wall of window. The goal was to make 
these count, but also to cure the rather disorganized and 
jumbled entrance wall, with too many doors and openings. 

By adding a low deck, at door height, some reminder of 
human scale is brought into the room, thus making the high 
part seem higher. Also this low deck makes the room seem 
wider by emphasizing the horizontal. Optically it seems 
to be four feet wider. Compare the before and after photo- 
graphs below, on left and right. 

By carrying the deck and the Japanese screen around the 
corners, the boxy feeling was destroyed, again making the 























By adding bookshelves, more storage 
was gained. They in turn created a new 
cupboard nine inches deep by 36 
inches wide. Not a lot, but in a small 
apartment any new storage is welcome. 
And it all came about as a development 
from solving the aesthetic problem. 


room seem bigger. The bookshelves and the mirror behind 
them contribute further by annihilating your sureness about 
where the wall is. 

The series of tall, narrow folding doors, of the same 
cherry plywood as the deck, (plus the Japanese screen) read 
to the eye as one dark unit, unifying the whole end of the 
room. A group of these folding doors even partially ob- 
scure the entrance door, and since they all appear more 
like screens, presenting many planes to the eye, they con- 
tribute to the annihilation of the six customary planes of 
the box. (See article about “Exploding the Box” on page 256, 
this issue.) 

Even the dried bouquet on the deck in the upper left 
hides the real corner. 

Thus the terminations of the walls—the corners—are 
removed, optically speaking, or minimized. 

A dividend, from this kind of designing, is that it lets 
you introduce a richness of interest which is not possible 
when your goal is to emphasize the planes, as in Bauhaus 
architecture.

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These intricately patterned panels of fretwork are put to work by William 
Bernoudy, architect, in his own home, in a manner that allows them to be 
enjoyed both aesthetically and practically. Used to give seclusion to a 
sleeping area, their openness allows free circulation of air. Seen either 
in bright light or in silhouette the panels themselves have visual inter- 
est. Lighted from behind they cast intriguing patterns of shadow upon the 
walls and ceiiings. Draperies may be drawn across screen to shut out 
light from adjoining area or to create privacy and intimacy for area.

Possessions 


@ A person’s possessions may gang to- 
gether as unassimilated elements in 
his home or they may stand apart in a 
withdrawn isolation. Neither of these 
is a happy state of affairs. 

Frank Lloyd Wright has shown how 
possessions may be brought into archi- 
tecture, and, even though they are not 
strictly utilitarian objects, may be put 
to work architecturally to become a 
part of a whole, working together 
instead of floating around loose as 
disruptive and disuniting elements. 

They may be used as accents and 
punctuation such as a period or an ex- 
clamation in the architecture. They may 
serve as transitional or connective 
devices. They may be used as qualify- 
ing adjectives or adverbs in the archi- 
tectural statement. 

On these two pages are examples of 
how one Wright-trained architect, Wil- 
liam Bernoudy, has handled art posses- 


sions in his own home. 


Modern paintings, a portion of the Ber- 
noudy collection of art, are displayed on 
cloth-covered panels. a part of built-in 
book shelf and storage unit in living room. 
Panels slide for access to books and to 
make it possible to rearrange background 
for a different selection and grouping of 
pictures. The placing of large painting, 
without a frame on fireplace wall, makes 
it seem part of wall. Small paintings are 
shown against foil-covered screen, right.

Chinese fretwork panels are placed against the glass in 





the doors from living room to terrace. Here they may be 
seen from both sides. They serve to give a sense of 
intimacy to the room, doing here what the small-paned 
windows did for the colonial house. Pattern of panel 
also softens rigid form of glass opening, acting as a 
transition between architecture and forms of Nature. 


A fragment of Oriental wood carving, has 
been incorporated into the rail of stair 
to a lower level. Rail was designed to 
display carving to advantage, holding it 
where it can be seen from both sides, and 
yet making it seem a part of building. 
Note also how the painting has been placed 
on the wall without an elaborate and dis- 
tracting frame and in such a position so 
that the wall itself acts as a mat for it 


as prints or water colors are displayed.

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Exploding the Box 


to Gain Spaciousness 


By ELIZABETH GORDON 


The visual character of a boxy space is obvious and self- 
evident. See any corner of it and you know, without looking 
around, what the rest is. There is no mystery, nothing to 
intrigue. Six flat planes are not enough to beguile the eye 
—and though views through windows and doors (or through 
whole walls of glass) can help a great deal, they give less 
than the possible maximum. Covering these planes with rich 
fabrics and colors may help to give interest of a kind, 
but such appliqué still surfaces no more than six planes. 

Frank Lloyd Wright has been demonstrating for the last 
60 years that interior space can be much richer and more 
interesting than a meager box with holes punched at inter- 
vals to let in light and air. He discovered and developed 


a series of design devices, which he used again and again

Destruction of planes that confine 


Even glass can be a confining plane! Karl Kamrath, ar- 
chitect, in designing his own home, used a device that 
Frank Lloyd Wright developed to make glass seem less 
an enclosure, less a barrier. Glass wall is developed as a 
zigzag. Ceiling is patterned to follow, but is developed 
further to make squares. Squares repeat outside as pools. 
All this diminishes the eye’s noticing of the barrier. 
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Wright’s approach to architecture can never be reduced to 


rules, for that can only produce clichés. Yet he had general 


lines of thinking which he followed. But he did not 


hesitate to deviate from them. This is, in general, “the drift. 


EXPLODING THE BOX TO GAIN SPACIOUSNESS continued 


overlapping planes and providing 
dark cave-like areas for retreat 
when your thoughts are dark. Let 
there be lofty, bright, and sunny 
places for the times when you are 
sure and serene—or in an optimis- 
tic and expansive mood. This may 
be a simple roof that.snuggles close 
to the earth on one side and soars 
toward the sky on the other. 


Bring light in by other 
means than holes punched 
2 irepetitiously in flat walls. 
Let openings for light be at places 
where elements of the structure 
meet, so light is a natural by- 
product of the meeting. When you 
punch a hole in a wall, it makes 
the wall more wall-like and estab- 
lishes more clearly and firmly that 
it is a barrier. Of course there are 
times when you want a wall to 






seem like a barrier, so that is the 
time to punch the holes. Think cf 
the roof as an umbrella against 
the sun, which can be pierced at 
reasonable junctures to let shafts 
of light and sun march across the 
fluid interior space below.

contiguous spaces. through 


wide openings, and by the use of 


continuous floor levels and the use 


of the same materials. Try to make 


one plastic, continuous entity out 
of the space. There are a number 
of ways to do Eliminate the 


cover strips (sucl moldings. and 


thresholds) that customarily cover 
joints and are signals that one 
space has ended and another be- 
gun. Eliminating 1! helps the 
bigger elements to count for more. 
The goal is not plainness, but flow- 


ing continuity.

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Avoid right-angle corners 
both horizontally and ver- 
tically. Instead, use ob- 
liques, diagonals. diamonds, circles 
or arcs. Let curved space flow out 
of curved space. Or let part of a 
hexagon flow out of a full hexagon. 


Since the planning should 
be done so it is not obvious, 
__ easily grasped and boring, 


avoid symmetry, for it defines the 
space and fixes it even before it 


is seen. Having no axis produces 
a freer feeling and gives a re- 
pose you cannot achieve when you 
have symmetry. Put the “center 
of interest” off side—not on cen- 
ter. This has to be done in a sen- 
sible and genuine manner. and 
must not be done with “tricky 
effects” or the repose and freedom 
will be lost. Even with the asym- 
metric plan, do not make it com- 
plete in itself. but make it ask the 
mind to finish what cannot be seen. 

The mind is clever at finishing 
what is not totally revealed—in 
fact, it finds such challenge en- 
chanting. There are many ways to 
enclose and protect without the de- 
sign’s revealing itself all at once. 


Limit the number of ma- 
terials used; the fewer the 
better. Fewer make the 
space one big ensemble, instead of 
a hodgepodge. Thus the total is 
made bigger. One material should 
dominate and take the center of the 
stage; all the others should be 


subordinate. 


Since the goal is to not 
‘define the structure as a 
barrier, let part of the 
structure extend out into the land- 
scape beyond the real enclosure. 


99 


You can do this with a wall or part 
of a wall, or with ground paving. 
This extends the sense of the en- 
closure and destroys the barrier, 
even when glass is the only barrier. 
The inside space will be richer be- 
cause it “takes in” (without bring- 
ing in) the outdoors. This is differ- 
ert from framing the view of out- 
doors. It makes the structure frat- 
ernize with Nature. It is better to 
de this in several stages of transi- 
tion and avoid any abrupt change 
between inside and outside. All 
kinds of gradations are possible: 
secluded terraces. walks of the 
same material as the structure, low 
walls continuing the structure and 
nade of the same materials. The 
goal is to make partners of man 
and Nature. rather than to make 
man the master of Nature, setting 
himself above and apart. 
(Eprror’s Note: This is a basic 
diflerence between the attitude of 
the Bauhaus and the Wrightian 
way. The Bauhaus way is to set the 
house into the landscape with no 
relation to it, as one might exhibit 
ap object in a museum, out of any 
context. ) 


_ This attitude (how house 
shall relate to Nature) is 
-basie to exploding the box. 

The Wrightian way is to take vis- 
ually into the structure as much 
of Nature as can agreeably be 
seen. Yet the Wrightian way is the 
opposite of rustic. It means living 
in a cultivated and cultured way— 
not camping. Rather it means that. 
since the structure is not deceitful 
but is honest in all its parts and 
materials, it can be set beside 
either 


Nature without “showing 


up” the other.

Studying at Taliesin means more than architectural study. It means experi- 
ence in worldly relations. Here is Mrs. Wright with boys from 8 countries 


so they will be able to more fully 
exploit the craft than even the 
craftsmen themselves. They were to 
learn about the outdoor life of Na- 
ture: farming, plant and animal 
growth, erosion, the way of the sea- 
sons with all living things. They ex- 
perience and participate in the run- 
ning of a household in a beautiful 
way. For the operation of the Tali- 
esin household in a beautiful man- 
ner was a necessity to Mr. and 
Mrs. Wright. (But more about this 
side of things in the story on page 
232 entitled “Wright’s Way with 
Little Things.” ) 

But beyond and above architec- 
ture, Taliesin students were trained 
in the proper value of things, and 
how to work more efficiently for a 
purpose. I have known personally 
about ten Taliesin graduates, plus 
the fifteen who are now the per- 
manent staff and who will carry 
on the architectural practice. With- 
these people know 
it is more rewarding 


out exception, 
the big truth; 
to give more than is received, 
monetary terms, as Wright did him- 
self. Each has learned to put him- 
self into a project, whether it is 
building a chicken coop or a cathe- 
dral, giving a dance performance, 
or painting a mural. 

Life and training at Taliesin was 
also an experience in world-wide 
personal relationships, for usually 
there were students from eight to 
ten countries, all working toward 
one common interest—the grasp of 
Wrightian architectural principles. 

It could well be that, in the long 


view, the results of the Taliesin 
training system will be Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s greatest legacy. 


For, despite accusations to the con- 
trary, a respectable number of the 
architects he trained and sent into 
the world have grasped what he 
was driving at, and examples of 
their work dominate this issue of 
House BEAvutTIFUL. 

For Wright was an innovator of 
design the like of which has not 
been known in the history of West- 
ern civilization. His structural in- 
novations were so numerous and 
his new ways of enclosing space so 
fresh and different that men of 
small ability could not be expected 
to grasp the totality of what he 
pioneered. 

A few architects, who did not 
even study or work with Wright, 
have grasped his principles and 
are practicing them within the 
general outlines of his philosophy. 
This is reward indeed, for many 
great other fields 
(such as medicine, aviation, and 


innovators in 


music) have died without the com- 
fort of knowing they were to be 
understood after their death. 

The forms Wright created dur- 
ing his 70 years of work have been 
imitated by many, and a great deal 
of his architectural grammar has 
been totally absorbed into archi- 
tectural practice—so totally that 
many young designers, who haven’t 
paid attention to architectural his- 
tory. don’t even know where the 
details they use originated.

But the thing most architects 
have not mastered is the totality 
of his designing. Wright never 


separated aesthetics from engineer- 
ing, but used them as one entity.

RIGHT’S starting point in all 
was to create a 
pleasing interior atmosphere out of 
the structural systems and mate- 
rials chosen to be used. This does 
not mean he neglected the exterior. 
He proved again and again that by 
developing a delightful and _ re- 
warding interior space (meaning 
its mood, scale, sources of light, 
textures, etc.). Thus its structural 
enclosure became likewise a pleas- 
ing and interesting exterior. Both 
happened at once. 

He likened this creative process 
to the planting of a seed that has 
all the elements of its future form 
in it, and as it grows it unfolds 
according to its inherent nature. 
He again and again remarked on 
how exciting it was to see the ele- 
vations evolve naturally, almost of 
their own accord, out of the chosen 


designing 


structural system. 

For this kind of designing he 
used the word “organic,” meaning 
to grow out of the nature of the 
thing. He also called it “natural 
architecture,” one that is integral 
to the nature of the materials and 
their assemblage, to the site. to the 
climate, and to the life of the int- 
habitants. 

To say it all another way: To 
Wright, architecture was never an 
outside form that contained space. 
Rather it was the space within that 
was the true architectural reality. 
The exterior should be merely an 
expression of it. 

Some have tried to explain this 
by saying it is designing from the 
“inside out,” but this is not a deep 
enough explanation of the Wright- 
ian way. It does not cover the third 
Wright’s 
way of designing. For you can de- 


dimensional quality in 
sign from the inside out and yet 
be working and thinking only in 
flat planes—walls, floors, ceiling— 
which results in the same old boxy 
rooms. Wright’s kind of space was 
not the product of two-dimensional 
planes. It was three dimensional 
from its very inception, and the 
space resulting would be much 
more complex and varied than a 
box with only six planes. Boxy 


rooms have one width. one length, 


and one height. Wright’s rooms 
have many more than these three 
standard dimensions. 

Very little architectural design- 
ing has been done, throughout his- 
tory, out of such principles. The 
ancient cathedrals, such as Char- 
tres had this kind of interior space, 
but abodes never had it. Yet to live 
daily in a rich and interesting kind 
of space-atmosphere can be very 
rewarding and inspiring. Whether 
people are fully conscious of this 
or not, they actually derive coun- 
tenance and sustenance from the 
atmosphere of the things they live 
in and with. To live within a 
Wrightian type of space is a very 
different kind of experience from ~ 
living within a boxy space. 


OME of Wright’s detractors ac- 

cuse him of not creating a 
“style,” saying that were he really 
great he would have set a style that 
others could copy. 

This is just what Wright did not 
want to do. He was against all 
“styles,” for he believed that by 
the time you could formalize a 
manner of designing with rules. 
the life had died out of it. He felt 
that the design evolved from the 
solving of the problem. and that 
since every building problem is 
different no two solutions could be 
alike—and be solutions. Therefore. 
to work within a style was to cramp 
and limit your solution. To be good 
architecture a building cannot be 
tagged with a style label. If it can 
he labeled with a style name, there 
is something the matter with it. 

He believed that “art can be 
no restatement’—any kind of art. 
whether music or poetry or paint- 
ing. Obviously buildings worthy of 
the word “architecture” could be 
no restatement of others as they 
must be when the design grammar 
of an established style is applied. 

He scoffed at the followers of the 
Rationalist School because their 
buildings were not rational. He re- 
peatedly pointed out that the work 
of the Functionalists was anything 
but functional. He regarded both 
schools of thought as_ tradition- 
bound as any Period styles. 

Wright might be called “The 
Lone Ranger” in American archi- 
tecture. (It 
that one of his favorite movies was 


was no coincidence 
the classic western “High Noon.) 
He was a fierce critic of what he 
considered dangerous, and, unlike 
many critics, he always had a so- 
lution for what he was criticizing. 
He was a Positivist, in times of 
negativism.

e Piping hot brioche with your 
breakfast coffee—why not? Be- 
cause it’s a yeast bread, you prob- 
ably think it is time-consuming 
and difficult. But baking with yeast 
can be easy, if you use a dough 
that can be made up the day before 
and kept overnight in the refrig- 
erator. This is especially true of 
brioche that can be refrigerated 
up to four days because the dough 
contains enough sugar and salt to 
extend the action of the yeast cells. 

After the brioche dough has 
spent twelve hours in the refrig- 
erator, you can save time by shap- 
ing the brioche in the afternoon 
and refrigerating them overnight 
in tins or muffin pans. The next 
morning all you have to do is re- 
move the pan from the refriger- 
ator, let the brioche rise, and then 
bake them. 

For variety, coffee cake or cin- 
namon buns can be made by add- 
ing a few spices and flavorings to 
the basic dough.

Since his 
later work was not consistent in 
form with his earlier work, from 
which their style was supposedly, 
in part, derived, it threatened to 


undermine the assumed founda- 
tion of their work. 

Some advocates of the “new 
style” were often critical of Frank 
Lloyd Wright because he never 
paused in his creative search to 
perfect any of his forms, to polish 
them into a style with an estab- 
lished dogma and a technique that 
could be taught and copied. Such 
criticism demonstrates a lack of 
understanding of the philosophy 
that motivated his work. It was a 
philosophy that stemmed directly 
from his mentor, Louis Sullivan, to 
whom he referred as “Lieber Meis- 
ter,’ who had taught him “every 
problem contains and suggests its 


own solution. Don’t waste time 
looking anywhere else for it. 
In this mental attitude, in this 


mood of understanding, lies the 
technical beginning of the art of 
expression.” 

It was never his purpose to 
create a style: he was an enemy of 
establishment and fixation. He pre- 
ferred the sense of things as fluid 
and changing. It was not Wright’s 
intention to create a form imposed 
upon life from the outside. His 
forms had to have an organic rela- 
tion to the architectural problem 
at hand, 

He was interested in the solution 
of individual and particular prob- 
lems growing out of a way of build- 
ing, according to the nature of the 
site, according to the nature of the 
materials, and according to the life 
purpose to be served. 

This meant to him not an estab- 
lished and dogmatic style, but in- 
stead endless variations of style— 





as individual character—proceed- 
ing from the same source that pro- 
duced endless variation in build- 
ing sites, and materials with which 
to build. 

He agreed with the Bible: “The 
letter killeth, the spirit giveth life.” 
So how could architecture be for-

Perhaps the crea- 
tive process, partly set in motion 
and given its initial impulse by 
the force of his catalytic mind, has 
not yet approached its final form— 
the work of art he envisioned in 
his general concepts of how we 
might live. 

Perhaps these new  super-high- 
ways and limited-access roads, the 
satellite shopping centers, the new 
general offices and research cen- 
ters surrounded by landscaped 
parks and far removed from the 
centers of present cities, are the 
first intimations of a new pattern 


for living being brought about by | 


the use of the auto and more recent 
developments in electronics and 
nuclear power, which Wright pre- 
dicted in Broadacre City. 

To many critics of architecture, 
and of his work in _ particular, 
Frank Lloyd Wright was a source 
of embarrassment and a disturbing 
and provocative threat to their 
positions as authorities. Time, in 
too many instances, had proven the 
critics wrong and Wright right. 

To those fortunate people who 
have known the experience of liv- 
ing, working, or worshiping in a 
building designed by him, whose 
number constantly increased during 
his lifetime and will continue to in- 
crease even though his hand is 
stilled, Frank Lloyd Wright was 
more than any one of the previ- 
ously mentioned qualities—or their 
sum total. He added depth and sig- 
nificance to their lives. He provided 
them with an environment that 
heightened the quality of their life, 
raising it to a level they may have 
anticipated but one they had never 
experienced in its totality. The 
qualities of this environment, 
though intangible, were strongly 
felt. His buildings 
them a vital sense of serenity and 
repose, a strong sense of integrity, 
and a vigorous sense of the free- 


have within 


dom and the individual dignity of 
man. All of these qualities are com- 
municated to the people who oc- 
cupy these buildings in much the 
same manner that great music or 
poetry speaks to the heart and soul 
of man. 

To all of us, whoever we may be, 
Frank Lloyd Wright left a leg- 
acy, the magnitude of which is still 
unknown and the limits of which 
are still unexplored. Ours is a her- 
itage that we are only beginning 
to realize. It is difficult for us to 
believe that one individual could be 
so productive in one lifetime, even 
though he did enjoy nearly ninety

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full and rich years upon this earth. 
His architectural practice alone en- 
compassed seventy years. 

Tt includes nearly one thousand 
homes ranging in size from man- 
sion to cottage and in location 
from coast to coast. His own 
homes in Wisconsin and Arizona, 
considered to be the two most beau- 
tiful homes in America, are among 
these. 

Wright’s work also includes 
many major buildings, other than 
homes, that were the product of 
his fertile mind. All of them are 
architectural landmarks of prime 
importance: the Imperial Hotel in 
Tokyo, Japan: the offices for the 
Johnson Wax Company in Racine, 
Wisconsin; the office building for 
the H.C. Price Company in Bartles- 
ville. Oklahoma; the museum for 
the Sclomon Guggenheim Founda- 
tion in New York City; the syna- 
gogue for the Beth Sholom Con- 
gregation in Elkins Park, Pennsyl- 
vania; and other buildings now in 
the process of construction but yet 
to be completed. 

It includes his voluminous writ- 
ing, consisting of numerous books 
and magazine articles. Among these 
is his Autobiography, in itself a 
work of art. 

It includes the innumerable 
minds that he has touched and 
stimulated in his thousands of lec- 
ture appearances and in his radio 
and television interviews. 

It includes the great treasure 
of projects that for one reason or 
another were never built: many 
were commissioned by patrons who 
did not intend to build; others were 
doomed by economic conditions, 
such as the crash of 1929; and still 
others were simply ideas that he, 
himself. in the flood of his crea- 
tivity, felt the urge to put on paper 
as a matter of record. All of this 
treasure, in safekeeping at Talie- 
sin, lies waiting only for a present 
or a future generation who will 
realize the riches that might be 
theirs. 

It includes’ his numerous ideas 
and principles as they were ex- 
pressed in any one of the several 
media of communication in which 
he was versed: building, draw- 
ing, writing, or speaking. 

It would include the many archi- 
tects, who, although they did not 
work directly with him, were 
strongly influenced by his work and 
his ideas. 

Tmportant, too, are the many 
men whom he trained and who had 
the privilege of working directly 
with him. The roster, international 


in character, lists not only the 
names of those who studied under 
his guidance in the Taliesin Fel- 
lowship since 1932, but the names 
of those who worked with him in 
his Oak Park Studio in Chicago, 
in the early phase of his career, 
and those who came later to work 
with him at Taliesin before the 
establishment of the Fellowship. 

It includes the group of men who 
were working with him at Taliesin 
at the time of his death and who 
have associated themselves to com- 
plete the work in progress and to 
continue the practice of architec- 
ture now and in the future. 

And it includes the Taliesin Fel- 
lowship established in 1932, when, 
because of the depression, Wright’s 


architectural practice was at a low | 


ebb. At its inception the Fellowship 
was an experiment in education, 
based upon a need for development 





of the whole person of a man with | 


the belief that nothing less than a 


whole man could produce worthy | 


architecture. Its method was to im- 
merse the potential architect in a 
life devoted to architecture, in 
which he would live and learn by 
experience in actual construction 
and in the practice of architecture 
rather than by dabbling his fingers 
theoretically 
architecture. It was an attempt 
to train the beginner by appren- 
ticeship in his field rather than 
through the vicarious information 
of book-learning. 

At the time of his death the 
Fellowship was well established 
and no longer an _ experiment. 
Working with him was his wife, 
whose ideas and encouragement 


were a vital and essential ingredi- | 


ent from the beginning of the Fel- 


lowship. With the resurgence of his | 


architectural practice she assumed 
an increasing responsibility in the 
life and guidance of the Taliesin 
Fellowship. 

Working with her, and with 
Wright, was a strong core of men 
and women, several of whom had 
worked with him from the first days 
of the Fellowship. and who, be- 
cause of their proven abilities and 
understanding of his principles, 
were given responsibilities both in 
the architectural projects and in 
the training of younger and less 
experienced men. 

As a vigorous and continuing ex- 
tension of his work and ideas, the 
Fellowship method will assume an 
increasing importance as a contri- 
bution not only to architecture but

So infinite and intense are the 
sparks cast off by this great mind 
that an architect of today or tomor- 
row. seizing on any one of them, 
could fan it into an accomplish- 
ment worthy of a life’s work. Each 
of his buildings contained enough 
_ideas to constitute production suf- 
ficient for an average man’s entire 
career. 

We cannot attempt to describe 
completely the forms that these 
ideas have produced. and will not 
predict what forms they will pro- 
duce in the future. Even should 
all his buildings be destroyed, 
_Wright’s ideas will persist in his 
_ writing and in the minds of men. 
Ideas have a particular vitality not 
subject to material destruction. 
Phoenix-like, they have the quality 
of springing from death and de- 
struction to life in new dimensions. 

Although he did regret the dis- 
appearance of portions of his work, 
Frank Lloyd Wright was never de- 
feated by it, believing as he did 
that “the law of organic change is 
the only thing that mankind can 
know as beneficent or as actual! 
We can only know that all things 
are in process of flowing in some 
continuous state of becoming.” He 
was quite willing to change, and 
perhaps to destroy his own work 
when he saw an opportunity or the 
need for improvement.in it. 

But he was opposed to change 
for the mere sake of change or 
novelty—or when change was de- 
structive of human values. And 
many of the changes he saw taking 
place in the world were destructive 
of the human values he cherished. 
These changes he opposed with an 
evangelic fury. 

They meant to him the de-per- 
sonalization of man, the shift of 
emphasis from man as an individ- 
ual and the center of the world to 
men as units, as machines in the 
collective aggregate of society. 
With this change in scale from the 
small unit of the individual to the 
larger and impersonal mass of so- 
ciety, he foresaw the danger of 
- man’s losing his own sense of dig- 
nity and importance, his own sense 
of significance in the scheme of 
things, as he has already done in 
many parts of the world. 

If the whole life and work of 
Frank Lloyd Wright may be said to 
have had one objective. it would 
have been the defense and promul- 
gation of that which is individual. 
His weapons were buildings. His 
means were words. His life was 
guided and shaped by the inner 


discipline of a great ideal and that 
ideal, although manifested in many 
ways, could be represented by the 
one word, Integrity. 

This is a constantly recurring 
theme in his writing and in his 
building. “What is needed most in 
architecture today is the very thing 
that is needed in life—Integrity. 
Just as it is in a human being. so 
integrity is the deepest quality in 
a building . . . In speaking of in- 
tegrity in architecture, I mean 
much the same thing that you 
would mean were you speaking of 
an individual. Integrity is not some- 
thing to be put on and taken off 
like a garment. Integrity is a qual- 
ity within and of man himself. So 
it is in a building. It cannot be 
changed by another person or by 
the exterior pressures of any out- 
ward circumstances; integrity can- 
not change except from within be- 
cause it is that in you which is 
you—and due to which you will 
try to live your life (as you would 
build your building) in the best 
possible way. To build a man or 
building from within is always dif- 


ficult to do, because deeper is not | 


so easy as shallow.” 
One indication of his own integ- 





rity was the fact that he did not | 
allow himself to be swayed from | 
his own beliefs by the tides of fad 
and fashion. In an age in which it | 


is the mode to be scientific even if 
one is not a scientist, and when 
men are inclined to accept the 
judgments of machines rather than 
their own human sensibility. even 
in areas where human sensibility 
is the only determinant, he refused 
to become pseudo-scientific just to 
appear to be in step and in tune 
with his age. 


In an age that allows commer- | 
cial values to take precedence over | 


human values, he insisted on re- 
maining true to “old-fashioned” hu- 
man values. How many of us are 
aware of the influence that com- 
mercialism has had upon art and 
architecture? Or how much of ar- 


chitecture has been designed. in- | 


spired by the contemplation of the 
return on the dollar. How many 
buildings are conceived as giant 
posters? Or as giant packages? 


How much of the training of young | 


architects has been influenced by 
the values of typography and in- 
dustrial design? 

Integrity was the essential qual- 
ity of architecture as he conceived 
it: “We are trying to bring in- 
tegrity into building. If we suc- 
ceed, we will have done a great 
service to our moral nature—the 
psyche—of our democratic society.

Fresh forms of shelter were evolved at Taliesin West, not just tor the 
sake of novelty, but because the old forms were inappropriate to this new 
situation. Light overhead structure of dining area, seen from interior 
below floats above masonry walls, providing shelter against the elements 
but maintaining the open “living in the out-of-doors” atmosphere desired. 


A room without windows, you might call it, the dining space re- 
ceives non-glary daylight from the continuous slot between the wall and 
the roof, the overhead skylight, and the opening in wall which is closed 
with canvas-covered panels. Canvas panels in side slots can be opened to 
admit more light if desired. End openings are shaded by roof projection. 


the Taliesin Fellowship is an illus- 
tration of this particular ability. 

The cold, long winters of Wis- 
consin were not favorable for out- 
door construction work the year 
around. Mr. Wright believed that 
this work was vital to the training 
of young architects and so sought 
a milder winter climate where work 
could continue. The climate of Ari- 
zona was suitable and it also of- 
fered a stimulating change of envi- 
ronment and the experience of liv- 
ing in entirely different conditions. 

The opportunity to build in a 
new location was a challenge to 


his creative mind. The problem 
was how to provide shelter eco- 
nomically and = quickly. Little 
money was available for building 
materials. There was a great abun- 
dance of unworkable, hard stone 
strewn over the site, located in the 
foothills of the mountains above 
the desert. The students were to 
do all of the construction work. 

Out of these problems, combined 
with the conditions of the site, he 
created a place to live—not a 
house in the usual sense, but a 
beautiful example of a fresh 
thought on living.

Knowing this, Frank Lloyd 
Wright demonstrated in hundreds 
of business buildings, churches, and 
houses, large and small, how to 
create shelter without this spiritual 
confinement. He developed poetry 
for the mind and freedom for the 
soul out of the 20th-century needs, 
customs, and building materials. 


HIS uplifting atmosphere is al- 
most impossible te capture pho- 
tegraphically. Like expressing per- 
sonality in a portrait, it is elusive. 
But it is a positive result built into 
the character of these buildings. To 
be in and use one of these rooms is 
like listening to or performing fine 
music. It is an experience that is 
ever-refreshing to the mind and 
fulfilling to the soul. 

Wright developed countless sub- 
tle ways to bring about this atmos- 
phere. The now-familiar 
window is a simple example. The 


corner 


corners are the defining boundaries, 
the ever-present reminders of the 
limits of a room. When the corner 


itself is replaced by glass or opens 
to another room, the sense of limi- 
tation is removed by an opening 
where enclosure is most expected. 

Windows, in the _ traditional 
sense, play a small role in Wright’s 
buildings. Aesthetically, punching 
a hole through a wall is useful only 
to accentuate the presence and 
thickness of the barrier. Instead. 
Wright brought in both light and 
air by glazing openings where they 
naturally occur as separations be- 
tween parts of the structure—the 
space between two walls. or the 
opening between two roof planes— 
even the connection between walls 
and roof (another corner). Wher- 
ever desirable, whole walls of glass 
from floor to ceiling are used to 
establish an intimate relationship 
with the natural scene or garden. 

This simple principle—avoid the 
usual confining perimeter—can be 
applied in many ways. as you can 
see on these pages. Yet in these 
buildings an expansive freedom 
from confinement is gained without 
sacrifice of privacy or the comfort- 
ing sense of shelter and security. 

Invariably the overhead structure 
is designed to give protection with- 
out oppression, its form devised to 
add quality to the space below by 
establishing cozy intimate areas or 
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expansive soaring spaces. 

Often Wright employed astonish- 
ing engineering feats to accomplish 
this aesthetic purpose. But engi- 
neering and structural innovations 
were always a means to a desired 
goal, never a dominating end in 
themselves. He taught how to make 
modern technics serve as a means 
for beauty rather than restriction. 

More than giving form to interior 
space, he developed it further with 
texture and ornamentation wher- 
ever they would contribute to_ the 
desired whole. For he was keenly 
aware of the necessary, intimate 
links between man and structure— 
the gestures that clarify the nature 
of the materials and structure. and 
point up the special charm of the 
total circumstance. 


FTEN the structural system is 
designed to be an exposed, 
decorative element contributing 
rhythmic enrichment. Wood. stone. 
and brick are all used in ways that 
let their natural beauty count for 
the most. Man-made materials like 
concrete and plastic are molded 
and patterned to accentuate their 
plasticity. Tensile steel contributes 
its lacelike delicacy. 
All of these materials are used 
with skill and insight into their 
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capabilities. But the main point is 
that they are used as best they can 
to serve the human occupant. Be- 
cause these buildings are designed 
from the inside out, with human 
movements and_ sensitivities pri- 
marily in mind, the result is a 
thrilling presence that invites your 
mind to soar and fills you with a 
sense of well-being—a real pride 
and pleasure in your own signifi- 
cance as an individual. 

Space, as he shaped it and gave 
it form, was never rigid. lifeless,

thing is genuine and harmonious, a 
new sense of freedom gives one a 
new sense of life.” The same idea 
is stated in his concept of a house: 
“The Usonian* house aims to be a 
natural performance. One that is 
integral to site, to environment, to 
the life of the inhabitants, integral 
with the nature of the materials. 
. . . Into this new integrity, once 
there, those who live in it will take 
root and grow.” 

It appears in its broadest im- 
plication in his desire for an in- 
tegral relationship between life and 
architecture: “I declare the time 
is here for architecture to recog- 
nize its own nature, to realize the 
fact that it is out of life, itself, for 
life as it is now lived, a humane 
and therefore an intensely human 
thing. It must again become the 
most human of all the expressions 
of human nature. Architecture is a 
necessary interpretation of such 
human life as we now know. if we 
ourselves are to live with individ- 
uality and beauty.” 

It appears again in his desire 
for integral character in what 
might be considered the minor and 
less significant details of a build- 
ing: “Integral ornament is the de- 
veloped sense of the building as a 
whole, or the manifest abstract pat- 
tern of structure itself, interpreted. 
Integral ornament is simply struc- 
tural pattern made visibly articu- 
late and seen in the building as it 
is seen articulate in the structure 
of trees or a lily of the fields.” 
*Usonia was Samuel Butler’s word for 
the United States.

ing, to continue with the last- road. With these long views in 
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nearly all directions a person has 
the sense of being unconfined; he 
need not be “shut-in” here except 
when he wants to be. Then privacy 
is very easily achieved by shutting 
the folding door to the dining area 
and closing the screen in the open- 
ing to the living room. 


In the living room there is a 
similar use of openness to secure 
a sense of liberation within shelter. 
It, too, is open on three sides. It 
is closed to the northwest for pro- 
tection against summer afternoon 
sun. Set forward on the site in 
order to take advantage of the more 
desirable views to the south and 
southwest, the living room also 
adapts to the slope of the site by 
having its floor a few steps lower 
than the level of other areas in 
the house. In this forward position 
the living room also acts as a shield 
for the terrace against the winds 
from the north, making it possible 
to use the terrace for the greater 
part of the year. 


The sense of continuity between 
inside and out is not limited to the 
shaping of space in the house. The 
same materials are used through- 
out the interior and on the exterior 
to do away with any differentiation 
between the inside and the outside. 
This continuity of materials re- 
inforces the sense of space. 


This sense of continuity is also 
aided by the manner in which ma- 
terials are used, particularly the 
glass. Notice how it meets the ceil- 
ing without the use of a frame. so 
that the surface can be seen as 
carrying through. The glass is also 
let into a reglet in the masonry 
walls, so that again, without a 
frame, there is a continuity of sur- 
face, an uninterrupted flow of in- 
side to outside and outside to the 
inside. 

A comparison of the free and 
open space within this house with 
the assemblage of boxes, with holes 
cut into them, in which most of us 
live, will also help you to under- 
stand this new concept of space. 
“With this concept comes flowering 
a freedom . . . which architects 
may now enjoy a true lib- 
eration of life and light within 
walls.”

But as plumage is to the bird and blos- 
soms are to the plant. so ornament should 
be to the building. It should be an integral 
part of it, having the same origin and the 
same form characteristics. 

Ornament became anathema to some ar- 
chitects and fell into disuse not because it 
was in itself bad, but because it was badly 
used. It was applied to building forms with 
which it had no relationship in much the 
same manner that a peacock’s tail feathers 
might be attached to a swan. And the re- 
sult was equally ludicrous. 

Just as borrowed plumage on a swan 
would be an affectation of glories not his 


much ornament, borrowed 
from past eras, on the architectural forms 
of the era in which Frank Lloyd Wright 
was beginning his career. 

To him this was not a condemnation of 
all ornament, but a challenge to discover 
ornament that was appropriate to these 
forms and would 


own, SO Was 


make them more ex- 
pressive as human habitation. 

At the end of the 19th Century architec- 
ture was considered by some men to be 
mainly the mere ornamentation of building. 
It had degenerated to a meaningless kind 
of “cake-frosting.” Ornament, then, was a 
superficial treatment to conceal structure. 

To Frank Lloyd Wright ornament was 
not a method for concealing structure. It 


was a means of making structure more ex- 
pressive. (To him structure did not mean 
just the skin and bones of a building; it 
meant the interrelationship of the parts as 
governed by the character of the whole.) 

A person can make a very general—and 
blunt—statement without using adverbs 
and adjectives. But in order to make his 
meaning clear and more expressive of his 
thought (assuming that he has a thought), 
he will find it necessary to use these quali- 
fying elements of speech. Frank Lloyd 
Wright used ornament for this purpose in 
the buildings that he designed. 

When hé decorated a building element 
it was to make it more expressive of its role

By thus letting each purposéful 
space borrow from the next, the 
architect has created 
vistas throughout the house. some 
extending well over 80 feet. The 
deep shadow lines of the shiplap 
joints on the ceiling accentuate 
even these long views. The chang- 
ing levels of the floor and the ceil- 
ing contribute, too, to the ever dif- 
ferent views that entice the eye. 

To achieve this effective use of in- 
terior space, the architect chose the 
simplest of building materials and 
finishing techniques, with the result 
that the house cost less than $12.50 
a square foot to build. Native 
Arkansas stone was used for the

masonry masses that characterize 
ihe house. Western red cedar, an 


inexpensive wood brought in from 
California and used throughout the 
house, has the fortunate quality of 
making itself at home anywhere. 





Because the materials—wood and 
stone—were so simple, great at- 
tention was paid to the details, the 
important points that characterize 
a fine house.

as light from all sides. Consequent- 
ly the rooms surrounding an inner 
garden get the benefit of this kind 
of light.

The emotional effect is like being 
in a cozy glade or woodland glen.

spray. I have done so myself. It is 
wise first to buy registered. viru 
free plants. and to know what dis 
eases, if any, are prevalent in youl 
region, and buy plants that resis 
those diseases. Red stele. which 
generally inhabits low, wet ground 
was once a disease violent enougl} 
to put some commercial growers 
out of business, but science has 
put them back in the market wit 
varieties that resist the disease 
among them “Temple.” “Sparkle.” 
“Redcrop.” “Surecrop.” “Vermil 
ion.” “Fairland.” and “Stele 
master.” : 
The people who grow the plants 
the postman brings probably have 
used two chemical killers on them 
perhaps three. The first was chlor 
dane. a poison which, worked inta 
the soil, kills wireworms, grubs 
root aphids and other things tha 
crawl and wiggle. The second is 
so-called all-purpose fruit dust o 
spray which contains captan for 
control of diseases. malathion an 
Metoxychlor for control of other 
insects. The possible third is a 
granular product which is alse 
mixed into the soil and there dis

petites, such as nematodes. 

Some gardeners like to spray on 
a regular schedule according to 
the book, but I am the kind who 
is reluctant to spray until he sees 
a threat.

As such it gave a certain grace 
to the roof. giving it the sense of 
hovering protectively over the liv- 
ing space. instead of pushing down 
upon it.

To him, ornament that appeared 
stuck-on or applied, which seemed 
extraneous and unrelated to the 
general ensemble. was better elim- 
inated.

So he kept such objects in the 
open—not parked away in cup- 
boards. He made practical use of 
them, splashing them around ex- 
uberantly, but never so exuberant- 
ly that he failed to compose them 
into arrangements with other ob- 
jects with which they looked well. 

He likewise designed the homes 
of his clients so their prized pos- 
sessions could be put to good use. 
He was not like so many present- 
day architects who think, privately, 
that “the client the 
house.” His rooms were not stage-

sets that could be spoiled if any 
little thing, different from what the 
architect chose, was brought in. 
His rooms for himself and others 
always looked best in use, with the 
necessities of daily living showing 
and with people going about their 
daily lives. 

About the objects themselves he 
had an absolutely fresh eye. He 
looked at rocks and weeds and 
wild-flowers with the same analyti- 
cal attention he used for great Chi- 
nese bronzes or Japanese screens. 
He liked things to be genuine and 
a direct expression—not tortured 
and contrived. 

He hated contrived “effects” as 
not being genuine. He applied the 
test of genuine to the smallest and 
apparently insignificant detail. He 
preferred honey and sorghum to 
sugar, which is processed. He used 
only cereals and flours made of the

Since 1955, Schumacher has manufactured 258 different 
items by Wright. Here are some of the most recent. For 
draperies he preferred geometrics, on the premise they 
merged into the architectural environment better than free- 
form or florals. Such patterns behave better when folded. 
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whole grain and ground the grain 
as little as possible for it to be 
usable. He tended to be an organic 
farmer. but not such a purist that 
he would let no chemical fertilizer 
get into his ground. (His farming 
was about 80 per cent organic.) He 
championed the natural way in all 
things, saying that God’s way was 
to encourage growth not force it; 
that when plants and animals were 
forced (chemically or by any means 
whatsoever) something would be 
lost or go wrong. 

This preference for the natural 
was evident in the building mate- 
He 


liked stone and wood, silk, wool. 


rials and fabrics he favored. 


cotton, and linen. But this is not 
to say that he was against synthet- 
ics. He was fascinated by all man- 
made products and repeatedly said 
“this century has a wonderful tool 
box, but we are just beginning to 
learn how to use it.” 

The only time he jumped on syn- 
thetic products was when they tried 
to look like something they were 
not. He thought a new material 
should be given its own new look, 
and that look should 
from its own nature and character.

mercial channels.) Nearly every- 
one in residence participated in

result of a democratic society. Since 
he never lost sight of the individual 
human being (never thinking of 
people in the mass), he judged 
everything in the light of how it 
would help or hurt a person. For 
instance, he was against down- 
lighting on the grounds that it was 
not flattering and kept people from 
looking their best. 

This kind of concern for people 
—wanting them to look their best 
as well as be at their best—was 
typical of a sweetness that perme- 
ated his character. There was a 
loving quality about him, for he 
loved mankind and thought there 
were great undeveloped reservoirs 
of potential in everybody, just wait- 
ing to be brought out. 

This loving quality made him a 
companion in a 


most enjoyable 


tete-a-tete conversation. Then he 
would turn the full force of his at- 
tention on the other person, making 


him feel important, witty, brilliant- 


ly penetrating, and perceptive. He 
was a great companion, for his 
mind explored everything with a 
freshness which made for exciting 
conversations. He never played 
back, as his own, the opinions of 
that morning’s columnist. He was 
more likely to give forth with a 
rousing critique on what was the 
matter with the columnist’s line of 
thought. He was up to the minute 
and assumed you were too, an al- 


ways flattering assumption. 


HE ONE quality that most peo- 

ple could borrow from Frank 
Lloyd Wright to improve their lives, 
without making a move or buying 
a new thing, was his ability to ar- 
range the little necessities of daily 
living. He would group things that 
were to be used together in little 
rhythmical compositions and inter- 
plays, so each object counted and 
yet helped each other. (For a well- 
illustrated article about how to do 
this in Wright’s way, see Houser 
BeautiFuL for February 1958, en- 
titled “How to Arrange Accesso- 
ries.” F 

He considered each table top or 
bookshelf length as an excuse—a 
chance to arrange a beautiful com- 
position. But he also felt you had 
to view these small arrangements in 
the light of the whole room. The 
small groupings should add up to 
something good to help the whole 
room. 

He felt every color should be 
present in a room, even though 
many were only very small touches, 
such as ash trays or boxes or vases. 
He tended to use nature colors, 
which are soft and easy to live 
with, and perhaps also because 
most of his rooms used natural ma- 
terials and had a close association 
with outdoors. 

Objects from artificial societies 
(like French figurines and porce- 
lains) do not look well in the en- 
vironments he created. But he al- 
ways used expertly Oriental art 
—especially Japanese screens and 
scrolls and lacquers. This might be 
explained by the fact that Japanese 
art has always stemmed out of Na- 
ture as did Wright’s work, and he 
readily admitted he had been influ- 
enced by Japanese art—but not ar- 
chitecture. 

He was a master of the amenities 
and he believed we could not claim 
to be civilized until each of us was 
abundantly supplied with them... 
but that we must understand them 
and earn them for they cannot be 
possessed until earned.

All groups oi this rich ethnic mix 
have left their trace. The English, 
who have a nearby set of Virgin 
Islands of their own, naturally con- 
tributed their custom of driving on 
the left. The Danes left most of the 
place names and their tidy tradi- 
tion of cleanliness and industry, so 
that in the Virgins you find little 
of the squalor that so often afflicts 
the tropics. There’s a nice appre- 
ciation of hygiene. of good plumb- 
ing and clean kitchens, of mechan- 
ical equipment that works—all of 
which adds immeasurably to most 
Americans’ enjoyment of a vaca- 
tion. The language of these exotic 
isles is English, and even if it is 
often overcast with a piquant West 
Indian accent or an amusingly un- 
familiar turn of phrase. you know 
what people are talking about, and 
that’s restful. 

There are rich and tantalizing 
relics here to pique the imagina- 
ion of any traveler who enjoys the 
sport of trying to visualize the past 
—from inscrutable Carib inscrip- 
tions on stone in the mysterious 
forests of St. John, to pirate look- 
outs, to the melancholy ruins of 
great houses and sugar mills, part 
submerged in jungles of jasmine 
and frangipani to the reconstructed 
courtliness of Danish administra- 
tion buildings and ballrooms on St. 
Croix.

Wright interlocks 


site and structure 


Wright house, seen on the landscape, 
has a natural inevitability 


that is far more than coincidence 





@ The remarkably gentle association between 
the building and its site, which is char- 
acteristic of all Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
designs, was consciously and _ carefully 
brought about. It is a kind of give and 
take, whereby the structure offers within 
its architectural framework of walls, roofs, 
and pavings opportunities for Nature to 
flourish. Thus there is created a transitional 
stage between the’ enclosed portions of the 
house and the natural scene. 

This is amply and well demonstrated at 
Taliesin North (shown here), where the 
house and grounds intermingle in a delightful 
way. Walls and pavings and stone plant boxes 
interlock in a romantic sequence of courts 
and terraces ascending the hill. 

There is no hard and fast line between 
the house and the outdoors. The materials 
of the house flow out to link interior with 
outdoors to become pavings, steps, terraces, 
walls, and seats. 

Even as you arrive and alight from your 


car, the broad stone steps are there to receive

you. You walk on this same stone for 60 
feet, and you are still walking on it when 
you have entered the foyer and the sitting 
room (see photograph lower right for this 
foyer and sitting room). The same stone is 
also used in the piers which give a line of 
demarcation between the foyer and the sitting 
room. 

This consistency between indoor and out- 
door materials is one of the important ways 
Wright married house to site. 

Here you see how the transition from out- 
doors to indoors can be as subtle as the 
transition from room to room inside. There 
are almost no demarcations to announce 
when one ends and the other begins. All is 
one continuous entity. 

Mr. Wright’s summation of site planning 
is this: “Build your house so that you may 
still look upon all that charmed you and 
lose nothing of what you saw before the house 
was built—but see more. Architectural as- 


sociation accentuates the character of the 


landscape if the architecture is right.”

Wright could wed a house to its site bet- 
ter than any other designer of our times. 
He did it with a sense of contours, a use 
of strong horizontal lines, a sympathy 
for roof lines and how to make them fol- 
low and repeat a hillside. One way was 
to wrap the house around a piece of the 
outdoors, as at left. Another way was to 
bring the materials of the walls and 
chimneys down onto the ground and out 
across the ground hgrizontally, to make 
steps, walls, walks, benches. He wouldn’t 
permit a strong line of demarcation where 
the building ended and the outdoors be- 
gan. They intertwined. As a result his 
houses seem as big as the outdoors. And 
you get a sense of being sheltered, even 
when you are outside. 














A small house can take on dignity and a look of bigness 
when it is tied into the site with low outlying walls.

The Wrightian Way: 


Extend 
the structure 
into 
the landscape 


@ Wright gave careful thought in all his houses 
to the exterior expansion that makes the living 
area seemingly extend to the property line— 
the whole garden as a part of the house. In all 
his buildings there is a halfway link where 
Nature and architecture intertwine. 

Letting parts of the house extend beyond the 
enclosed structure creates this transitional 
link. But it is effective only where terraces, 
retaining walls, steps and walks are taken in- 
to consideration as extensions of the floor 
plan of the house. Especially, completely de- 
tached features like tennis courts or swimming 
pools offer a great opportunity to repeat the 
lines, features, and materials of the main 
building to give bigness and oneness to the 
whole scheme. 

Wright showed his students many different 
ways to achieve this harmony between a build- 
ing and the surrounding landscape. 

No effort is wasted on isolated effects or 
arbitrary free-form curbs and pavings. Instead, 
wherever retaining walls are needed or steps 
for a change of level, they are kept in line 
with the house plan so they occur, no matter 
how distant, as a portion of the building 
emerging in the landscape. By the same token, 
within the terraces and walls that are part of 
the house there can be more formal features 
providing for plants and water in the orderly 
semi-confinement of planting boxes and pools, 


completing an elision between art and Nature. 


Just as outlying walls may extend into the gar- 
den, nature can mingle with the building, as in 
this entrance court—a transitional blend between 
outdoors and shelter. Designed by Bernoudy 
and Mutrux, for Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Grand. 
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In the garden at Taliesin North broad inviting steps lead 
from a garden court to the hilltop. Partway up, a circular 
stone seat and fountain encircle the base of a giant oak. The 


composition is characteristic of Wright’s masterful sense

This seeming “magic” is basically not a mystery 


but a common-sense and realistic approach to design- 
ing a house for a particular site. He did not design 
the house apart from the site and then try to put it 
on the site, hoping it would fit or that the site could 
be fitted to it. (This is the flaw with stock plans 
or “stock thinking.”) His design began as a general 
scneme for the use of all of the site. 

As James De Long (architect for the house shown 
here and a former apprentice to Mr. Wright) has 
learned, he began a house by seeing it in its whole 
relationship to its total environment. He sought to 


make the most of the site and of all of its features. 


He 
considered how one drove up to the house, lived in 
it, and moved about—inside, outside, and around it.

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In Spain this Autumn, they harvested the 
year’s vintage. 

Around the little town of Jerez de la 
Frontera, they spread out into the sunny 
vineyards to pick the ripened bunches of 
erapes to be pressed into sherry wine. Only 
from these few Andalusian acres comes 
the true “sherry” (English for “Jerez,” as 
you can see). 

This year’s vintage will be aged in wood 
for your use long hence. Miraculously, it 
will taste exactly the same as its counter- 
part today. 

Meantime, it will be matured and 
mingled by transfer, little by little, at in- 
tervals of several years, through rows of 
stacked-up casks.

The key to the circulation in this compact 
plan is the central masonry mass, housing the 
fireplace, counter cooking units, and refriger- 
ator.

Marinades 


By FRANCIS KALNAY @ Marinating is an all-but-undiscovered province in the 
wonderful world of cooking. In America, that is. Nearly 





every other country in the world uses this method of getting 
more flavor and interest into their foods by soaking or sauc- | 
ing them with lively mixtures of condiments. | 

About the only thing that is comparable in the American 
cuisine is French dressing and/or vinaigrette sauce. Strictly | 
speaking, these are marinades—and good ones too. But most | 
people don’t realize that they can be used to soak foods in. 
(Try soaking black olives in a tart French dressing for 
several days!) 

In general terms, marinades are liquid concoctions of 
condiments and herbs to be used to enrich flavor by satura- 
tion. They can be used on meats, fish, vegetables, and fruit. 
They can do their work before cooking or after the food 
is cooked—like a sauce. They can be used as bastings, dur- 
ing cooking. They can even be used as a cooking medium 
for a short period of the cooking time. 

Did you ever hear of anything so versatile? Yet this isn’t 


all. For the marinades can add either sweetness, spiciness,

The basic ingredients for most marinades 
are on your pantry shelf right this minute: 
vinegar, citrus juice, dry spices, fresh herbs 
and roots, sweets, prepared sauces.

part of the fun of marinade cooking. The 


ingredients are combined into saturating 
liquids that do their work on food before, 
during, or after cooking. They ean add

or sourness, or they can add combinations of all three. 

Marinating can make a new thing out of an old friend, 
letting you discover new facets in your old favorites. They 
let you change the position of the food in the menu. The 
leftovers of cold roast lamb, after marinating, can move up 
and become a cocktail snack or a luncheon salad. It is a 
great technique for making previously cooked foods into 
forms which you couldn’t recognize. 


The basic condiment in marinades is vinegar or the juice 


of lemon or lime. But you can, of course, use any kind of 


sour or soured wine, citrus, or other acidy juice you wish. 
There are conventional spice combinations for specific 
marinades but the inventive, creative cook will make up his 
own bouquet. 

There are hot marinades as well as cold; heavy, medium, 
and light marinades: quick marinades and slow workers; 
marinades for everything that’s edible in the vegetable and 
animal kingdom. 

Unless the marinade is for almost immediate use, it should 
be put into glass or earthenware bowls or jars and stored 
in a cool place. Naturally the best place to keep the precious 
marinade is your refrigerator. Any shelf will do where the 
temperature is around the normal 40° F. 

The often-asked question, “How long will marinated food 
last?” dates from the pre-refrigeration era. It depends upon 
the nature of the food you wish to marinate, the strength 
and chemical purity of the acids and salts used, and the 
temperature at which it is stored. In general foods that have 
been marinated last longer, though this is no real problem 
for they get eaten sooner. 
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Some marinaders prefer to make their own flavored 
vinegar, which is a little less work and a little more fun 
than you think. (When preparing flavored vinegars, it is 
safer to prepare them from distilled vinegar because the 
acid content of the average cider or fruit vinegars varies. 
It is best to make up your own bouquet of herbs and spices 
for flavored vinegar and if possible to use cane sugar as 
the touch of sweetening. ) 

Take your choice of tarragon, garlic, celery, or any of 
the dozens of differently flavored vinegars. But it might be 
a good plan to have always on hand those that are most 
versatile. Here is one of the stand-by vinegars that I am 
never without. 

Shallot vinegar 

Crush a half dozen shallots and cover with one quart of 
fine commercial vinegar. Add the peel of one lemon sliced— 
for good measure. Forget about it for a couple of weeks, 
then strain through cheesecloth and your shallot vinegar is 
ready for work. 

When in the mood for a more exotic bouquet, prepare one 
of our flower vinegars: 

6 geranium leaves sliced in two or three pieces 
14 cup nasturtium flowers 

6 chives 

2 tablespoons dry currants, 2 dry figs, chopped 
3 tablespoons elderberry flowers 

2 tablespoons honey 

Cover with one quart of distilled vinegar. Keep at room 
temperature. At the end of two weeks strain, put in | tea- 
soon salt and strain once again 5 to 6 days later.

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MEET THE HEAT PUM 


—the refrigerating machine that heats your hom

@ You already own a heat pump of sort if you have a window 
air conditioner or an ordinary refrigerator. 

Feel the warmth behind your refrigerator when it is running; 
better, notice the blast of hot air as you pass the outside of 
an operating window air conditioner. 

If you could turn the window unit around, that blast of hot 
air would heat the room. Cold air would exhaust to outdoors. 

Is it possible to make the window air conditioner heat a 
room without actually turning it around? 

Yes. That is the secret of the heat pump, the single system 
that allows you to heat your house in winter and cool it in 
the summer with no fuel but electricity. (The name “heat 
pump” is very confusing; it could as easily be called a “cold 
pump,” for it performs both functions. It is often referred to 
as a “reverse-cycle air conditioner.” ) 

Clean, safe, automatic, and already extensively used in the 
South and West, the heat pump is now testing its strength 
against conventional heating-cooling systems north of the 
Mason-Dixon line. Practicable and reasonable only for expen- 
sive custom homes a few years ago, this year-round comfort 
conditioning is now being sold by the hundreds in housing 
developments—adding only several hundred dollars to the cost 
of homes in the $15,000 class,

HOW A ROOM-SIZE HEAT PUMP WORKS 


Every refrigerating machine (refrigerator, air conditioner, or 
heat pump) circulates a liquid refrigerant that boils at very low 
temperatures. In operation, it is made to change its temperature 
and pressure rapidly. As it is circulated through the two coils 
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In summer, the refrigerant enters the coil inside the 
house as a liquid. A fan blows warm room air over the 
coil.. The ceol refrigerant in the coil abserbs heat 
from the air. With its heat removed, the room air 
comes out cocled. Vaporized refrigerant passes into 
the outside coil as a high-temperature gas. When out- 
side air (warm, but not as hot as the gas) is blown 
over it, the refrigerant is cooled, becomes liquid. 


THREE WAYS TO USE A HEAT PUMP 


1. Self-contained central system fits in 
basement, attic, or closet. Duets carry 
warm or cool air through house. Duct to 





outside supplies air to “outside” coil, 
which picks up or rejects heat by seasons. 








2. Split system has one coi! and compres- 
sor on slab outside with refrigerant piped 
te other coil inside. Duets carry heat or 
cold through house.

SHOULD YOU CONSIDER A HEAT PUMP? 
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IN WINTER 
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In winter, an opposite action takes place because the 
refrigerant flows the other way (a reversing valve 
makes this change). The cold refrigerant flows first 
threugh the eutside coil. Here it picks up heat from 
the outside air (no matter how cold it is). Warmed, it 
flows into the coil inside the room, where it releases 
heat as room air is blown over it. These drawings and 
explanations are naturally greatly simplified. 


If you are buying a builder's house 


If the builder offers a heat pump as an optional extra, 
check with your utility company and a heating engineer 
to decide whether operating costs will be reasonable. 
If so, you will get cooling equipment for only a few hun- 
dred dollars more than conventional heating equipment. 


If you are building your own house 


Check operating costs for your area. as above. If rea- 
sonable, have your architect design with the heat pump 
in mind using proper orientation, insulation, ventila- 
tion. Take special care in chegsing a heating-cecling 
contractor familiar with installation of a heat pump. 


If you already own a house 


It is usually not economical to install a central heat 
pump in an existing house, unless you plan to replace 
the entire heating system. However, where the electric 
rates are low, use room-size heat pumps for add-on 
rooms or fer cooling rooms that need supplemental heat.

Madeira is again catching the public fancy

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OC‘ uddenly Madeira is being seen around town. 

Pale, faintly chilled, and golden, it appears be- 
fore dinner, or with the soup, or in a sauce Madére 
with the roast. Or rich and amber-hued in brandy 
snifters, it comes after dinner. After years of virtual 
obscurity, the wines that played such a proud role 
in American history, from early Colonial times, are 
being re-discovered. 

In a circle not easily stirred, a New York hostess 
created a small furor recently when she invited a 
group of gourmet friends to a Madeira party from 
five to seven. Instead of the usual cocktails, she 
served six different Madeira wines—Sercial, Ver- 
delho, Bual, Malmsey, Rainwater, and one that had 
been originally assigned to General Sherman. In 
keeping with the American tradition, only American 
delicacies were served with the wines—green ripe 
olives from California, pecans from Georgia, Mary- 
land beaten biscuits, split and slightly warmed. And 
to go with the biscuits, a Smithfield country ham of 
Virginia, “sliced so thin you could read a newspaper 
through it.” 

Another startler encountered in Manhattan not 
long ago was a martini on the rocks, made of eight 
parts gin and one part of dry Sercial. The garnish: 
a twist of lemon peel. 

With renewed interest in Madeira wines came a 
wave of puzzlement. For a Madeira seems to be, and 
is, not just one but four or five or more different 
wines. Does it resemble port or is it more like 
sherry? Is it supposed to be sweet or can it be dry? 
What are the different types? To get the answers, 
we traveled to Madeira itself. 


ike Champagne, Cognac, Burgundy, and Bor- 
deaux, Madeira is the name of the place where 
the wine is grown—a tiny Portuguese island, 360 


* miles off the shore of North Africa. 


When first brought to Europe in the early 17th 
Century, the Madeiras were simply full-bodied table 
wines. Later, in order to make them more enduring, 
like sherries and ports, they were fortified with 
brandies made from the same grapes. But unlike 
sherry and port, Madeiras have a unique character 
because they are heated or “stoved” for some 
months, after they have been fortified. The process 


of heating allows the new wines and the brandies to

have an opportunity to get to know each other. 

In the early times, this acquaintanceship occurred 
naturally. It all happened in the holds of sailing 
ships when the casks were taken around the world. 
Then the rolling of the windjammers on the waves, 
together with the heat of the tropics, was found to 


enhance the flavor and bouquet of the wines. 


he new method, now several generations old, re- 

creates in carefully heated rooms some of the 
same conditions. Although the process may not have 
the same romantic appeal as the voyages of long ago, 
the effect appears to be much the same. During the 
heating, the temperature of the wine is brought very 
gradually up to fever heat or evemas high as 130° F. 
Then, it is slowly allowed to drop to normal. For the 
finest wines, this takes about six months, thus simu- 
lating a voyage around the world when such a trip 
took at least half a year to make. 

After the wines have been fortified, heated, and 
fortified again, they achieve a new status and are 
known by the gracious name of Vinhos Generosos, 
or generous wines. 

It is then that the professional skill and the in- 
credible palate memory of the expert blender goes 
to work. The generous wines of the year are first 
blended and then blended again with generous wines 
of other years. 

In the early days of this country, Madeira was 
the great American wine. In 1665, Charles II pro- 
hibited the export to the colonies of any European 
goods not shipped in British ships from English 
ports. In a burst of generosity, perhaps, he exempted 
from this ruling the wines of Madeira. So these be- 
came the only wines obtainable by the colonists. 
Speedily, a love affair developed between Madeira 
and America that endured for two centuries. Prac- 
tically every ship on its way to and from England 
stopped at Madeira to take on wine. 

Madeira wine became as much a part of the cul- 
ture of late Colonial and early Federal America as 
the cocktail is in America today. 

In former times perhaps a dozen different grapes 
were used, but now there are four principal types. 
Each is grown in a special section of the island and 
has its own characteristics. Some are white, some

@ In another part of the country, but with a similar slop- 
ing site, Architect Fay Jones came up with his own way 
of bringing light into a hillside house.

This house is one of the first in Arkansas to be heated and cooled by a 
heat pump (see full story on this new equipment on page 248).

Escabeche and Seviche are two 
distinct types of marinated fish, 
both are classified as fine delicates- 
sen by our Latin-American friends. 
Escabeche is actually of Greek ori- 
gin, and after a triumphal tour in 
ancient Rome, it emigrated to Spain 
and eventually it reached every 
Latin country in America. Seviche, 
on the other hand, is entirely a 
South American concoction. The 


difference between the two, gastro- 
nomically, is considerable. In Es- 
cabeche the fish is cooked, but Se- 
viche is raw fish marinated. You 
can prepare excellent Escabeche 


from your favorite fish (mackerel. 
tuna, kingfish, corvina). but the 
| flesh must be solid. The same rule 
applies to Seviche which in South 
| America is associated with corvina 
whereas in the U. S. sevichists pre- 
fer striped bass, sea trout, shrimp, 





clams, or a combination of these. 
The methods of preparation must 
| have suffered a lot of changes dur- 


| ing the past centuries, yet the reci- 
| pes which follow are probably pret- 
| ty close to the master formulae.

3 pounds of fish, cleaned and 


cut into bite size pieces, soaked 
for a half hour in salt solution 
(1 qt. water, 3 to 4 tablespoons 
salt).

The true Seviche is simply cubed 
raw fish in sour orange marinade. 
No doubt sour orange is a heavenly 
marinade for the fruit of the sea, 
but unfortunately, it is not too easy 
to obtain this particular citrus in 
the U. S. As a substitute we sug- 
gest lime juice. You may even use 
ordinary lemon juice, if you must, 
but please don’t tell it to your 
South American friends. 

The fish is boned and the meat 
cut into bite-size cubes. If shellfish 
is used, shuck the clams, or mus- 
sels, and remove shell from raw 
shrimps. Naturally the dark mass 
from the clam and the beard from 
the mussel must be removed first. 
Next, wash the fish or shellfish in 
lightly salted water (3 tablespoons 
salt dissolved in 1 quart of water), 
then drain. To serve six use:

Navidad, Zihuatanejo, and La Ven- 
tosa, which belongs to the gay and 
refined Zapotec culture way down 
on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec: 
(3) to the would-be explorer, who 
will go beyond these places to the 
rusticity and utter peacefulness of 
Tenacatita, Yelapa, and the islands 
called Las Tres Marias, unknown 
travel ground where a_ palm- 
thatched house on the beach will 
seem the only fitting habitation;

Bus service varying from coun- 
ry-style to luxury, runs on all 
hese roads. Self-drive rented cars 
ire available in Mexico City and 
Acapulco and chauffeured cars in 
most of the main-road towns. Ex- 
rept for Manzanillo and Acapulco, 
yhere is very little use for any but 
iigh-clearance vehicles along the 
oast itself. 

For the devotee of railroads 
there is an unforgettable day-long 
‘ourney in turn-of-the-century plush 
ttyle from Guadalajara to Manza- 
hillo: vendors, burros, Indians, 
slantation owners, cowboys, lost 
nountain towns—a rich cross-sec- 
ion of rural Mexico. 





Even the traveler whose main in- 





ferest is in the colonial towns of 
he high plateau must allow time 
0 experience one of these roads, 
he most memorable of all cross- 


nountain drives in North America. 


Discovery by air. The roads, 
newever. have their limitations. 
They are, mostly, slow and not 
‘inked to one another along the 
ceast, so that the motorist must do 
4 lot of backtracking. The answer 
s air travel. It is the commercial 
airlines (and only in the last few 
years) that have rediscovered for 
1s the almost forgotten paradises 
hat the Indian kings (and later 
he Spaniards) found and lost. 
Mexico’s two major airlines, 
CMA and Aeronaves de Mexico 
(both affliated with Pan Ameri- 
san) cover a lot of ground in the 
west of Mexico comfortably and 
ficiently, both from the towns of 
the central plateau and from the 
\rizona and California borders and 
Los Angeles. Aeronaves has a one- 
hour shuttle service from Mexico 
City to Acapulco, and CMA goes 
from Guadalajara to Puerto Val- 
larta in an hour and on to Mazat- 
lan in another 30 minutes. 
Regularly scheduled small-plane 
services penetrate even deeper into 
the little known areas of the coast 
and afford one of the rarest of 
travel pleasures—the low altitude 
scenic air view. Most of these 


smaller lines. practically unknown 


to the ordinary traveler, take you 
well beyond the tourist world. If. 
fer example, you find Acapulco 
overdeveloped, the precise services 
of Aerolineas Mexicanas will take 
yeu quickly up the coast to Zihua- 
tanejo where one good hotel, the 
Catalina, on a terraced. palm- 
shaded hillside, with its open-sided 
dining room overlooking beach, 
bay, and outrigger dugout canoas 
below, has the field more or less to 
itself. The circle trip — Mexico 
City to Acapulco to Zihuatanejo to 
Mexico City—takes three hours’ 
flying time. costs about $25. The 
Catalina’s rates—$14.40 a day for 
two. with meals—strike an aver- 
age for the whole coast, double the 
prices of Puerto Vallarta, and half 
these of Acapulco. 

The traveler in search of the 
completely unbeaten track will ex- 
ult in the offerings of two reliable 
back-country airlines operating 
from Oaxaca. LAGOSA—its inte- 
riors like those of the second-class 
busses: chickens, Indians, traveling 
musicians, ete.—goes up from Oax- 
aca’s 5,000-foot-high plateau and 
over the wild green Sierra to Tutu- 
tepec, and then, with six stops at 
market towns in the coflee-growing 
ccuntry, flies over this unexploited 
Oaxaca coast to Acapulco, all for 
about $11. 

Another LAGOSA flight goes 3 
times a week to the good quiet 
beaches of isolated Puerto Angel. 
Fiy down and take the slow bus 
back for the views and the markets 
ot remote Indian towns like Ejutla. 

Also from Oaxaca the Cessna 
Aircraft of Aerovias Rojas provide 
what is very likely the most excit- 
ing day’s sightseeing in Mexico: 
a three-hour round trip over the 
mountains to the sea and the “South 
Seas” coffee port of Puerto Escon- 
dido. With four 15-minute stop- 
overs, the cost is about $10. 

Surprises abound along these off- 
track air routes. A LAGOSA stop, 
for instance, on the Oaxaca-Aca- 
pulco run is Ometepec, one of a 
string of Spanish towns at the foot 
of the Sierra a few miles from the 
sea, still with a certain ghostly 
grandeur, where fabulous gold 
mines once flourished. Less than 
an hour’s flight from the bright 
lights of Acapulco, Ometepec’s de- 
caying mansions on broad streets 
(with a large Indian population) 
lie quite beyond the tourist pale. 

Another air “discovery” is Playa 
Azul, reached from the old moun- 
tain handcraft center of Uruapan 
by Lineas Aereas Picho. Lying 
about 100 miles above Zihuatanejo 
on a striking coast of sea cliffs and 
mountain ridges, this is a village

Barbecued Spareribs 
(Serves 4)

and well done. Cut spareribs apart 
‘into appetizer portions, and serve 
hot with a dip of English mustard 
or Chinese plum sauce. 

Hoisin Sauce (pronounced hoy- 
sin): You'll probably remember 
having eaten this sweet and spicy 
‘red sauce with the Peking roast 
duck you had in a Chinese restau- 
rant. Although hoisin sauce looks 
like plum preserves, and tastes like 
some delicious fruit you can’t quite 
call by name, it is composed of aro- 
matic beans, sugar, garlic, salt, and 
the best kind contains chili. Sold in 
cans, it is used by the Chinese as a 
table condiment for dipping roasted 
duck, shellfish, pork spareribs. and 
other meats.

Roast Pork Chops, Hoisin Sauce 
(Serves 8) 


To hoisin sauce, this dish owes 
much of its heady richness, a rich- 
ness without fat for which the Chi- 
nese cuisine is famous. 

This method of roasting pork 
produces memorable results. Loin 
chops or fresh butt of pork may be 
used. The meat may be used as a 
main-course meat for 8 servings, as 
given. Or increase the quantity, 
using as many pounds as you want 
to store, and keep in the refrigerator 
for shredding, for flavoring stir-fry 
vegetables, for enriching soups. The 
roast pork can also be cut into bite- 
sizes and served on toothpicks as 
cocktail hors d’oeuvres. If quantity 
of meat is increased, change the 
quantity of ingredients for seasoning. 

To roast, you'll need to use met- 
al shower curtain hooks (they can 
be bought by the dozen for less 
than 50 cents) for suspending chop 
(or strip of pork) from oven rack.

Central heat pumps operate th 
same as room units except that they 
are naturally larger and are cen 
trally located, with ducts runnin 
to each room exactly as in warm 
air heating. 

Depending on geographical loca 
tion, the central heat pump vill 
operate from one or more outsid 
and indoor thermostats, Propel 
set, these thermostats actuate the 
heat pump controls to provide full 
heating, partial heating, or cook 
ing, as needed. 

Heat pump installations, includ- 
ing unit, ductwork, electrical work, 
cost from $1,000 to over $3.000 for 
homes ranging from 900 to 2.500 
square feet. Some examples: 

A 2,500 sq. ft. house in northern 
Ohio is heated and cooled by a 
$2,400 installation. 
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An 890 sq. ft. house in South 
Carolina uses a heat pump installed 
for $1.200. In California the same 
size house needed one costing only 
$950. A 1,900 sq. ft. house in 
Florida: $1,700. 

These installation costs must be 
compared to the total cost of in- 
stalling a conventional heating and 
air conditioning system, since the 
heat pump supplies both services, 
not just heating. 


The extra costs 


Additional costs may be incurred 
due to the need for suitable insula- 
tion in the home and to the possi- 
bie need for increased electrical 
service entrance requirements. 
While insulation is important for 
homes being heated by conventional 
systems, it becomes mandatory for 
homes which are to be heated by 
heat pumps or for that matter, any 
electrical heat systems. 

In tract housing, where the 
builder designs around heat pumps, 
the cost of the house with heat 
pumps may be only $700 more than 
one with conventional heating (with 
no air conditioning). 

What about operating costs? 

In some areas the heat pump will 
be cheaper to operate than other 
methods of heating, and in other 
areas it will be more expensive. 

All other things being equal, and 
even in some cases where all things 
aren't equal, the factor which de- 
termines the feasibility of using 
heat pumps is the cost of electrical 
power. The heat pump for example 
may use some 17,000 kilowatt hours 
of electricity a year compared to, 
say, 750 kwh used by an electric 
clothes dryer. 

For this reason, heat pumps are 
now most extensively used in TVA 
areas and where local power com- 
panies have lowered rates for heat 
pump customers. It is generally 
agreed that a kwh cost of more 
than 1.7¢ makes the heat pump 
prohibitively expensive, especially 
in those areas where there is a 
long and intense heating season. 


The effect of climate 


Climate has an important bear- 
ing on the power consumption of 
heat pumps and, therefore, on their 
operating costs. Most heat pumps 
are being used in those areas 
where winter temperatures seldom 
drop below 35° F. However, some 
newer heat pump installations are 
being successful in areas where 
zero degrees are not unusual win- 
ter temperatures. 

The lower the average winter 
temperature, of course, the more 
important it is that electrical con- 
sumption and costs be considered. 


The air-to-air cycle, for example, 
becomes a less and less efficient 
heater as the outside air tempera- 
ture goes down. This is logical 
since there is less heat available in 
the air at lower temperatures. 

At some outside temperature the 
heat pump will just be able to re- 
place the amount of heat being 
lost by the house through the walls. 
At this point, called the balance 
point, most heat pumps have built- 
in electrical resistance grids (sim- 
ilar to the ones in a toaster, only 
larger), which turn on to add sup- 
plementary heat. 

Room units, either window or 
through-the-wall, have resistance 
heaters that consume 1.800 or 3,000 
watts; central units may have one 
to four banks of resistance heaters 
drawing 3,000 to 8.000 watts. In 
this case the heaters come on one 
at a time as needed. 

So long as supplementary heat is 
needed less than 10% of the entire 
heating season, operating costs re- 
main reasonable. When supplemen- 
tary heat is needed more than 10% 
of the time, most authorities do not 
recommend use of the heat pump 
as the sole source of winter heat. 
with the possible exception of areas 
with extremely low power rates— 
less than 1.0¢ kwh. 

A gas-operated heat pump is just 
now entering the picture and will 
undoubtedly affect electric 
where gas units are competitive.

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How to use 


steel wool’s 


rough (or gentle) touch 


| 
° Steel wool is made by shaving 
jwire or sheet steel with a chisel- 
ike blade. The shavings are pulled 
off in strands. formed into strips, 
and then into pads. The cutting 
‘edge of the blade that shaves the 
‘steel is serrated at precise intervals, 
jwhich determine the grade of wool 
fereated. The average homeowner is 
‘interested only in Fine (No. 0), 
‘Medium (No. 1). Medium-Coarse 
(No. 2). and Coarse (No. 3), al- 
though the professional wood fin- 
isher has available a range from 
No. 00 through No. 0000. 
_ In woodworking. steel wool pro- 
vides an excellent finishing tool, for 
it is both abrasive and_ pliable. 
Coarse and medium grades may be 
used for rough finishing when it is 
dificult to get sandpaper into 
grooves or curves. The fine grade 
‘can be used after sanding to make 
any surface really smooth. 

Fine steel wool is also ideally 
suited for “dry” finishing between 
coats of paint, varnish, and _ shel- 


lac to remove paint ripples and em- 
bedded dust specks. The gentle 
polishing action of metallic strands 
reduces the high gloss of a final 
coat to a satin finish. 

Steel wool should always be ap- 
plied with the grain. The perfec- 
tionist may prefer to place a block 
over the soft pad to distribute 
pressure uniformly, but the pads 
themselves are usually firm enough 
to do an acceptable job. 

On the negative side, the small 
metal pieces that break off during 
applications will rust if they be- 
come wet and are left untended. 
They should be removed with a 
vacuum cleaner. 

Steel wool’s ability to hold 
liquids like a sponge increases its 
cleaning power. It can carry addi- 
tional cleaning aids—such as scour- 
ing powder, soap, kerosene. tur- 
pentine, oil, and paint and varnish 
remover. The table below recom- 
mends grades for common house- 
hold jobs steel wool will do.

concerned with housing develop- 
ments that involve regrading of the 
land with deep or extensive cuts or 
fills. The FHA requires that all 
such grading and resulting slopes 
be properly controlled to prevent 
uneven soil settlement, landslides, 
erosion, etc. Since their building 
requirements are rather rigid, they 
will generally be aware of the gen- 
eral soil conditions in the area.

man will, 
have assured himself of the ade- 
quate strength of the subsoil be- 
fore building on it, either through 
experience in the area or profes- 
sional soil investigation. A thor- 
ough investigation isn’t necessary 
in an older residential section, of 
course, where you and your builder 
can observe the condition of older 
structures. In new, untried areas, 
however, where any suspicious cir- 
cumstances are present, the seller 
should be prepared to assure the 
safety of the ground, even if it re- 
quires this expenditure. 

The selling agency should be 
prepared to answer the following 
questions,

e The great value of a test record 
is the way it can put a finger on 
the bugbear of creeping distortion, 
and point out what it takes to im- 
prove the sound of your phono- 
graph. Even the best equipment is 
subject to this electronic malady. 
It can develop so slowly you may 
not even know it exists. 

Why worry, you might say, about 
distortion you can’t hear? Well, 
you do hear it, you just don’t 
know it. 

The first symptom of creeping 
distortion is loss of interest in re- 
corded music. If you play your 
records less than before, chances 
are it’s because the sound doesn’t 
seem as full and rewarding as it 
once was. You don’t think there’s 





GLOSSARY: If you aren’t sure of the following terms, it 
will pay to learn what they mean before using test records. 


Centimeters per second (cm _ per 
sec.): A measurement of loudness 


stated in terms of the speed at which 
the stylus vibrates back and forth as 
it tracks the grooves. Seven cm per 
sec. is the volume generally used for 
monophonic LP records. 


Decibels or DB’s: This is a ratio’ 
of the intensity of one sound to an- 
other. The level (volume) of a signal 
(sound impulse) on the best records 
is about 60 DB higher than the vol- 
ume of the background noise inherent

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about next summer's bugs 


Such diversities as feeding birds, enriching soil, spading 


and burning trash can all help stave off next year’s pests 


e Without question the number of 
insects and other pests that plague 
gardens and gardeners has _ in- 
creased enormously since I was a 
boy. On the other hand. it can be 
said that the gardeners battle with 
the bugs becomes easier every year. 
Depend upon it; the human race 
will never go down in action against 
the inch worm and the two-spotted 
mite. We have the upper hand de- 
cisively. But to keep our advantage 
calls for the enlistment of all the 
friendly forces we can muster, plus 
a little effort on our own. 

There are a number of things we 
can do before spring to reduce the 
insect problem for next year: Do 
something for the birds and they 
will amply repay you. Install a 
bird bath, a feeding station. nesting 
bluebirds and wrens;

above all, if you can, plant a

eat several times their own weight 
in bugs every day. You have no ob- 
ligation to love the noisy and ag- 
gressive starling, but did you ever 
notice how thoroughly starlings 
will search a plot of earth? 

Deep fall or winter spading will 
kill many a grub and cutworm. 
These larva commonly hibernate 
about a foot under the surface of 
the earth, and turning them up to 
suffer winter’s ills is too much for 
them to survive. 

Grubs are often thick in untilled 
land or sod, so if you are going to 
plant in a new spot, fall plowing 
seems particularly advisable. Leave 
the ground in the rough. without 
raking. The vegetation growing on 
the spot will decay ready to feed 
the spring planting. the frost will 
permeate the earth and mellow it, 
so that it will better store winter 


rain and snow, and the gardener

jects are two interesting theories. 
Louis Bromfield of Malabar Farm 
once conjectured that many insects, 
‘particularly beetles, were by na- 
ture scavengers. and that they pre- 
ferred the sweetness of decaying 
matter to that which was wholly 
alive and healthy. 

The other theory holds that in a 
rich soil plants become themselves 
insecticides or insect repellents. A 
good soil, full of organic decay. is 
almost sure to contain all of the 
trace elements. and a plant rooted 
in that soil will store more of these 
elements in its cellulose walls than 
it really needs. or could endure, in- 
side the cell. 

No insect can stomach a dose of 
copper. for example, or lead, arse-

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nate, selenium, or fluorine, not even 
‘a trace. Plants growing in old 
worked-out land may not be able 
to collect enough of such trace ele- 
ments to become resistant. Without 
4 

question, adding humus to the land 
will increase the general resistance 
of plants growing there. 

Chemists have been doing some 
yery interesting experiments in this 
line. By adding selenium in precise 
doses to soil they have made car- 
nations and chrysanthemums pow- 
erful insect killers. Don’t you try it 
on vegetables, though. the poison 
- could affect people, too. In some 
cases. it may be worth while to 
add to the soil, in addition to 
- humus, one application of a ferti- 
lizer that contains some of the 
trace elements. The experiments 
have shown promise for the gar- 
dener who does not like to spray. 


NOTHER thing to do between 

black frost and crocus time 
is to destroy the garden remains of 
the year. Insects winter in the 
stalks of plants and in the general 
debris. Diseases lurk there, the 
spores of fungi, hibernating bac- 
teria, and whatever form viruses 
take when they are not working. 
Never—as some advise—never use 
the cut stems of a perennial for a 
winter mulch. The only safe thing 
for the ordinary gardener to do is 
to gather all this wasté and burn it 
cr bury it a foot or more under- 
ground. Both insects and diseases 
may winter in the weeds near your 
garden, so also keep the weeds 
under some control. 

The manufacturers of sprays and 
dusts are giving us more widely 
efficient chemicals every year; you 
can buy all-purpose mixtures which 
actually serve almost all purposes. 
Usually they contain a stomach 
poison for the chewing insects, a 
contact spray which kills those 
that suck for a living, perhaps 
rotenone or a pyrethrin (the old 
reliables), and a fungicide, such as 
Zineb, Captan, Ziram, Maneb, or 
fixed copper. 

Fungi cause most diseases that 
the gardener encounters; moreover. 
the diseases caused by viruses and 
germs are generally incurable by 
today’s chemistry. Some all-purpose 
bug killers have one disadvantage: 
They are sort of hard on people, 
though safe to use if you read the 
directions on the package and fol- 
lew them. Read the directions! The 
finest print! 

I notice that DDT is vanishing 





from the formulas on the fungicide 
packages, often replaced by the 
similar chemicals malathion or 
methoxychlor. Even these, how- 
ever, should not be used on vege- 
tables for at least seven days be- 
fere they are picked. 

The cautious guy will use the 
two old reliables as insecticides 
when he can—at least, have them 
on hand. They often serve. Both 
rotenone—which is a powdered 
extract of cube (pronounced cu- 
bay) and derris root, long used by 
South American Indians to stun 
fish—and Pyrethrum or the _py- 
rethrins (which are powdered ex- 
tracts of chrysanthemum blossoms) 
are harmless to us warm-blooded 
beasts of labor. 

Be sure to cover the plant thor- 
oughly and evenly with your in- 
secticide, particularly on the un- 
derside of the leaves. The contact 
spray must actually hit the bug. 
And do me a favor; please read 
the label! 

Many of our troubles with bugs 
weve’ brought upon 
When the pioneers moved into the 
West, prairie chicken and quail 
thronged in the thickets and the 
grasslands. Farmers planted corn. 
In the autumn days hunters and 


ourselves. 


farmers joyously hunted the birds, 
for they were good game, and pres- 
ently both bird species were nearly 
extinct. Now the farmers learned 
what a plague of locusts was like, 
except that the insects were chinch 
bugs, little sucking insects, with a 
mighty appetite for corn juice. 

Then the farmers found that the 
chinch bug had once been a large 
item in the diet of the prairie 
chicken and the quail, but it was 
too late, and for a while it actu- 
ally appeared that America must 
in time abandon its corn fields. 
Then some research man _ dis- 
covered that chinch bugs could not 
cross a sufficient width of sod 
where red clover or alfalfa grew 
thick. A mold that grows in the 
damp sod infects chinch bugs with 
a deadly disease. So in some areas 
corn and clover became companion 
or rotation crops and the fields 
were saved. 


OU living where swarms of 

Japanese beetles are heavy, 
may take encouragement from the 
fact that the swarm generally passes 
away after a few years. The milky 
spore disease, which is deadly to 
Japanese beetles, has been scien-

help you find sources for trees and 
help you put the trees where you'll 
get the most value from them. 

It is wise to select a variety that 
has grown well in your region. You 
can then be sure it will flourish in 
the local climate; assuming soil 
and drainage are satisfactory. 


Soil should be balanced 


In general, trees should be plant- 
ed in a “balanced” soil that in- 
cludes enough humus to hold water 
for the roots to absorb; and enough 
sand or gravel to let excess water 
drain through so the roots will not 
get waterlogged and rot. 

When you’ve decided on the tree 
you want and the hole is dug large 
enough to hold the roots without 
crowding, fill the hole with water 
to test the drainage. If the water 
disappears in a few hours, soil 
should be removed and peat moss 
or other good humus added. If the 
water stands more than a day, the 
subsoil will have to be broken up 
and material put 
water will drain away, or drain tile 
may have to be installed. If there 
are trees growing nearby, it’s likely 
your soil will be all right. But, in

all cases, drainage should be 
checked. Sometimes native trees 
grow where transplanted trees 


would fail for lack of drainage.

It is easier today to move large 
trees than ever before, and more 
nurseries and tree-moving special- 
ists are equipped to do it. More

Som 
guarantee them for two years. | 
some cases you are on your own 
Although trees can be moved an 
time the ground can be dug, th 
favored time is spring or fall, an 
fall is usually considered best. 

Trees that grow in good gar 
den soil will have their root-bal 
wrapped in burlap before moving. 
If soil is too sandy to make a fir 
ball, the root area may have to b 
boxed to hold soil. 

If the tree is to be taken from 
the wild, some movers think it best 
to plan a year in advance. The 
roots are pruned at the perimeter 
of the earth-ball to increase the 
number of fibrous  feeder-roots, 
These new roots then supply extra 
food and water to the tree to help 
compensate for the shock of moy- 
ing. Some movers think root prun- 
ing is about as much of a shock as 
moving and prefer to do it all in 
one operation. This way, the tree 
is where it can easily be cared for 
while recovering from the shock. 
The point is, be prepared for some 
delay if your mover uses the two- 
stage method. In either case the 
tops will be cut back to be in bal- 
ance with the reduced root system. 
Nursery-grown trees are kept in 
balance and with root-balls ready 
for moving at any time. 

The growth of the tree will be 
retarded and foliage will be small- 
er the first season after planting 






but this set-back is only temporary. 
The movers will stake the tree 
properly and give you instructions 
for feeding and watering. These 
should be taken seriously. The first 
year is the most critical time in the 
life of a newly-planted tree. 

But caring for your new trees 
will be a labor of love. When you 
see the magnificent spread of 
branches and begin to enjoy all it 
thas to offer you are sure to give it 
all the care it needs to keep it 
doing well.

tifically spread in some areas and 
may be chiefly responsible for their 
disappearance, but I make the 
guess that birds did much. 

Household insecticides with DDT 
are a mixed blessing. They have a 
long residual effect as a nerve 
poison, killing most species of in- 
sects that walk on a sprayed sur- 
face weeks, sometimes months, 
after the spraying. It is a marvel 
of science, no doubt, but in a way, 
much too efficient. In fact, it has 
been blamed for some of the actual 
increase in insect pests, for it kills 
the bugs’ enemies as well. 


UT DDT doesn’t control all 

small life—it does not harm 
mites at all. It has borne the blame, 
rightly, I think, for a vast increase 
ia the general infestation of a most 
destructive speck of life, scarcely 
visible, the red spider, which is not 
often red, nor a spider, nor even an 
insect, but a mite. 

The nerve poison killed the 
predators and parasites that feed 
on mites, the mites worked with 
their customary zeal at propaga- 
tion, and science had to develop a 
good miticide in a hurry. Some in- 
sects have developed immunity to 
DDT, as they have to even deadlier 
bug killers. 

The lady bug (a true beetle), is 
a lion of the insect world and the 
gardener’s good friend. There are 
several insects that prey on other 
crawling things: the fantastic pray- 
ing mantis, the rather large black 
or brown ground beetles that scurry 
among the garden debris, the aphid 
lion which is the larva of the lace- 
winged fly, the ichneumon fly or 
wasp, and other wasps. 

I do not know whether lady bee- 
tles devour ants or not. I do know 
that the lady beetle and its grub 
will eat an incredible number of 
aphids between dawn and dark. 

I am as reluctant a sprayer as I 
am a duster and never take action 
until the threat is clear. Consider, 
for illustration. the Mexican bean 
beetle in my garden in 1959. In the 
past | have found this abomination, 
which looks like a large bronze 
lady bug, and its yellow larva, the 
most troublesome insect in my gar- 
den, without exception. The reluc- 
tant sprayer must keep a frequent 
watch on the garden, of course, 
and in my daily investigations I 
found the lace that the Mexican 
tribe, both beetle and grub, make 
of bean leaves on the Fordhook 
bush limas here and there. But 
there were neither beetles nor larva 























to be seen. The bug is not much ¢ 
a gypsy, so I knew that some preg 
ator, to my surprise, had develope| 
a taste for the Mexican bean bee 
tle. It may have been a grack ‘ 
ground beetles, or the praying ma 
tis I saw nearby, but I surely dif 
not wish my benefactor any dig 
couragement, so I did not spre 
there. However, high on the pol 
beans at the other end of the ge 
den, I observed both the lace ani

an amazingly wide range of inter- 
ests. There is general information 
as well as such specifics as dia- 
grams and drawings of the con- 
struction of an organ, and what 
the instruments of the orchestra 
look like. This is an easy-flowing, 
enlightening, entertaining account 
that traces a broad panorama of 
musical history and development. 
It is no dull recitation of historical 
facts and dates, for Harman is a 
writer with definite ideas and a 
flair for expressing them vividly. 

Men of Music, Brockway and 
Weinstock (Simon and Shuster, 
$1.95, 649 pages). 

Here are fine biographies of 
many of the most significant com- 
posers in the history of music, be- 
ginning with men like Palestrina 
(c. 1525-1594) and Lassus (1532- 
1594) up to Stravinsky in our own 
time. These readable well-rounded 
profiles, 22 in all, reveal these men 
as human beings as well as musical 
geniuses. Especially valuable are 
the essays on Mendelssohn, Berlioz, 
and Brahms. There’s a superb in- 
dex for quick and easy reference. 
If it weren’t for these men, there 
would be no music as we know it 
today, so this book is central to 
your reference library. 












Penguin Books, published in 
England, have enlisted the services 
of some of Britain’s most learned 
musicologists in the preparation of 
several volumes which go _ into 
quite detailed analyses of musical 
forms, periods, and personages. 
There are four single volumes 
which together comprise a series 
called The Music Masters, and 
three individual volumes which 
deal respectively with The Sym- 
phony, The Concerto, and Chamber 
Music. We'll deal with each indi- 
vidually, but first one point to keep 
in mind: These seven books are 
oriented around the prevailing 
tastes and attitudes in British mu- 
sical circles, and do not always 
square with American views. But 
once the reader is prepared for this 
he can settle back and enjoy the

Ralph Hill’s article on Franz) 
Liszt (1811-1886) and Dyneley 
Hussey’s portrait of Meyerbeer 
(1791-1864) are especially percep- 
tive and penetrating. 

As in all of this series, the sub- 
heads within the chapters make it | 
very easy to find details of such 
things as a composer’s early life, 
major works, and outside influ- 
ences.

ANTIG UA—A Obllector’s 
Item for Island Collectors

@ There seems to be a growing group, myself 
included, whose hobby is “collecting” islands. 
Not to own, necessarily—although many are 
doing just that around the Bahamas—but to 
have as one’s own Shangri-La. 

Of course those islands stretching below 
Puerto Rico and Jamaica have hundreds of 
staunch rooters and there’s no denying that “the 
Virgins,” Haiti, Tobago, and the other Leeward 
and Windward islands are good finds and havens. 
not just for winter retreats but for summer, too. 

Two years ago, looking for a new place to go, 
where it was sure to be warm when other south- 
lands were freezing, I was referred by a friend 
to Antigua. In my mind it was just a name that 
I lumped along with St. Kitts, St. Croix, Gren- 
ada, and all the others of the chains that dot 
the blue waters of the Caribbean. (It is pro- 
nounced, by the way, “Anteega,” without 
sounding the u, as it is in the Guatemala city 
of the same name.) (Please turn to page 201)

@ “Twenty more days—just twenty more ‘days until 
Christmas!” The good news is flung at me from every 
quarter: radio, television, the stores, my own children.

Must we be caught in a confusion of holy day 
and holiday, a maelstrom of activity no Tarzan, Paul Bun- 
yan, or Superman could wade through with equanimity ? 

We talked of many things that 20th day in July: 

Cards: This has grown into big business in many 
families taking hours to address, to assemble, or even to 
tint. Whom should you send them to? Everyone? Even to 
your close neighbors whom you will be running into all 
during the Christmas season? One woman who was at 
lunch that day sends cards only to the friends she rarely 
sees. On each one she takes the time to write a note of 
some length. She receives the same kind of card from these 
friends and considers this one of the most cherished 
aspects of her Christmas. Against this is the wholesale 
method of having cards printed with your name and send- 
ing them to just everybody. This is easy, but it can be 
expensive, and is not really much of a compliment to 
the recipient. Another friend said she had a picture of 
the children as her card, but had them made up without 
any printing. She would write in The Smiths with India 
ink herself or, if the card was going to friends who 
hadn’t seen the children in a long time, she wrote in all 
their names. But the list itself is the real bottleneck. 
One woman made her list from those she received the year 
before. Most of us confessed that we carried on our lists 
unresponsive names for many years, but we all hated to 
delete the name of a one-time friend. To send or not to 
send—that is the question. 

Parties: We divided this discussion into cocktail 
parties for the adults and all kinds of celebrations for the 
young. It is not easy to say “no” to an invitation, especially 
at Christmastime when everyone will probably be going 
and, when you have been doing so much for the young, 
you feel you could use a little gaiety of your own. But 
so often when the hour arrives you hesitate. Will it be 
just one more big noisy gathering? You go. And it is! 
We agreed that if anyone was planning to give a Christmas 
party the best advice was “Don’t.” Give it in November 
before Thanksgiving or in March when spring seems much 
too far behind. 

If you feel that you must go to the cocktail party be- 
cause it would hurt the hostess to decline, or you just have 
not the fortitude to refuse (it is nice to be there and have 
people know you were asked, too), then do not get caught 
up in the merriment and stay and stay. “I came, I saw, I 
departed early” is the best motto. 

Activities: This was a much discussed subject. Those 
of us with a New England conscience felt we had an obli- 
gation to back up our children in their interests; to make 


cookies for the Scout celebration, to attend the school play, 





to make their costumes for the church pageant, to chap- 
erone the dancing school party. 

To one with several children in varying age groups 
this can mean a minimum of sixteen appearances. Then if 
she is also a room-mother responsible for the class party 
or a Sunday school teacher in charge of her class’s part in 
the pageant, heaven help her. These celebrations are im- 
portant to the children, for many hours in school are spent 
rehearsing for them, but fortunately most of them are over 
by the time vacation begins. 

The aim here is not to get so tired with these activities 
that you are exhausted when vacation does begin. (Parents 
with older children must take them to and from the dance 
as well as spend sleepless hours chaperoning. ) 

Certainly the children do not have to go to every party 
during vacation. The sooner they realize that life, love, and 
the pursuit of happiness do not depend on attending a par-

@ Whiffs from a wassail bowl’s hot, spicy fragrance waft- 
ing through cracks of doors and even penetrating walls, 
so some people say, have pulled Christmas callers in to 
hospitable hearths for a very long time. 

For fifteen hundred years now Wass Hael or Good Health, 
said to the clinking of glasses or mugs, has been the toast 
of English-speaking people. 

All through the centuries the wassail brew has been 
quite simple to make. It requires only ale, cider (hard or 
mild), roasted apples, spices, lemons, sugar, and sometimes 
eggs. Toasted bread was originally used as a part of the 
wassail ceremony, but it has been dropped from the recipe 
during its long evolution. Traditionally, toast figured in 
the ritual of villagers who carried a holly-decked bowl out 
to the apple orchards. The toast was tossed up to the apple 
trees, and the brew was poured on their roots to invoke a 
plentiful supply of fruit for next season’s ale. 

The Briton’s taste for the original wassail brew hasn’t 
changed much, either, through all these years. He still 
drinks his wassail brews under the old 16th-century names 
of Yard of Flannel (or Lamb’s Wool because of its smooth, 
creamy texture), Farmer’s Bishop, and a concoction be-~ 
loved by the ancient abbots, called Hot Purl. (See recipes 
for making all three of these drinks on page 209.) 

Old English taverns still depend upon the tantalizing 
whiffs from such drinks to pull customers by the noses 
through their swinging doors. 

Today in the home during the Christmas season the 
wassail brew is served callers who drop in to drink a toast, 
or come and go for open-house. (On page 209 you will 
find recipes for serving as many as 50 expected guests for 
open-house. ) 

A wassail bowl cup is also a good drink to serve to friends 
who bring you gifts; to carolers singing from house to 
house who would welcome being invited to come in out of 


the cold when they reach yours. (Please turn to page 209)

If there is a woodworker in the family, 
making the tree from our blueprint will 
be easy. The big job is cutting the tree 
frame out of a large sheet of 14” plywood. 
This is best done on a band saw or with a 
portable electric saber saw. It would be 
dificult to cut on all but the largest- 
throated jig saws, and doing it by hand 
would be terribly tedious. A beginner 
should let a carpenter or lumber yard do 
the cutting (a job costing from $15 to 
$30). Assembling the tree is not hard. 
The shelves are simple circles of either 
hardboard or 14” plywood. After the four 
frame pieces have been hinged together, 
the shelves are laid in place and finial- 
topped cleats inserted to steady the tree.

If there was ever proof that it doesn’t pay to run with 
the crowd, it is in the food department of life. Every year, 
at the holidays, it is proved anew that sameness accomplishes 
nothing but to bore. 

Every year, in the period between December 20 and 
January 2, those of us who lead any social life at all eat 
eight to twelve meals in which ham or turkey (or both, if it is 
a buffet) is the featured dish. As a result, by the end of the 
holiday season we can hardly look at ham and turkey, and the 
revulsion lasts for weeks or months. And two perfectly nice 
foods have been down-graded by sheer monotony. 

House Beautiful suggests that, this year, you try a policy 
which deliberately sets out to avoid what everybody else is 
probably going to serve when they are entertaining. Leave 
the seasonal clichés to others—in the party department. 
Serve roast turkey at the private family dinner, if the children 
feel it is not Christmas without drumsticks. But where out- 
siders are to be invited in, play it some other way. 

Our suggestions for some “other way” are to try some of 
the famous, classic peasant foods of Europe. This is a big, 
wonderful area of gastronomy and it is much neglected—all 
the publicity and food writing tending to lean to the haute 
cuisine side of things. Peasant foods are ideal in winter, for 
they are hearty, zesty, and full of interest. 

We turned to “The Brasserie’”’—a very good new restau- 
rant in the Seagram Building in New York patterned after 
the fine French type of restaurant called relais (comparable 
to the Hotel Plaza Athenée’s Relais in Paris)—for eight

@ The reason you can so successfully wed mild delicate 
foods (like sea food, turkey, avocadoes, artichokes, 
cottage cheese, sour cream and egg) to the zestier 
caviar flavor is that they make up for each other’s 
shortcomings, always the basis of a happy relationship. 
Caviar’s salty, fishy taste is subdued, but still positive. 
The nearly “no-taste” of mild food can become piquant 
and tantalizing when garnished with a teaspoon or 
tablespoon of those delectable fish eggs. 

Since you can buy caviar in one- two- four- and 
eight-ounce jars at many supermarkets, it pays to keep 
some on hand at all times so you can whip up a gala 
dish for unexpected guests. Try some of the recipes 
illustrated here and you'll come to believe that a tiny 
one-ounce jar is more eligible to be called black magic 
than caviar. 

Imported caviar, vacuum-packed, comes from the 
same Caspian Sea catches of sturgeon roe as the fresh. 
(All of it has to be cured with salt.) For a long pantry- 
shelf life, the vacuum-packed, saltier than the fresh, is 
pasteurized by American importers and packers who 
heat the caviar in jars in water. 

If you are truly a caviar lover, get the fresh and eat 
it straight—for those great occasions in your life. If 
you can’t get it in your town, you can order it shipped 
in sawdust and wet ice by air parcel post or express 
at a cost of around $38 per pound, plus shipping 
charges. But if you think the fresh costs too much or 
you don’t like to eat it aw naturel, you can get a good 
imported caviar for as little as 79¢ an ounce, vacuum- 
packed, which is quite acceptable for garnishing. 

Of the 65 tons of caviar consumed by Americans 
last year, oniy 25 per cent of it was fresh. Seventy- 
five per cent was the vacuum-packed. These statistics

are not only proof of our ample era, but of the spread- 
ing popularity of a food which two decades ago was 
eaten mostly by the so-called “elite.” 

For improving the taste of bland, pale-tasting foods, 
red “caviar” surpasses the black. Paradoxically, red 
caviar is not caviar technically. Precisely speaking, 
it is salmon roe. Only the dark caviar, the egg of the 
sturgeon, can be accurately called caviar, according 
to the Food and Drug Administration. There are three 
kinds coming from three species of sturgeon: The most 
valuable is the giant gray grain beluga. Osetra, from 
the egg of the next largest sturgeon and said to be 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev’s favorite. is another 
kind of caviar, but it is not very abundant in this coun- 
try. The smallest grain is from the sevruga sturgeon. 

People who really know caviar say, “Beluga is for 
the gourmet who eats with his eyes; the sevruga, 
smaller-grained and 30 to 40 per cent cheaper, is for 
the real connoisseur who eats with his palate.” 

In buying caviar you will find that different packers 
use different designations for their processing (see our 
explanation of the terms below). Check the container 
you buy to see whether or not it needs refrigeration. 

Any person learning to like caviar, like one learn- 
ing to like oysters or olives, acquires the taste faster if 
the caviar is natural pressed and is used as a garnish 
for familiar foods. 

Since it’s made from very ripe roe and therefore too 
soit to be prepared as grain caviar, the pressed has an 
excellent flavor because the roe becomes sweeter as it 
ripens, as a peach or a banana sweetens as it reaches 
its peak. Also since the grains are pressed, very little

Converting the dark, hot attic into something livable is 
no new thing. But we have never seen the problem tackled 
except in a limited way, with the results giving a limited 
improvement. Consider the situation pictured here: a con- 
ventionally-pitched hip roof into which is indented a log- 
gia or baleony. The room opening to this baleony has been 
entirely glazed and then completely shuttered. The condi- 
tion so created is ideal, to say nothing of romantic. 








Inside and outside of the large family 
room are seen in this pair of pictures. 
It is adjacent to the kitchen. (See plan 
at right.) Clerestory motif repeats again. 





Below you see the hallway dividing the 
kitchen from the rest of the house, and 
the long run of high windows occurring 
above the ceiling height of the adjoining 
room. This is a splendid way to obtain 
outside light from directions that are 
not outside exposures, frequently a cru- 
cial problem when a new addition is to be 
made to an existing structure. Obviously 
figuring out the roof handling would have 
to be left in the hands of an architect.

Even though this kitchen is not a re- 
modeled one, but a new one, it is loaded 
with meaning for a family thinking of ad- 
ding a new kitchen to an existing house. 


Most meaningful aspect of the kitchen 





is the way light has been brought in 
from above through high clerestory win- 
dows. This could be done at the point 
where a new room was to be added to an 
existing house, creating outside light 
even though most of the connecting wall 


is to be used for other purposes (such 





as storage cabinets). No conventional 
windows exist, yet this kitchen gets out- 
door light from all four directions— 
high, sky light which is the most agree- 
able light there is. 

In a kitchen, where you want maxi- 
mum use of the walls for work purposes, 
this principle offers good efficiency. 

Also note the walk-in refrigerator, 
with two small doors on two of its sides 
and a door on the third side. For a 
large family this could facilitate buying 


foods by the case or the lug. 





Main view of the kitchen, the vegetable wash-up area, two of 
the small doors of the walk-in refigerator, and the cooking 
area. Above it all you see two long runs of high clerestory 
windows.

If you as a family pooled all the little sums 
you d spend on trinkets for each other, you could 
revamp such a room into an inviting center for 
entertainment, reading, games or whatever inter- 
ests and hobbies you enjoy as a group.

As an encouraging example, we show how Mr.

TV take its place 
in a room 


By CAROLYN S. MURRAY 


@ Television is a routine part of daily living and deserves to 
look as if it belonged in a room. But it is a particularly bulky 
piece of furniture to cope with. The bigger the screen the 
bulkier the total mass. Solving the problem architecturally 
is the best way, but a good installation requires thought. The 
set must be handy, yet unobtrusive; the installation must 
allow for ventilation (and for possible future changes), yet 
not be so large that it overpowers other forms in the room. On 
these pages and the next two are five examples of built-in 
television that is integrated into its surroundings so that it is 
almost part of the architecture. In some cases the result is 
achieved by simple cabinetry detailing. In others, the solution 
is more complex, involving other architectural features in the 
room. Often the housing of the TV set is combined with a 
storage wall that has room for other living room equipment: 


hi-fi, records, games, and card tables. (Please turn the page)

Exotica 2 is the reflection of a man’s life- 
long dedication to his subject.

For 30 years he has been 
associated with Julius Roehrs Co., in New 
Jersey, one of America’s largest and oldest 
growers of plants for indoor use.

¢‘eMhey call it three and a half 
rooms,” said Mrs. Barnard speak- 
ing of her new apartment with a 
keen edge of hysteria in her voice, 
“but that half room is as big as a 
ballroom.

My innocent young friend, Lois 
Clement, who really spends most of 
her time admiring her engagement 
ring, called in a high pitch of ec- 
stasy, to report the great bargain 
she and Bill had found in a one- 
room apartment.

(Serves 4) 


2 dozen raw oysters on half-shell 

\% whole cooked lobster, sliced 

2 cans crabmeat (314 oz.) 

1 doz. fresh shrimps (or one 17-oz. 
box-frozen thawed) 

] jar red caviar (2 oz.) 

1 small fresh horseradish, peeled

To prepare the platter, fill the 
four serving plates with crushed 
ice. Divide each of the sea foods 
into four portions and arrange on 
plates.

beverage use chilled champagne or 
a white wine. 

One of the world’s great vehicles 
is the Russian buck- 
wheat pancake called blini. Hot, 
tender as a baby’s ear, bland, and 
totally receptive to the pungent 
saltiness of caviar and the creami- 
ness of sour cream, blinis are world 
renowned as the mate for caviar. 

Because they are so world-re- 
nowned, there are many schools of 
thought about how the pancake 
should be made. The most preva- 
lent school of thought leans to the 
yeast recipe that produces the light, 
fluffy pancake on which the crispy 
grains of caviar ride. The opposite 
point of view votes for the crispy, 
almost crunchy pancake which, by 
contrast, lets the grains of caviar 
seem tender and delicate.

We give you here recipes 
for both types. 


The Yeast Blinis 
(a la Ambrose Heath) 


Dissolve one to two ounces of 
yeast in a cup of tepid water, then 
gradually stir in six ounces of 
buckwheat flour, three ounces of 
ordinary plain flour, and a pinch of 
salt. Add two egg yolks, beat well, 
cover with a cloth, and leave to 
double its bulk. Now stir in three 
ounces of melted butter, another 
egg yolk, and a half pint of cooled, 
scalded milk. Just before frying,. 
add two stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Bake the pancakes on a griddle 
till golden-brown on each side. 
Make pancakes whatever size you 
want. Stack them covered with a 
moistened cloth in a 150° F. oven, 
while you are getting ready to 
serve. Then serve them either as 
individual finger food for the cock- 
tail hour or stacked four or five 
deep {with sour cream and caviar 
heaped on each pancake) as a first 
course or as a main course for 
luncheon, married to a green salad.

Antigua more than lived up to 
the sketchy description I’d had of 
it. First of all, its climate is un- 
beatable—and I can say that with 
authority. Hot, dry air cooled by 
refreshing trade breezes, and no 
rain except in late fall and Decem- 
ber. And then the rain is merely 
tropical 
stretches of dreary wet weeks one 


showers with no long 


encounters during “rainy” seasons 
in so many places. 

After the all-important advan- 
tage of climate. the Island’s “talk- 
ing points” are its lovely rolling 
countryside, lush in some parts 
and bucolic in others, and the at- 
tractive lot of people who have 
built cottages or who visit there 
and belong to the colony. 


OU’RE very aware of Antigua’s 

British background as you drive 
over to Shirley Heights and look 
dewn on historic English Harbour, 
ene of the loveliest and best pro- 
tected in the world. and the stra- 
tegic spot where Lord Nelson 
adroitly hid his fleet. 

But in this British atmosphere 
you actually find yourself in the 
midst of an American colony. With 
the smart Mili Reef Club as its 
center, this Yankee domain on a 
British Isle occupies about 1.400 
acres and includes roughly six 
miles of coastline, most of it beau- 
tiful beaches. They’re really per- 
fection and compare favorably 
with those of Bermuda. With fine. 
pinkish sand they slope gently into 
the emerald green and sapphire- 
blue translucent waters. The sea 
around Antigua is a joy to those 
who have gone mad about learning 
more of underwater life and who 
love to rig themselves up in weird- 
leoking contrivances for the sport 
with the ugly name of snorkling. 

The life of the sybaritic Ameri- 
cans centers around the Mill Reef 
Club, organized and designed by 
architect Robinson (Happy) Ward, 
who before casting his eye on 
Antigua had lived and built houses 
in Bermuda. His wife. Dorothy, is 
a decorator,’so they make an effec- 
tive team. I believe all but two of 
the forty villas that dot the club 
property were designed by Hap, 
and many were decorated wholly 
or partly by the team’s distaff side. 

All the houses are planned to 
take advantage of the ideal and 
dependable climate. In many cases 
walls are eliminated and terraces 
become living rooms. The very few 
fireplaces are used more as a deco- 
rative feature than for practical 
purposes in this mild atmosphere. 


One of the most interesting and 
artistic houses is the Wards’ own 
place. Paneling, paintings. textiles, 
and statues imported from Bali 
have been used to great advantage 
in this New World setting which 
oddly enough is completely appro- 
priate to the Balinese style of 
decoration. 

The Kenneth Iveses have another 
show place which they frequently 
lease for the winter, a house that 
seems to have been built especially 
for parties, judging from the enter- 
taining that went on when the 
Severance Millikins had the house. 

The Brook Spencers live in prob- 
ably the highest point on the Is- 
land, in a house planned to take 
advantage of the east exposure in 
the morning, with the bar and cin- 
ing quarters on the western side 
where the sunsets compete with 
the daiquiris as stimulation. 


M* PET house is the one where 
I stayed. It belongs to Mrs. 
Walter Allen of Hartford who is 
called (though she will probably 
shoot me for saying so) the “Queen 
of Antigua.” Leslie Allen is un- 
doubtedly the most popular person 
on the Island—not just with the 
American colony but with the Brit- 
ish, natives, and in all sorts of 
milieux. Her little house, called Le 
Fancy (Fancy is an old-time word 
much used through the West In- 
dies), is a ten-minute beach walk 
from the club and is often referred 
to as Grand Central Station be- 
cause of the constant stream of vis- 
itors who come in for a chat. a bit 
of advice, or a dip from Leslie’s 
lovely curving beach. Mrs. Allen, 
having been a pupil for years with 
Dione Lucas in New York, is a real 
gourmet and has taught her ma- 
jestic native cook many dishes that 
would do justice to the Cordon 
Bleu. People love to be invited to 
dine at Le Fancy even though the 
fare at the Club is above average 
for country-club cuisine.

The fruits you make can be 
either quite literal, or fancifully 
conceived. The round ones, such 
as oranges, apples, pomegranates, 
breadfruit, and melons, are made 
of Styrofoam balls. The bananas, 
watermelon sections, and_ pine- 
apples, for which we give patterns 
in the diagram above, are construc- 
tions made of pasted paper, painted 
as exotically as you wish. The foli- 
age, which you can get from your 
florist, consists of sheafs of dry 
wheat heads and magnolia leaves 
(or rhododendron or any other 
waxy-type) treated with glycerine 
for bronzy color and longer-last- 
ingness.

2 inches or so remain. Slit short 
stem several times with sharp knife 
for easier absorption, and place 
just the stem ends in a solution of 
1 olycerine, 2 water. 

In a few days the solution will 
begin to climb through the leaves, 
burnishing color to a nice bronze 
shade. The heavier and bigger the 
leaves, the longer the treatment 
will take. It may be anywhere from 
4 days to two weeks before they 
are ready. When entirely colored, 
the leaves are glycerined and will 
last indefinitely. 

If you want only a temporary 
effect for your fruit tree, you can, 
of course, use fresh leaves. 


How to Make Tree Base 
and Frame 

Start with a small wooden box 
or tub of a size to hold the tree 
you're planning to make. For ours, 
5 feet tall, we used a container 
about 8 inches high. 20 inches wide, 
12 inches deep. 

Using rough lath or light lum- 
ber, nail a vertical spine, as tall 
as the tree is to be, to the back 
edge of the tub or box. Now attach 
three more supporting laths (or 
wires) as shown in the drawing 
on page 207. Tape. nail, or wire 
all four supports together at the 
top to form a tepee-like structure 
that will fit flat against a wall like 
a half-tree. 

Using odds and ends of chicken 
wire, screen, or even plain wire, 
wrap the form roughly to provide 
a network for wiring fruit to the 
tree. Lightly stuff the cavity of the 
frame with crushed newspaper and 
spray with any dark green, brown, 
or black paint you happen to have. 
This will keep light from showing 
through your tree after fruit is 
attached, giving it a look of solid- 
ity. The box could be sprayed or 
stained at the same time.

e@ However great the distinction 
herbs may lend to your garden and 
table, they are essentially weeds. 

Men have found herbs so satis- 
factory that we have paid little 
heed to improving them, and this 
is all to the good. They still possess 
their wild sturdiness and will grow 
quite well without the solicitude 
of the gardener. 

Hence, except for chives and 
parsley, I will not have a great 
deal to say about their individual 
culture. They usually prosper best 
with at least six hours of sun a 
day, good drainage (all but a cou- 
ple are native to dry lands), and 


fair soil. A few, marjoram, rose- 
mary, summer savory, tarragon, 


and thyme, thrive on short rations. 

Basil belongs to the mint fam- 
ily, along with catnip, clary, hore- 
hound, hyssop, lavender, marjoram, 
pennyroyal, peppermint, rosemary, 
sage, spearmint, savory, and thyme.

herbs out of season was not the

best. The best, for those you can 
grow in pots, is to keep them fresh 
in a sunny window. Rosemary, 
thyme, sage, marjoram, parsley, 
chives, basil, and savory all can 
endure the rigors of indoor life. 

It is good practice to freeze the 
leaf herbs, some of them, at any 
rate. The matter has not yet been 
ioo widely explored. Freezing 
seems to preserve the color and the 
essential oils, which carry the fla- 
vor, better than grandma’s drying 
method. For freezing or drying, 
herbs should be cut in the morn- 
ing, after the dew has evaporated. 
Take half to two-thirds of the 
plant. Wash off the garden dust. 
To protect the leaves from dehy- 
dration when freezing, seal them, 
without blanching, in plastic bags. 
When you use them thaw the leaves 
in cold water, or else chop them 
fine while they are still frozen. 

Leaf herbs can be dried satis- 
factorily in a warm, airy place in- 
doors, either on screen racks or 
tied in bunches and hung free. 
They should not be dried in con- 
tact with paper or cardboard, nor 
exposed for more than a couple of 
minutes to the sun or oven heat.

I thought I did not 
care much for herb cooking and 
boasted that I valued the natural 
tastes best. My wife, a fine cook, 
blamed this on herself—occasion- 
ally, when her spirit was calm. She 
says now that, as a wholesaler’s 
daughter, naturally she acted on 
this principal: if one pinch was 
good, two must be better. She has 
learned since that this is not true 
in herb cooking, for herbs, prop- 
erly used, can add virtue to the 
natural flavor of food.

things, she has convinced me, too.
